Carter rebate gets setback

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000.

Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO, Fla. 
(UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said 
Orange 


County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
ti\e Oct. 1. allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (ol all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments " 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy, we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only tp buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash. 


deny any refund to 4.5 million tax- 
payers and would reduce the impact 
of Carter's refund by about $1 billion. 


An effort by Rep. J. J. 
Pickle, 


D-Tex., to reduce the phaseout to 
$20,000 to $25,000 was defeated 20 to 
13, but Rep. James Gorman, D-Calif, 
said he would ask that vote be re- 
considered today. 


The decision came during the first 


day of committee drafting sessions on 
the tax aspects of Carter's $31.2 bil- 
lion two-year stimulus program. 


Chairman Al Oilman, D-Ore., told 


the committee he intended to com- 
plete work on the package by tonight 
and to cancel any evening engage- 
ments for the next two days. 


THE 
TAX-WRITING committee 


clearly showed a preference for giv- 


ing slightly larger permanent tax 
cuts in exchange for denying the re- 
bate to upper-income persons. 


Cotter said giving a $50 a person 


rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
if the administratin had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size of the stimulus 
package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the package." 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram, Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, taK cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 


• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — S3.000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
.$2,400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

Omni-House funding threatened 


Omni-House: Youth Services Bu- 


reau's refusal to release names and 
addresses of its clients to Arlington 
Heights officials has placed village 
funding of the counseling center in 
jeopardy. 


Officials of Omni-House insist it 


would be "illegal and unethical" to 
provide the information so the village 
can conduct an evaluation of the pro- 
gram. 


The village board's finance com- 


mittee has balked at the counseling 
center's request of $43,500 for the up- 
coming year without the names and 
addresses of its Arlington Heights 
clients 


A motion by Trustee Richard Du- 


rava to discontinue all funding of 


Omni-House was not seconded, but the 
committee did postpone making a de- 
cision on the funding request until at- 
torneys for the village and Omni- 
House resolve the dispute over the re- 
lease of information. 


JACK M. SIEGEL, village attorney, 


has offered a hold-harmless agree- 
ment under which the village would 
agree to pay any legal expenses or 
judgments if Omni-House is sued for 
releasing confidential information to 
the village. 


The information would remain con- 


fidential, except for use by Edward 
Geiss, human services coordinator for 
the village, to conduct an evaluation 
of 
Omni-House programs, Hanson 


said. 


Omni-House officials, however, re- 


jected that offer, saying the release of 
names and addresses of its clients 
would be "unethical and illegal " 


"We provide as much evaluation 


data as they need," said Peter Digre, 
executive director 
of Omni-House. 


"We have never provided data that 
would identify a client and we never 
will. It's a board policy and I'm c/m- 
fident they'll never change that pol- 
icy," he said. 


Omni-House also has agreements 


with Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Vernon 
Hills and Lincolnshire and none of 
those communities 
has 
demanded 


names and addresses of clients. Digre 
said. 


OF ITS 1,400 clients, about 370 are 


from Arlington Heights, he said. The 
village has had funding agreements 
\vith Omni-House for the past two 
years, budgeting $20,000 in 1975 and 
$29,000 last year. 


Digre proposed an alternative to the 


village which would allow the village 
to select randomly clients by number 
and to interview them if first con- 
tacted and approved by Omni-House. 


Hanson said Digre's proposal is un- 


satisfactory. 


"I can't evaluate a program with 


numbers," Hanson said. "I'm not 
bum-rapping the program. I just want 
the information we need to make our 
evaluation." he said. 


Nudes giving complex a.. .er.. .complex! 


He had just evicted one tenant, so 


Jerry DeBruyne was glad to see the 
"exercise equipment distributor" who 
came looking for office space a year 
ago. 


But DeBruyne changed his mind 


quickly: The new tenant moved in one 
afternoon and was busted for prostitu- 
tion that night. 


One year and three raids later, 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Fhoto Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


"WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . . male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polaroid camera to shoot pictures of a 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said. 
The others have not yet appeared in 
court. 


The studio cannot be closed unless a 


civil court declares it a public nui- 
sance. The state's attorney's 
office 


has filed a complaint against County 
Photo Studio I in unincorporated Ley- 
den Township, but that is not neces- 
sary for Studio II because of DeBr- 
uyne's eviction action, she said. 


"I do not think we'll be going after 


County Photo II unless it's not 
evicted," she said. 


DeBruyne, who said he is anxious to 


evict the studio, said it's been difficult 
to get a court date. It seems the case 


file has been lost by the county courts 
until this week, he said. Ms. Kinnard 
said the case should be in court within 
a week. 


"1 really believed it to be a legiti- 


mate operation," DeBruyne said. 


When the business first opened, it 


was called the "Pleasure Island Spa." 
Since then, it has changed names 
about five times, DeBruyne said. 


"I don't like it because of the 


stigma it places on me," he added. 
"A few people are insulted to have it 
part of the complex." 


Kenneth Michaels, owner of Mi- 


chaels Patterns, said the business 
bothers him, but not enough to make 
a formal complaint. 


"The only problem is people calling 


here because they don't know their

Suburb-city busing 
called unrealistic 


A federal commission's recommendation for voluntary school 


ImMrtg of inner city school children to the suburbs is "a little 
unreal," a University of Illinois urbanologist said Wednesday. Cal- 
\in Bradford, an urbanologist at Illinois-Chicago Circle, said he 
cannot imagine the predominantly white suburbs agreeing to 
school busing "where all those years they have been working on 
exclusionary zoning policies" to keep out public housing projects. 
The lepoit. released Tuesday by the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, 
urged busing of school children from cities to suburbs as a means 
of reversing a trend of segregation in big city schools. "The very 
need is created by the inability of people to voluntarily design 
solutions," Bradford said. 


Measles vaccine clinic slaled here 
Another emergency measles vaccination clinic has been sched- 


uled in the Northwest suburbs. Free measles shots will be given to 
children ages 6 months through 18 years from 3 to 7 p.m. Thurs- 
day. Feb. 24 at Conant High School, 720 Cougar Ln., Hoffman 
Estates. Children less than 18 must be accompanied by a parent or 
guardian, The Cook County Public Health Dept. has declared a 
measles epidemic in suburban Cook County. The majority of the 
cases have been reported in the southern and western suburbs 
where clinics also are scheduled. 


Strict noise pollution limit urged 


The adoption of more stringent noise regulations for public air- 


ports was requested Wednesday by the Illinois Attorney General's 
office The request was filed with the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board, which is expected to schedule hearings on the matter. The 
proposed regulations in five years would cut noise in half in some 
areas around O'Hare airport and would carry a $10,000 fine with 
an additional Sl.OOO-a-day fine for every day of violation. The air- 
port operator would He held responsible.

Nun on trial, 
charged ivith 
choking baby 


ROCHESTER, N Y OJPT) - A Ro- 


man Catholic nun went on trial for 
manslaughter 
Wednesday, 
charged 


with suffocating her newborn son. 


"You have an awesome responsi- 


bility here," Monroe County Att. Dist. 
Atty. Joseph Valentino told Judge Hy- 
man Maas who presided at the non- 
jury trial of Sister Maureen Murphy. 


Valentino urged the judge to "shed 


the cloak of sympathy" for Sister 
Murphy "and treat this case like any 
case that comes before you." 


Sister Murphy, 36, a member of the 


Sisters of St. Joseph Order, previously 
had pleaded innocent to the charges 
and waived her right to a jury trial. 
She is free on $5,000 bail. 


VALENTINO SAID the nun gave 


birth to a boy in her room at the sub- 
urban Out Lady of Lourdes parish 
convent last April 27, "after 
nine 


months of hiding her pregnancy, dod- 
ging questions and lying about going 
to the doctor." 


Shortly after having the child, Va- 


lentino said, the nun "thrust a pair of 
panties down this baby's throat as far 
as she could" and then "wrapped the 
baby in a blue nightgown and dis- 
carded him in an orange wastepaper 
basket." 


Sister Murphy, was found lying on 


the floor of her room bleeding pro- 
fusely and was taken by other nuns to 
a nearby hospital Doctors later con- 
firmed she had given birth. 


Defense atty. Charles Crimi said in 


his opening remarks the prosecution 
was bas/'ng its case on circumstantial 
evidence. 


"THIS IS A difficult ordeal for her 


but she's here because she wants to 
be," Crimi said. "There is no direct 
evidence of any kind of harmful ac- 
tion by Sister Maureen." 


He said loss of blood in childbirth 


"and other physiological (actors de- 
prived Sister Maureen of being con- 
scious of what was going on and 
thereby she suffered from mental de- 
fect." 


Sister Murphy, a former nursery 


school principal, dressed in a simple, 
light blue dress, sat quietly at the 
trial that is expected to last two to 
three weeks. About a dozen nuns were 
among the 50 spectators and reporters 
inside the courtroom. 


Sister Murphy was indicted on the 


manslaughter count lasl June.

Northwest Tollway in Elk Grove 
Township 


County Photo II, 2420 Oakton St., 


isn't the type of place generally asso- 
ciated with a nude photo parlor. 


"WHAT WE DO here is offer nude 


photography. It's as simple as that," 
says the man behind the counter. 


"In addition to the standard price, 


there's also a minimum tip of $10 for 
the model," he adds. "Once you're in 
the room, whatever happens is be- 
tween you and her." 


The man says these are bargain 


prices. 


"Come on in. I'll give you a tour. 


There's nothing to it," the manager 
says, opening the foyer door. 


Inside, the decor resembles a dis- 


cotheque lounge, complete with flashy 
wallpaper, carpeting and cozy furni- 
ture Everything seems neat and tidy. 


"HERE WE HAVE one of the (stu- 


dio) rooms," he says, leading the 
way. The room, about 12 by 15 feet, 
has a bean bag chair, small table and 
a studio lamp on the floor. One wall is 
covered with a mural of an outdoor 
scene. 


Magazine pinups and centerfolds 


are tacked up on the other walls, 
showing nude women in various poses 
and positions. 


The man leads the way through the 


small lobby where two models watch 
television. 


"This is Debbie and this is Misty," 


he says, introducing them. 


The man stops Inside the room at 


the end of the short hallway, a room 
similar to the first, but larger. It also 
has a large outdoor mural and several 
large photos of nude women on the 
walls, 


"ALL YOU HAVE to do is wait in 


here. A model will come with your 
camera and film. She takes her 
clothes off and you shoot pictures of 
her. That's all there is to it."

says. 


She checks identification of custom- 


ers, a driver's license and voting reg- 
istration. That done, she nonchalantly 
r e m o v e s her clothing and goes 
through a series of five poses before a 
Polaroid camera with black and white 
film. 


SHE SAYS THE prostitution crack- 


down on County Photo I in Leyden 
Township and County Photo II by 
Cook County Sheriff's police "wasn't 
justified. It was unfair and (newpaper 
reports) are all lies." 


The model says she knows of no one 


who works in either photo estab- 
lishment soliciting acts of prostitution. 


"We just pcse for pictures and 


that's it," she says. "Sometimes you 
get some drunks in here during the 
evening that think we're prostitutes. 
They can cause some problems," she 
says. "Sometimes they want to shoot 
more than they've paid for." 


She adds she has never been abused

'Angola withdrawal half completed9 
Carter hints rapport with Cuba 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter said Wednesday Cuba may be 
ready to remove its troops from Ango- 
la, and a congressman said he was 
told in Havana the withdrawal is at 
least half completed. 


Carter said he would be willing to 


resume full diplomatic relations with 
Cuba once it withdraws its "merce- 
naries" from southern Africa and ful- 
fills a number of other conditions, in- 
cluding respect for human rights. 


B u t Rep 
Jonathan Bingham, 


D-N Y., who talked with Premier Fi- 
del Castro for seven hours last week, 
said Castro expects the United States 
to meet some conditions, too. "The 
ball is in our court," Bingham said. 


THE PRESIDENT made his com- 


ments during the question and answer 
period of a visit with U.S. Agriculture 
Dept. employes. 


"I would very much like to see the 


Cubans remove their soldiers from 
Angola and let the Angolan natives 
make their own decisions about their 
government," he said. 


"We've received information from 


indirect sources that Castro and Cuba 
have 
promised 
to remove those 


troops. And that would be a step to- 
ward full normalization of relation- 
ships with Angola. 


"The same thing applies ultimately 


to the restoration of normal relation- 
ships with Cuba. 


"If I can be convinced that Cuba 


wants to remove their aggravating in- 
fluence from other countries in this 
hemisphere, will not participate in 
violence in nations across the oceans, 
will recommit the former relationship 
that existed in Cuba toward human 
rights, then I would be willing to move 


toward normalizing relations 
with 


Cuba as well " 


AT A CAPITOL Hill news confer- 


ence, Bingham suggested the troop 
withdrawal may already be well un- 
derway. Cuba was estimated to have 
had 15,000 to 20,000 troops in Angola 
at one time 


"I was told (in Havana) that at 


least half the Cuban troops in Angola 
have been withdrawn, out in their 
stead Cuba has sent in thousands of 
technicians, doctors and teachers," 
he said. 


"Castro is very proud of the Cuban 


role in Angola, and this is something 
they will not stop just because we 
might pressure them." 


He did not say who told of the with- 


drawal. But he said his talk with Cas- 
tro convinced him there is now "a 
splendid opportunity for us to norma- 
lize relations." 


FROM CUBA'S viewpoint, he said, 


the first step in that direction must be 
a lifting of the U.S. trade embargo, 
which Havana considers "an act of 
aggression " 


"I am sure that after doing that 


we could move ahead fairly rapidly 
on normalizing relations," Bingham 
said. 


Cuba and the United States severed 


diplomatic relations in January 1961, 
a few weeks before President John F. 
Kennedy took office. The trade em- 
bargo was imposed a year later. 


Bingham said there are three areas

conditions: the 200-mile fishing limit; 
cultural and sports exchange; and 
U S.-Cuban cooperation on fighting 
possible outbreaks of sugar cane 
blight. 


Outpatient care centers try to bring doctors to poor

(Second of two parts) 


Star Blaz understands the problems 


of the medically indigent. She's been 
there herself. 


Ms. Blaz is a counselor at the 


Northwest Opportunity Center, Arling- 
ton Heights. It is part of her job to 
help poor people find medical help 
when they need it. 


"A problem that I found when I was 


a public aid recipient, and that a lot 
of my clients also 
find, is that 


frequently when you do find a doctor 
who will see you, there's an 'attitude' 
that you're somehow different than 
their other patients." she says. 


THE OPPORTUNITY Center does 


not have a doctor on its staff. "We 
have to handle the problem the only 
way we can — by calling the local hos- 
pital and asking for a doctor," Ms. 
Blaz says. 


"If a person has just started to re- 


ceive public aid I advise them to start 
looking for a doctor right away. If it's 
a woman with children I say try to 
find a general practitioner. That way 
she and her family are both covered," 
she says. 


A person who contacts physician re- 


ferral at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, Arlington Heights, is given the 
names and office telenhone numbers 
of three doctors, says Ann Finney, 
hospital spokesman. 


"We tell them if they don't find a 


doc'or to call back," she said. The 
hospital does not keep a record of 
which doctors will or will not accept 
public aid patients, but "we know 
there are some doctors who won't see 
them," Ms. Finney says. 


AT LUTHERAN General Hospital, 


Park Ridge, doctors listed with the 
physician referral office are asked 
whether they will take public aid 
patients as part of a questionnaire 
each doctor fills out. 


Most of the family practice physi- 


cians on file at Lutheran General 
have said they will not accept public 
aid patients. 


Antonia Garcia, a Spanish inter- 


preter and case worker at the Oppor- 
tunity Center, savs some persons who 
cannot find a doctor in the Northwest 
suburbs go to the outpatient center at 
Evanston Hospital where fees are set 
ac"ordlng to a schedule of income and 
family size. 


"Wp have to leave at 7 a m. to be at 


the (Evanston) outpatient clinic by 8 
a m. in order to be seen by noon," 
says Ms. Garcia, who has been driv- 
ing natients without cars to Evanston. 


RUTH C. JOHNSON, director of the 


Evanston Hospital outpatient depart- 
ment, said the center "simulates all 
the sub-specialties found in private 
practice, including a dental office," 
and is operated at cost exclusively for 


public aid or other low-income fami- 
lies. 


There soon may be a low-cost out- 


patient medical center that the North- 
west suburbs can call their own. 


Barbara Michelin, director of Cross- 


roads Clinic, Rolling Meadows, is put- 
ting together plans for a non-profit 
health care center to meet a need that 
she calls "extremely urgent." 


"A clinic is desperately needed but 


one that doesn't have a store-front at- 
mosphere. It should be the patients' 
place — their family doctor. The 
patients have to be able to relate to it 
as their own, not just as a number," 
Ms. Michelin says. 


THE HEALTH CARE center will 


share facilities with Crossroads Clinic 
at 1545 Hicks Rd. Crossroads, a preg- 
nancy and family planning clinic for 
adolescents, is open from 6 to 10 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday. The out- 
patient center will be open from 8 
a.m. to 5 pm. Monday through Fri- 
dav and on Saturday mornings. 


Plans are to have a general prac- 


titioner on hand during the morning 
hours at least five days a week, 
Ms. Michelin says and to have various 
specialists at the center in the after- 
noon, including an internist, obstetri- 
cian-gynecologist and a pediatrician. 
Eleven clinics a week are anticipated. 


Fees at the center are expected to 


be 50 per cent to 60 per cent of the 


cost of a private doctor and, most im- 
portant, the doctors' services will be 
available by appointment to everyone, 
including public aid patients. 


"The very best in medical care is 


available in the Northwest suburban 
area when you're in the system," Ms. 
Michelin says. But poor families, low- 
income senior citizens and others who 
are "outside" the system are entitled 
to first-class medical care too, she 
says. 


"IT'S JUST AMAZING the number 


of people with just a little bit more 
income than a green card (public aid) 
holder," she says. "They have been 
excluded by the 'extortionist' rates 
charged by some doctors." 


The outpatient center will be run to 


meet expenses, including full salaries 
for doctors and nurses. It will not be 
expected to make a profit Ms. Mich- 
elin hopes to be able to charge $8 for 
an office visit with a doctor; $2-$3 for 
a visit with a nurse, and $10 for a 
child's 
school 
physical, including 


shots 


All the services will be professional, 


she says "I don't in any way want 
people to think it's inferior " 


The need for low-cost health care in 


the Northwest suburbs is indisputable, 
she says Surveys show at least 1,300 
low-income families live in Palatine 
Township. Other townships also have 
low-income families and Ms. Michelin 


plans to ask the townships funds in- 
itially. 


"IT'S VERY FRUSTRATING to 


live in a society where medical care 
is not available to all," she says "I 
grew up in England where socialized 
medicine is the rule. I'm not saying 
socialized medicine is always good 
but at least it is available " 


Ms. Michelin says she will be sur- 


prised if local doctors or the medical 
societies object to her plans. "I'm not 
here to take money away from other 
doctors I'm here to take the patients 
nobody else seems to want." 


She would like to have the out- 


patient center, as yet unnamed, open 
later this month. 


A different kind of outpatient center 


is under construction at Lutheran 
General Hospital, Park Ridge. Dr. 
Leigh E. Rosenblum, vice president of 
medical services at the hospital, says 
he hopes it will serve rich and poor 
patients alike. 


"Every effort will be made to make 


this a one class ambulatory care cen- 
ter," Rosenblum says. "I hope any- 
body who needs a doctor will use it " 


HE ESTIMATES that 5 per cent to 


10 per cent of the patients who will 
use the new facility may be eligible 
for reduced fees because of low-in- 
come or public aid. 


But he insists the same services — 


family practice, internal medicine, 


pediatrics, obstetrics and gynecology 
— will be available to all. 


"I don't want to treat anyone spe- 


cial because once you have special 
treatment someone winds up at the 
bottom of the totem pole. When a 
double standard exists, the down-and- 
outers never get as much." 


The center will offer what is called 


primary care to patients in a sophis- 
ticated,

group practice It is expected to be in 
operation late this year. 


DR. ROSENBLUM says Lutheran 


General can afford to have a liberal

Lutheran General already operates

In federal court Wednesday that he could not recall who told him 
Black Panther leader Fred Hampton fired shots at police during a 
raid Dec. 4, in69 Hampton and Mark Clark were killed during that 
police search for weapons. Hanrahan also testified he was wrong 
when he told a reporter shortly after the raid that police were 
fired upon tlirough a closed door. 


The testimony came in the $47.7 million civil suit against Hanra- 


The survi- 
vors of the raid and the families of Hampton and Clark chaige 
that the officers conspired to murder the two Panthers and then 
engaged In a coverup.

program and concluded that it would 
best be redirected as an arm of the 
police department.

know that we need counselors and 
might have trouble getting them " 


"I don't agree with the concept of 


more policing and less counseling," 
Comr. Kathryn Graham said. "I don't 
think we're dealing with that kind of 
problem I don't think the program 
should be changed." 


Donohoe said emphasizing police 


duties could scare children away from 
the parks. 


"If we end up driving the kids out 


o the parks where will they go?" he 
said. "And are these other places 
where they'll end up meeting willing 
or able to deal with the situation?"

FTC orders credit 
balances repaid 


Chains of department stores, credit card and oil companies hava 


been overpaid by customers and the Federal Trade Commission 
has ordered the companies to pay back the estimated $3 to $4 
million. The JFTC accused the companies of keeping on their books 
"substantial dollar amounts of credit balances which belonged to 
their customers but which had not been claimed by the customers 
or offset by purchases." 


The companies, which agreed to refund the money under consent 


orders, were Diners' Club; Carte Blanche; The Atlantic Richfield 
Co.; City Stores Co. of New York and 10 of its subsidiaries; and Fe- 
derated Dept. Stores Inc. of Cincinnati, and 15 of its affiliates 
Including such big names as Bloomingdale's of New York, Filene's 
of Boston. I. Magnin of San Francisco and Burdine's of Miami. 
Margery Smith, acting director of the FTC's Bureau of Consumer 
Protection, told a news conference the refunds would amount to 
somewhere between $3 million and $4 million. 


She added the FTC has investigated American Express on the 


same subject and found it complying with the law. She also said 
she thought the Federal Reserve should look at bank cards such as 
Master Charge to see if there is a problem there. She said in the 
latest case customers who had credit balances of more than $1 due 
t%em any time during the past three years will get the money 
back. 


Eleven Airborne troops hurt 


Eleven 82nd Airborne Division soldiers were injured by 81mm 


mortar shells during a platoon training exercise at Ft. Bragg, N.C., 
Wednesday. Army officials said. Two of the soldiers were listed in 
serious condition at Womack Army Hospital. Nine others were 
listed In stable condition. Four others were'treated and released. 
Preliminary investigations indicated the mortar fire fell outside a 
planned target area, the Army said, but authorities continued to 
probe the incident Wednesday evening. None of the GIs were from 
the Chicago area. 


Moves lo block pay hikes fail 


Several last-minute efforts to block a pay raise for member! of 


Congress and other top government officials failed in the House 
Wednesday, virtually assuring it will go into effect Sunday. The 
pay increase averages 28 per cent for 2.496 people in the federal 
judiciary and top level government jobs including the vice presi- 
dent and members of the Cabinet. Salaries for members of the 
House and Senate would rise from $44,600 to $57,500.

Calholic schools told segregate 


The South African government Wednesday ordered Roman Cath- 


olic schools that integrated their classrooms to expel their non- 
white students by the end of this week. The church refused. In a 
showdown over the church's recent defiance of South Africa's 
apartheid segregation laws, the administrator of Transvaal Prov- 
ince, Sybrand van Niekerk, said he intended to "deregister" four 
Catholic schools that have admitted black and colored pupils. Col- 
ored is the official South African term for persons of mixed race. 
The loss of accreditation would cut off financial subsidies the state 
gives to many private schools. A Roman Catholic spokesman said 
the church will not yield. 


Thai guerrillas kill princess 


Thailand's Princess Vighavadi Rangsit insisted her helicopter 


pick up two wounded policemen in a guerrilla-infested area and 
was killed by Communist groundfire. police said Thursday. The 66- 
year-old princess, the royal secretary to Thailand's Queen Sirikit 
and a well-known novelist, was killed Wednesday by a singly ma- 
chinegun bullet as her chopper flew over Surat Thani province in 
southern Thailand where Communist guerrillas are battling gov- 
ernment forces. Police sources said the princess was carrying 
gifts from the royal family to field troops about 500 miles south of 
Bangkok.

The Anglican archbishop of Uganda, Burundi and Rwanda and 


two government ministers have been arrested in connection with 
ah alleged plot to overthrow President Idi Amin, Uganda radio 
announced Wednesday. Archbishop Janani Luwum, Internal Af- 
fairs Minister Oboth Ofumbi and Water Resources Minister Lt. Col. 
Erinayo Oryema were arrested only hours after a rally which 
Luwum attended where thousands of troops shouted, "Kill them, 
tdll them:" at the accused conspirators. The radio said all three 
had been arrested "pending investigation into their role in the plan 
to cause chaos in the country."

dered Wednesday to testify at a public 
hearing on "payola," a form of broad- 
casting industry bribery which the 
government began investigating in 
1964. 


A Federal Communications Com- 


mission law judge ordered the promo- 
ters, William Washington of Dimen- 
sions Unlimited and Jack Boyle of 
Cellar Door Productions, to testify, 
despite their lawyer's appeal that "se- 
vere social and economic pressures" 
might result if they were forced to 
answer questions in public. 


The FCC hearings appeared to be 


aimed alt least initially at allegations 
that some disc jockeys at WOL-AM, 
the biggest "soul" station in the 
Washington, D.C., area, demanded 
money from promoters in exchange 
for 
"plugging" 
records 
and 
per- 


formers. 


WOL disc jockey Roy "Soul Papa" 


Campbell, who had been subpoenaed 
to appear before a Philadelphia grand 
jury investigating payola, was found 
shot to death last May. 


After Campbell's death, there were 


reports local promoters had com- 
plained some disc jockeys demanded 
up to $14,000 in return for plugging 
records.

Supper cut short as car 
rams through family room

The Donald Massey family of Pala- 


tine Township was eating dinner when 
a stranger dropped in for a visit, and 
brought his car with him. 


"I was sitting upstairs, eating my 


supper," said Massey, of 1174 N. 
Hicks Rd., Palatine Township. "I 
heard a crash — I thought it was a 
bomb. 1 ran to the stairs, and here 
was this man running upstairs with 
my children.'' 


Massey's children, Jeffrey, 12. and 


Donna. 16, were in the basement fam- 
ily room of their home shortly after 6 
p.m. Wednesday, when a car driven 
by Jayanti Patel. 34. of 1113 Old 
B r i d g e Rd., Palatine Township, 
crashed through the wall of their 
home, flew across the room and land- 
ed on a stereo console. 


"The car went over my son's head 


by about two feet." Massey said. "He 
was lying down, eating supper and 
watching television." 


JEFFREY AND DONNA, who also 


was sitting and eating supper, es- 
caped injury. 


Patel stumbled out of his car. and 


the children followed him upstairs, 
Massey said. Massey met him in the 
stairwell. 


"He came upstairs; his leg was a 


little bashed," Massey said. "He was 


hurting a little bit, and he asked for a 
drink of water. Then police cars and 
ambulances and fire trucks and God 
knows what else arrived." 


ALL PATEL SAID was, "I don't 


know what happened," Massey said. 
"I suppose he was in shock. He was 
quite upset. He kept saying he was 
sorry." 


Firefighters said Patel apparently 


was turning right from Hicks onto 
Home Avenue, approximately 50 feet 
from the Massey house, when he was 
struck from behind by a car driven by 
James Egan, 34, of 2614 Euclid Ave., 
Rolling Meadows.

hate it" The letter from an old friend was 
saddening, for it came from a person who had 
seemed to get a kick out of life 


Among the many things to be considered 
about retirement, two are preeminent Time 
and money 


Retirement drops a big load of time onto 
one's lap Before, he or she was used to about 
250 hours a month for leisure pursuits 
family hobbies, movies, television, sports 
Now another 200 hours get added, leaving a 
whopping 450 hours of waking time a month 
For what7 


When a man retires today at 65, he can anticipate an average of 14 


more years, a woman at least 17 years Many will live longer than 
that, there are 13,000 persons in this country who are 100 or older. 
What is one going to do with these years' 


For many persons with balanced personalities and wide interests, 


the propect of all this leisure time poses no problem For our friend 
it is apparently a tragedy 


The other major consideration is money There is Social Security, 


of course, but the program was never designed nor intended to 
maintain one's standard of living There may be a company or profit- 
sharing plan, but less than half of the private industrial force has any 
kind of a company pension Few of these plans have cost-of-living 
escalation clauses 


We noted recently that some economists pleased at the decline in 


the cost of living index from its 12% peak in 1974, are viewing an 
annual increase of 6% as moderate But for the person who retires 
today, an annual 6% inflation can be disastrous His or her $100 will 
have to be $106 next year to buy the same goods and services, in 20 
years it will exceed $300 


Those who are now reaching retirement have had the benefit of 


the scary Depression years Their saving instincts were based on the 
fact that they knew they had to take care of themselves Younger 
generations who did not have the "benefit" of Depression lesson 
seem less concerned about providing for their old age

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Taxpayers getting record refunds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Taxpayers 


\vlio already have filed 1976 income 
tux forms are receiving average re- 
funds of &I56.34. the highest in history, 
I lie Internal Revenue Service said 
Wednesday. 


The average prububly will climb 


even higher before all returns are 
processed. 


But the IRS is concerned that anoth- 


er record may be set this year — for 
errors. One of every 10 taxpayers who 
have filed returns so far have made 
mistakes, partly because of extensive 
tax law revisions enacted last year. 


About I.I) million individual returns 


already have been processed at the 10 
IRS regional service centers in the 
United Slates. 


TIIK AVKKAGK refund as of Feb. 3 


was $456.3-1, compared with $411.67 at 
the same time last year, the IRS said. 


After all returns had been processed 


last year.the average refund came to 
$42ii.4l — an indication that this 
yew's final average can be expected 
to rise. By comparison, the average 
return in 1070 was $203. 


An IRS spokesman said inflation 


and the tax reform act, aimed at eas- 


ing the tax burden on lower and 
middle income workers, are major 
reasons for the higher refunds. 


"People are paying more in proper- 


ty taxes, state taxes and interest on 
new home mortgages," the spokes- 
man said. "So, refunds are going up." 


While officials don't know if this 


year's error rate will set a new 
record, they are concerned by the 
high amount of taxpayer mistakes. 


'IRS COMMISSIONER Donald Alex- 


ander blamed the tax law changes. 


"Our best efforts toward form sim- 


plication were dwarfed by the new tax 
laws that made our major forms, the 
1040 
and 
1040A, even more com- 


plicated," he said. "Obviously, the 
key to a simpler tax form is a simpler 
tax law." 


The IRS said the two most com- 


monly made mistakes involve com- 
putation of the new general tax credit 
and the standard deduction. 


Last year, 8.8 per cent of the 1040 


"long" 
forms and 
1040A "short" 


forms contained mistakes, the IRS 
said. So far this year 7.4 per cent of 
the 1040s contained errors and 11.5 
per cent of the 1040A's had mistakes. 


The general tax credit is causing 


the most problems. 


This year it can be computed in ei- 


ther of two ways: as $35 for each per- 
son in the family or as 2 per cent of 
the first $9,000 of taxable income. The 
IRS said some taxpayers have taken 
less of a deduction than allowed.

Clough was 20, divorced, with two in- 
fants to support, in need of a job. She 
enrolled in a typing class. 


Now, 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job In Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, 1 need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except 
for 


"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared. 


The 
"blooming telephone." 
she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occaeion to bask In glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and a telephone. 


She plays tennis, chess, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and goes deep- 
sea fishing. 


"I'm a fish." she says, "I love any- 


thing to do with water. My friends say 
it's because my horoscope sign is Pis- 
ces." 


SHE'S PLAYED the piano since she 


was 5 and has taken up the classical 
guitar. She wants to learn to ski. 


"Honestly," she laughs. "I think I 


need two lifetimes to learn all the 
things I want to do." 


She sews nearly all her own clothes 


and her daughter's. She was admitted 
to membership in Mcnsa, the brainy 
organization which accepts only 2 per 
cent of the population — those who 
meet Its stringent IQ standards. 


Her friends kid her that she left At- 


lanta "because I'd dated all the bach- 
elors down there." 


For relaxation she reads novels — 


lots of them. On a weekend, she says, 
she can go through six. In an evening, 
she'll start and finish two. 


She remembers leaving the Atlanta 


p u b l i c library with both arms 
wrapped around books. 


"YOU'VE GOT enough reading for 


a month," someone would say. 


"Well, for a week, anyway," she'd 


reply. 


She says she began systematically 


to read every novel in the library — 
starting with those whose authors' 
names began with "A." She reached 
the "F's," — "then I went to work for 
Mr. Carter. 


Her daughter, Carol, 13, started in 


the juveniles at the "A's" and read all 
of them. Carol has stayed in Atlanta 
to finish the year at the Westminster 
School, where she is on full scholar- 
ship. 


Son, Doug, 14, who at 6-feet-2 towers 


over her, came north with his mother. 


Treat the 


They live in a rented house in nearby 
Maryland. Lonely at the start, Doug 
would call her at the White House af- 
ter'school with a son's refrain: "Hey, 
mom. What's there to do?" 


Her children have taken her job in 


stride, but her parents are excited. 
Her father, a retired Army Signal 
Corps lieutenant colonel, used to take 
her along when he traveled around 
the world inspecting secret commu- 
nications installations. 


SHE WAS BORN at Ft. Jackson, 


S.C. "I'm an Army brat," she says. 


Mrs. Clough has given a lot of 


thought to organizing time. She bates 
to waste a minute. She separates pa- 
pers into two piles — those she must 
concentrate on, and those she can 
deal with while talking on the phone. 


She works from about 7:15 a.m. to 


6:30 or 7 p.m., in accordance with her 
efficiency ideas. 


"Why spend an hour in traffic when 


you can wait and get some work done 
and get home in 20 minutes?" she 
asks. 


At home, she learned how to put the 


hair dryer on a shelf and do her iron- 
ing while her hair was drying, she 
says.

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Power-sharing the name of game in Illinois Senate 


A news analysis 


"Nothing will happen here until we 


get tied up for a long time. This game 
Is played with fatigue and endurance. 
If you can stay at it longer than the 
other guy. you will win." — State Sen. 
BUI Morris, Feb. 10,1977. 


The election of the Illinois Senate 


president came minutes before dawn 
Wednesday and it appears the Wauke- 
gan Democrat's analysis of the key 
ingredients was accurate. 


After 186 ballots State Sen Thomas 


Hynes, D-Chicago, became Senate 
president. He quickly fulfilled the 
terms of the compromise that was 
reached to end the deadlock. Hynes 
named 
Independent Terry Bruce, 


D-Olney; 
J a m e s 
Donnewald, 


D-Breese, Philip Rock, D-Chicago, 
and Kenneth Hall, D-East St Louis, to 
be assistant majority leaders. 


THE LEGISLATIVE leaders deter- 


mine when the Senate will meet, 
which committee will hold hearings 
on a particular bill and generally con- 
trol all o the action. 


The selection of Bruce and Hall rep- 


resents an achievement for the inde- 
pendents. They managed to get Bruce 
returned to the leadership team. They 
also convinced Hynes to back down on 
plans to name Charles Chew, 
D-Chicago, as part of the leadership. 
This paved the way for the selection 
of Hall, the choice of the Senate Black 
Caucus. 


The caucus was backing freshman 


State Sen, Harold Washington, 
D-Chicago, in a symbolic campaign to 
give the independent black senators a 
choice in the matter. 


The independents were quick to tell 


anyone who asked about the outcome 
of the marathon balloting that they 
had won a share of the power and that 
they had forced the usually inflexible 
Chicago organization Democrats to 
bend. 


"SHARING THE power" became 


the battle cry of the independents. It 
seemed to outpoll "Gimme" as the 
most potent theme for the battle 
which has gone on since Jan. 12. 


But what kind of power was shared 


— old power or new power? This 
might be too fine a distinction to 
make, but if the impact of the lead- 
ership squabble is to be understood 
and remembered in the future, the 
flavor of the power must be deter- 
mined. 


When the voting ended Wednesday, 


Bruce was back in the leadership. He 
got there two years ago so this move 
merely preserves the status quo. 


Hall was added to the leadership, 


but Hynes wilt expand the leadership 
if he can get approval from the Sen- 
ate and the OK to give Hall the extra 
$5,000 that goes along with the title of 
assistant majority leader. This ap- 
pears to be new power — something 
that was not there before. 


HOWEVER. Hynes also got to put 


State Sen. Gene Johns, D-Manon, in 
the leadership. He will serve as chair- 
m a n of the Senate Democratic 
Caucus This means no more money, 
but Johns will get to sit on important 
committee meetings. 


Totaling up the "power-sharing" on 


the leadership posts shows the regu- 
lars with one new leadership position 
and the independents with one. 


The final tally shows that the pow- 


er-sharing resulted in the creation of 
three new committees that are divi- 
sions of existing committees. 


The education committee was split. 


State Sen. Arthur Berman, D-Chicago, 
will head the elementary and secon- 
dary education committee. 


BUT THE DEAL bypassed State 


Sen. Richard Newhouse, D-Clucago, 
the ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee. 


Newhouse will get the new and 


probably less powerful Senate Higher 
Education Committee. He may also

get the chairmanship of the Illinois 
Legislative Advisory Commission on 
Public Aid, a big budget, high-power 
panel that made headlines with waste 
in public aid investigations. But the 
panel is evenly split between Demo- 
crats and Republicans and Hynes can 
guarantee nothing. 


The other committee assignments 


will probably be broken down the 
same way. Regular Democrats will get 
the existing committees and the inde- 
pendents will get the newly created 
ones. 


The full effect of the power-sharing 


in this case will not be seen until 
Hynes and the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee begin assigning bills to com- 
mittee for review. 
This process 


frequently allows lawmakers to exert 
life and death influence on legislation. 


THE BOTTOM LINE on the power- 


sharing over committee chairman- 
ships appears to be a draw at best for 
the independents. 


The last power struggle in the Sen- 


ate two years ago resulted in the 
regular Democrats working to scuttle 
just about every bill the independents 
offered. That might not be as easy 
this tim» but it is unlikely that the 
dispute will be quickly forgotten. 


On the Republican side of the aisle, 


little has changed. The expansion of 
the Democratic leadership means the 
Republicans will add one assistant mi- 
nority leader who will get another 
$5,000 in salary. 


"All this really amounts to is more 


cost for the state at a time when we 
really don't need it," one senator ob- 
served after catching some sleep. 


More expense is one of the few tan- 


gible elements of the whole power- 
sharing scene. The preliminary cost 
for the 186-ballot deadlock is more 
than $49,000 in per diem expenses and 
travel expenses alone. No figures ex- 
ist on salaries for staff and secretar- 
ies. 


On paper the bottom line of the dis- 


pute appears to be a draw. Indepen- 
dents will argue that even this was a 
victory against the dictatorial and in- 
flexible regular Democrats. 


That may be true, but time will tell 


who the real winners of the struggle 
are.

New Senate chief used to a good fight 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Sen. 


Thomas Hynes, newly elected presi- 
dent of the Illinois Senate, is a man 
who does not give up easily. His six- 
week battle to become the Senate's 
leader testifies to that. 


Backed by the Chicago Democratic 


organization, Hynes finally won the 
top post on the 186th ballot after a 
long, tedious and hard-fought cam- 
paign against a coalition of mostly 
Downstate independents and a newly 
formed black caucus. 


Hynes, 38, has been described by 


friends, newspaper editorials and his 
opponents in the leadership race as a 
b r i g h t , hard-working, competent 
member of the Chicago Democratic 
organization. 


He fought his way Into that organi- 


zation in 1970 when he won election as 
state senator. He has been reelected 
twice. 


FORMER LT. GOV. Neil Hartigan, 


who went through law school with 
Hynes and was an attorney with him 
for the Chicago Park District eight 
years ago, says Hynes is "a superb 
organizer" and credits him with put- 
ting together a strong organization to 
win his Southwest Side district seat. 


Hynes also was not supposed to win 


his senatorial race or later election as 
comnutteeman of the 19th Ward, 
Hartigan said. 


Hynes has been chairman of the 


powerful Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee for the past two years and was 
the minority spokesman in the 78th Il- 
linois General Assembly.

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Hospitals' 
bugeting 
under fire

"You have to be a government tech- 


nician even to know that there is 
something called the Cook County 
Health and Hospitals Governing Com- 
mission." says county board member 
Joseph A. Tecson. 


"I'll bet not one person out of 


100,000 knows how it's appointed." 


if Cook County Hospital is remote to 


most Northwest suburban residents, 
the health and hospitals governing 
commission might as welt be on 
Mars. 


The commission runs the 1,500-bed 


Cook County Hospital for the medical- 
ly Indigent; the 1,200-bed Oak Forest 
Hospital which is the county's nursing 
home and rehabilitation facility; and 
Cermak Memorial Hospital at the 
county jail. 


THE COMMISSION is appointed by 


a five-member committee. Two of the 
committee members are appointed by 
the county board president, two by 
the director of the Illinois Dept. of 
Public Health and one by the deans of 
Cook County's medical schools. 


This year the total operation adds 


up to a proposed budget of $184.2 mil- 
lion, Including a request the county 
board levy a tax of 25 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. 


County board members have react- 


ed with skepticism and exasperation 
charging hospital administrators are 
overpaid, that the governing commis- 
< 


sion acted irresponsibly when it ap- 
proved pay raises at a time it could 
barely meet its payroll and that there 
are thousands of dollars of "fat" in 
the budget. 


They point to things such as the 


$84.276 annual salary paid Dr. James 
G. Haughton, commission executive 
director: paying $100.000 to consulting 
architects for remodeling plans at 
Oak Forest Hospital although there 
were 22 employes in the hospitals' 
own design department budget last 
year, and the $5,500 budgeted in 1977 
for employe Softball and basketball. 


They complain about such expenses 


but the county board has no direct 
control over them. While the board 
can decrease the health and hospital 
governing commission's total budget, 
the bottom line, it does not have a line 
item veto over specific expenditures. 


"IK WE DECIDED Dr. Haughton 


ought to be paid only $50,000, we could 
cut $35,000 from the hospital budget 
but he would still be paid $84,276," 
says county board member Carl Han- 
sen of Mount Prospect. 


Singling out certain expenditures is 


"one way of telling the story," but it 
misses the bigger problem, Hansen 
sa>s "While we're busy looking at 
$0.000 we may blow $5 million." 


"The very important thing that has 


to be addressed is what the role of 
Cook County ought to be In delivering 
health care. As it is, this budget is 
just going to grow every year. And 
after all the sound and fury, we're go- 
ing to decide that we just can't cut 
out medical care for the indigent," he 
says. 


The already complex budget picture 


is muddied even further by the va- 
garies of the State of Illinois and de- 
lays in payments to the hospital from 
the state Dept. of Public Aid. 


T H E GOVERNING commission 


budget estimates that it will be paid 
$82 million by the public aid depart- 
ment in 1977. 


But there is no guarantee the reve- 


nue won't come up short if the state 
continues to hold back public aid pay- 
ments as hospital officials say it did 
under former Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The state owes $60 million in back 


payments right now, hospital officials 
say. 


There seems to be little likelihood 


the county board will approve the 
five-cent per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation tax increase the hospital govern- 
ing commission is seeking in its 1977 
budget. 


IS ALSO IS unlikely the board will 


come up with an additional $10 million 
to wipe out the hospitals' deficit. 


The health and hospitals governing 


commission was set up by a 1969 state 
statute and there is a reluctant agree- 
ment that even with the county's 
home-rule power, there is little the 
county board can do to change the ap- 
pointed commission or the budget 
making process. 


"The state has made its intentions 


pretty clear in that (1969) statute," 
Hansen says. "Home rule can't super- 
sede or evade what the state has 
done. I think the only way the county 
board could get a line item veto over 
the hospitals' budget is by a change in 
the legislation." 


The budget-making process for Cook 


County Hospital is at a standoff be- 
tween the 
governing 
commission 


which spends money and the state and 
county which provide money. 


The only thing that seems to be 


moving ahead is the costs.

Two proponents oi golf course purchase 


This letter is to urge registered vot- 


ers in Buffalo Grove please to turn 
out for the referendum Feb. 19 and 
support our village's efforts to ac- 
quire the Buffalo Grove Golf Course. 


A full "bill of particulars" is not the 


purpose of this letter. The financing 
terms are on the complex side, and 
the committee headed by Trustee 
Clarice Rech is doing a very capable 
job of explaining the details for those 
who are interested. Instead, I will just 
make a few brief points. 


First, and most basically, the price, 


just over one million dollars, is an ex- 
cellent deal for the Village. In fact, 
that same purchase price was being 
tentatively discussed almost ten years 
ago Given the inflation since then, 
and the increase in property values 
in Buffalo Grove, the price in question 
represents a real bargain. 


A few examples of just how good a 


bargain this is should suffice. Arling- 
ton Heights having recently received 
the land itself free of cost from the 
federal government, is spending more 
than two million dollars just to con- 
vert its property into a golf course. 
Buffalo Grove is, by contrast, already 
a good, playable, operating course. 
Wheeling residents will shortly decide 
if they want to buy a nfarby operating 
course — the asking price more than 
three million dollars 
And just a 


couple of years ago, Paddock Publica- 
tions urged the Cook County Board to 
spend more than eight million dollars 
to acquire a going 27 hole course a 
few miles to the south of us. 


The next point is that the Buffalo 


Grove Golf Course may very well 
earn enough money from its regular 
operating fees to enable the Village to 
pay for it — in other words, there is 
an excellent chance that no tax mon- 
ey at all will be used. But even if op- 
erating revenues fall off in a particu- 
lar year — for instance, an unusually 
rainy summer, curtailing play — the 
tax impact would be, at the outside, 
no more than a few dollars per home. 
Realistically, home values will be en- 
hanced far beyond this minimal tax 
bite — which may, indeed, never even 
become necessary. 


Another important consideration is 


that once the course has been paid 
for, it promises to bring in revenues 
which can support other forms of pub- 
lic recreation. This could include 
eventually preferential starting times 
and rates for village residents. At 


present this is not practical, since 
much of the play at the course, and 
that means necessary revenue, comes 
from non-residents. 


Finally, what are the alternatives if 


the village does not buy the course? 
Realistically, the likelihood is that it 
will eventually be developed, at least 
in part — possibly a concept like 
nearby Mission Hills, or Old Orchard 
with condominiums lining fairways 
and play on the course limited to the 
owners. 


The land is simply too valuable — 


and buildable — for it to remain in- 
definitely an open, public course, un- 
less the Village of Buffalo Grove ac- 
quires it. 


I strongly therefore urge Village 


residents to get out and vote Feb. 19; 
the issue is not whether you person-, 
ally are a golfer, but whether this 
land will remain open space, avail- 
able for public recreation to future 
generations.

'4-H helps kids, 
cuts teen crime9 


Last month, I read in your paper 


about the number of teenage suicides 
on the rise in our neighborhood, and 
the use of Woodfield as a "hangout" 
for bored and lonely children A week 
ago, I heard Allen Yasgur, director of 
Shelter, Inc , talk about the prepara- 
tion of a "Group Home" which will 
take in boys whose only crime is that 
they are boys I hear weekly telecasts 
about child abuse and neglect, the 
careless use of firearms in the home, 
the climbing divorce rate, and the 
need for a juvenile court 


All of this had me pretty depressed 


until I attended last night's meeting of 
the 4-H Club at Grove Junior High in 
Elk Grove Village There were at 
least 100 other parents and children 
who seemed to be there for the same 
reason as my daughter and I; what 
we saw was just what this community 
needs: 
a family-oriented program 


which keeps kids busy and out of 
trouble, gives them recognition for a 
job well done, and does not thrive on 
fund raising and meaningless com- 
petition. 


The six children who displayed their 


handmade clothes, art and science 
projects, and discussed their reading 
seemed to me to be the happiest teen- 
agers I have seen in a long time in 
the Northwest suburbs They are self- 
directed and they have pride in them- 
selves Whether or not their parents 
work, the kids have been channeled 
into constructive activity, and they 
are responsible for their own suc- 
cesses and failures. 


It struck me as I was coming home 


that if we had more of this type of 
activity in our neighborhood, perhaps 
the teenage crime and alienation fig- 
ures would not be so high By return- 
ing to the values of a family-oriented 
society, perhaps we could administer 
a little "preventative maintenance" to 
our own children.

Soft-drink can deposit bill irks 
firms, pleases environmentalists

"The manufacture of bottles and cans 
Is very energy consumptive," he said. 


UNDAUNTED BY previous failures 


In the bottle bill campaign, Pierce 
said the recycling incentive legislation 
has gained strength and timeliness. 
Among the bill's supporters are the 
Illinois League of Women Voters, the 
Illinois Environmental Council and 
the Illinois Farmers Union. 


Mandatory deposits on beer and soft 


drink cans also would be required un- 
der a federal bill recently introduced 
by U.S. Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., 
and U.S. Rep. James Jeffords, R-Vt. 


Pierce concedes that beverage in- 


dustry and labor union opposition to 
the bottle bill will focus on the poten- 
tial high manufacturing costs and loss 
of jobs caused by the measure. 


"But there will be new jobs created, 


sorting out bottles and cans," he said. 
"People will still drink just as much. 


Airline treatment still is too flighty 


NEW YORK - "Fly me. I'm arro- 


gant." 


When I did a column a while back 


suggesting that this was the true mot- 
to of too many United States airlines, 
the response from all over the country 
was fascinating. A horde of readers 
wrote to express warm agreement — 
while a handful of airline extcutives 
wrote complaining that my own expe- 
riences, as a constant traveler, had 
somehow been "untypical." 


Now, there is further evidence that 


these 
airline 
propagandists 
were 


peddling a "snack flight" variety of 
baloney. Just this month, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, responding to "an 
Influx of consumer complaints," de- 
cided that it was high time to get the 
airlines to improve their baggage han- 
dling. Starting April 19, airlines will 
be liable for up to $750 for lost bag- 
gage (the limit has been $500) and 
must compensate 
passengers who 


have to rent clothing or other necessi-

ties while waiting for their bags to be 
recovered. 


THIS IS A USEFUL start, but it is 


almost certainly not enough to solve 
the problem. Airlines should pay at 
lest $50 to the passenger, in any case 
where they fail to deliver baggage ei- 
ther on the same flight or within an 
hour or two of the passenger's arriv- 
al.

lines deserved their latest regulatory 
knuckle-rap, let me briefly report 
some of my own latest "untypical" 
experiences:

Business briefs 
Weather causes 
food price hikes 


Price increases for fresh winter vegetables caused by the Flor- 


ida freeze are boosting over-all grocery costs slightly, but a great- 
er Inflation threat may lie ahead in the impact of the western 
drought on summer vegetable production, Agricultture Dept. offi- 
cials said Wednesday. A department report said the higher vege- 
table prices added 1 pper cent to previous forecasts of the first 
quarter retail food index, but experts said part of that increase 
will be offset by lower-than-expected meat prices. Economist 
Charles Porter, emphasizing he was not making any forecasts 
about the summer vegetable situation yet, added in a report there 
is "renewed concern" about both fresh and processed vegetable 
production this summer in California's Central Valley and other 
western regions now under severe water-use restrictions.

Ing." "It might be the forerunner of a much bigger investment 
industry which could attract billions of dollars into buying farm 
land," the agriculture secretary said.

• When a bag is lost for more than 


24 hours, even the most optimistic of 
us hardened travelers begins to lose 
hope. But one airline last month man- 
aged to mislay a suitcase of mine for 
a full three days. 


The obvious remedy is to do as so 


many seasoned travelers have begun 
to, and check nothing — assuming, 
from the start, the airlines can't keep 
their implied promise to deliver the 
bags as •well as the bodies. In the 
longer run, the solution may be not 
more regulation but less: exposing the 
arrogant airlines to full competition 
on routes, fares and service. The pre- 
sent system may have protected 
them, but it has certainly not pro- 
tected the hapless traveler.

Acquaint- 
ances said he often tried to distribute 
copies of the publication at a local 
tavern. 


"He used to come in with this anti- 


Semitic, antleverything paper," said 
Ritchie Marcel, co-owner of the tav- 
ern. "The minute he left, I threw it in 
the trash." 


MARCEL SAID Cowan, a 6-foot, 


250-pound bodybuilding enthusiast "al- 
most got into a fight once over it (the 
paper), but the other guy was 300 
pounds, so nothing came of it." 


In Marietta, Ga., where the Thun- 


derbolt is published, NSRP Chairman 
Jesse Benjamin Stoner said "we don't 
give out any information on any mem- 
bers. We have members all across the 
United States." 


Stoner said "anybody can sub- 


scribe" to the newspaper. 


While the newspaper, which profes- 


ses to give "the white man's 
viewppoint," apears to have toned 
down its approach in recent years, it 
said in an April 1967 issue: 


"NSRP believes 'that every white 


person should own and possess suf- 
ficient arms and extra large quan- 
tities of ammunition.

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Restoring old homes 
turns back the clock 


RESTORING OLD homes, like this brick and frame 
cottage originally designed by Gould & Angell ar- 
chitects, Providence, R.I., is becoming an increas- 


ingly popular housing alternative for an increasing 
number 'of people, who are passing over modern 
developments.

In a day when housing throughout 


the county is being built to reflect 
modern life-styles, more and more 
people are restoring old homes. 


The reasons for not buying an old 


house seem endless Pipes sometimes 
leak, space is laid out inefficiently, 
wiring often is inadequate, replace- 
ment parts sometimes are difficult to 
find. The list goes on. 


And yet an increasing number of 


people are passing over modern de- 
velopments with sauna baths, club- 
houses and swimming pools in favor 
of pre-World War I structures that of- 
ten have more quirks than an eccen- 
tric grandparent. 


CLEM LABINE, editor of the Old- 


House Journal, a magazine that ca- 
ters to people who live in houses built 
before 1914, calls his readers "old 
house people" and contends most of 
them would have it no other way 


"In the case of most old house 


More moving here than leaving 


The number of employes trans- 


ferred into the Chicago area during 
1976 rose 6.8 per cent, while the num- 
ber of employes 
transferring 
out 


dropped 65 per cent, according to a 
survey of companies served by the 
Employe Transfer Corp. 


Among these companies are some 


of the Chicago area's largest employ- 
ers, including Allied Mills, Inc., Con- 
solidated Foods Corp , Santa Fe Rail- 
way. FMC Corp., Illinois Central Gulf 
R.R., Jewel Companies, Inc., Libby, 
McNelll & Libby, Rand McNally & 
Co. Square D Co., William Wrigley 
Jr. Co., and G. D. Searle & Co 


ETC, a subsidiary of Chicago Title 


and Trust Co.. is retained by these 
companies to purchase the homes of 
transferred employes and help them 
find new homes. 


LAST YEAR, ETC assisted 250 em- 


ployes coming into the area, com- 


pared with 234 transferring in during 
the preceding year. Employes trans- 
ferring out of the area dropped from 
229 to 214 


During 1976, the suburbs with the 


most transferee 
activity, both in- 


coming and outgoing, were Palatine, 
Libertyville and Naperville. A year 
earlier, Arlington Heights, Naperville, 
Wheaton, and Homewood were the 
most active transferee suburbs. 


The survey showed that a transfer- 


ee coming into the Chicago area paid 
an average of $66,000 for a home dur- 
ing 1976, compared with $62,000 a year 
e a r l i e r . Meanwhile, the outgoing 
transferee typically listed his home 
for sale at $67,000, compared with 
$59.500 in the preceding year. 


The prices at which homes are pur- 


chased from employes by ETC are 
fair market prices based on three ap- 
praisals, and the employe is free to 


better that price on his own, said The- 
odore D. Bell, executive vice presi- 
dent of ETC. 


" T Y P I C A L L Y , AN employe 


transferring to a new area will pay 
more for his new home than the sell- 
ing price of his old one, because he is 
trading up to a better location and a 
better home," Bell said. "That's one 
of the reasons for accepting the trans- 
fer " 


For employes coming into an area, 


ETC offers a home-finding service 
which tailors the search for a new 
home to the family's specific econom- 
ic, educational, and social needs. 


Incoming 
transferees 
generally 


want a two-story colonial style home 
with four bedrooms in an area where 
there are other transferees, he said. 
This makes it easier to sell the home 
to another transferee when the time 
conies to move, and it also puts the 


transferee among people with similar 
backgrounds and interests. 


"We expect that transfer activity in 


the Chicago area will continue at a 
fairly steady rate for the next 12 
months," Bell said. "But as more cor- 
porations become aware of the un- 
settling effect of transfers on their 
people, more companies will turn to 
r e l o c a t i o n services to expedite 
moves." 


He noted that ETC helps the em- 


ploye and the corporation by taking 
the uncertainty and delay out of dis- 
posing of the employe's home when he 
moves. ETC is retained by the corpo- 
ration to purchase the home from the 
employe, offering him full equity so 
the employe can make a down pay- 
ment on his next home. Whether or 
not the employe accepts, ETC will 
help him find another home in a new 
location at no charge. 


people, it's a bug that 'gets them," he 
said. "They get caught up in the ro- 
mance of living in a house that has 
history and has been lived in by past 
generations 


"The like to think about the people 


who have lived there in the past,'' he 
sand "Living in an old house gives 
them a link with the past." 


Old houses also have character and 


personality that is lacking in newer 
structures "They carry the imprint of 
all the people that have lived in the 
house over the years." he said 


ANOTHER ATTRACTIVE feature 


of old homes, Labine said, is that they 
unmistakably were made by the hu- 
man hand, something lacking today. 
He said to many people there is some- 
thing reassuring about a house that 
has floors that aren't quite level or 
ceilings that aren't perfectly square. 


Despite small imperfections, Labine 


said many old homes exhibit crafts- 
manship and attention to detail that 
does not exist in more modern struc- 
tures 


He said the nation's Bicentennial 


partially was responsible for the re- 
newed interest in old homes because 
it "made people look backwards at 
what was done before them." 


LABINE ESTIMATES there are 


about a million pre-1914 homes in the 
United States 


"Of that million I would say about 


80 per cent were built after the Civil 
War About 15 per cent were built be- 
tween 1800 and 1860 and only a few 
thousand remain from the 18th centu- 
ry." Labine said. 


The Old-House Journal, which be- 


gan publication four years ago, now 
has a circulation of about 15,000 The 
company recently published a catalog 
to aid homeowners in decorating and 
restoring their old homes. 


The catalog, the Old-House Journal 


Buyers' Guide, lists 4,286 products 
and services sold by 383 companies 
throughout the country. 


"We compiled this buying guide be- 


cause more and more old-house own- 
ers are demanding items that fit the 
period and style of their homes," La- 
bine said. 


THE CATALOG was published, he 


said, to encourage homeowners to re- 
store rather than • remuddle" homes 


"Most homes have a clear design 


idea 
behind them," 
Labine said. 


"What happens in many cases is that 
this is destroyed. They are made to 
look neither like a new house nor an 
old house " 


Establishing an authentic old-house 


look, he said; requires attention to 
subtle features such as architectural 
details, color schemes, wall treat- 
ments, window hangings, hardware 
and fixtures 


"Old-house owners are realizing 


that you don't make a house look Ear- 
ly American merely by installing a 
few simulated wrought-iron do-dads." 
Labine said. "And fake vinyl barn- 
board is not the way to add warmth to 
an 1883 Queen Anne Victorian " 


ALTHOUGH THERE are hundreds 


of products used to restore old homes, 
he said hinges, door knobs, shutters, 
latches and light fixtures are the most 
common items sought after by 6wners 
of pre-1914 homes. 


Most of the companies that sell 


products for the old. homes are rela- 
tively new, although Labine said that 
some have been struggling for many 
years to make money. 


"Some of them just never got 


around to going out of business," he 
said. "And now there's a high demand 
for their products." 


Labine said the catalog his com- 


pany publishes only goes up to 19M 
because after that time there was a 
marked change in the homes con- 
structed in this country. 


"After World War I there was a dis- 


tinct change in architecture," he said. 
"That marked the cultural end of the 
Victorian era " 


He said the Old-House Journal de- 


cided to publish the catalog because 
many of the companies that sell au- 
thentic products for old houses are 
small and hard to find The products 
m the catalog are not items that can 
be found at the corner hardware 
store

Warming hearth takes 
19th Century technology 


by CHARLES S. TAYLOR 


To help heat homes threatened by shortages and soar- 


ing prices of modern fuels, Americans in this bitterly 
cold winter of 1977 are lighting fires on hearths left 
untouched for years. 


To the surprise of many, they have found it requires 


the re-learning a 19th Century technology — the simple 
use of a fireplace to produce heat. 


The White House and members of Congress have 


joined in the kindling of hearth blazes, helping to popu- 
lame the energy saving effort. 


SALES OF FIRF.PLACES. firewood, synthetic fire 


logs and pot-bellied stoves have doubled and tripled in 
cold stricken areas, according to dealers surveyed by 
UP! 


Although some dealers reported they were sold out 


until more wood could be cut and trucked in, firewood, 
a renewable source of energy, apparently remains 
plentiful in most areas, despite the great demand. 


The U.S. Forest Service, responding to the need, an- 


nounced a liberalization of rules for cutting and collec- 
ting free firewood in national forests located in 24 East- 
ern and Midwestern states. 


The Fireplace Institute in Chicago issued a statement 


saying "a fireplace is a valuable backup to a furnace " 
But it said that "in extremely cold weather — down 
around zero — don't use it along with the furnace and 
keep the demper closed whenever the fireplace is not in 
use." 


THAT WARNING, along with another one from the 


Federal Energy Administration in Washington that the 
room the fireplace is heating should be closed off from 
the rest of the house, typified the problems of the home- 
owner's return to the fireplace. 


Many .homeowners apparently don't know how to 


start a fire in a fireplace Others don't know how a 
damper works (it regulates the flow of air up the chim- 
ney Some don't realize that a hot coal can pop out on 
the rug and start a serious fire if the fire screen is not 
drawn on an unattended fire 


But a fireplace or a wood-burning stove does give 


supplemental heat that can warm a portion of the home 
and cut down on fuel bills, judging from the rush of 
Americans to firewood lots and fireplace equipment 
stores this winter. 


In snow-covered Buffalo, N.Y., Jim Schunk, owner of 


a retail stove shop which sells potbellies, wood burners, 
fiieplaces and cook stoves, says his retail business is up 
"about 500 per cent. We're sold out as a matter of 
fact." 


He said masonry fireplaces are about 10 per cent 


efficient and "a lot,of fellows are setting a wood or coal 
burning stove right in the fireplace and they use the 
existing chimney." 


CAST IRON WOOD or coal-burning stoves give out 


more heat, said George Hart, part owner of the Fire- 
wood Company in Atlanta Hart said the stove is about 
50 to 60 per cent more efficient than the fireplace, but 
that either can help reduce the fuel bill He said the 
technology of heating a home with wood has not 
changed since the 19th Century. 


Hart said sales this winter tripled last year's and "we 


are two weeks behind in filling orders. 


"We know people who are burning fire all day long 


for extra heat " 


Hart sells his oak and hickory firewood for $80 for a 


bundled cord of 60 loose. He also sells kindling to help

Existing home sales hit 
9-yr. high: realty group 


The sale of existing (resale) single- 


family homes in the United States 
reached the Iiighest rate during De- 
cember in the nine-year history of its 
survey, according to a report of the 
National Assn. of Realtors. 


December sales were 7 2 per cent 


above November's, standing at a sea- 
sonally 
adjusted 
annual rate of 


3,560,000 units, according to Kenneth 
J. Kerin, director of economics and 
research for the association. 


Last year in all respects was a ban- 


ner year for the single-family resale 
market, Kerin said, with records set 
in both the number of transactions 
and the dollar volume of sales. The 
number of sales rose by 22 per cent 
from 2,452,000 in 1975 to 2,998,000 in 
1976. The dollar volume hit $126.5 bil- 
lion, a 32 per cent increase over the 
year earlier figure. 


At the same time prices continued 


to rise, Kerin said, adding that three 
out of 10 existing single-family homes 
selling in December for $50,000 or 
more. Five years ago only one in 10 
•was priced that high. 


In December, the report says, the 


median sales price rose a modest $200 
dver the November figure to $39,000. 
The average, or mean, sales price 
was $43,300, up $400 from November. 


The Increase in seasonally adjusted 


sales volume was accounted for by 
the north central, south and west re- 
gions, the survey indicates, with each 
of the three regions showing an in- 
crease of 80,000 units over the Novem- 
ber figures. The December totals 
were: North central, 1,020,000; south, 
1,330,000; and west, 730,000. The north- 
east remained level at 480,000.

At the same time, the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development is stepping up the 
amount of research grants on solar projects. 


OLtN IS DIRECTOR of architectural and construc- 


tion research for the United States League of Savings 
Associations. 


The U.S. League is the primary trade association 


serving the savings and loan business. 


"Not 
only Is the long-term prospect for solar power 


excellent." Olin said, "but each square fool of land and 
roof-top receives to times the energy required to heat 
an average house." 


The trick, of course, is to turn the sunshine into us- 


able solar energy. 


"RUT THAT'S REALLY no trick at all," Olin said. 


"Anyone with high school shop experience can build a 
solar collector from materials readily available from 
the local lumber yard." 


Few owners of existing homes arc apt to trudge out to 


the lumber yard and go to work on a replacement ener- 
gy system. Olin said. Yet a surprising number of new 
homes are being built with solar energy systems. 


Part of the reason, Olin said, is that HUD is "priming 


the solar pump" with grant money authorized by the 
Solar Heating and Cooling Demonstration Act. Last 
year, HUD spent .$4 million to encourage construction of 
nearly 1,500 solar homes. 


Olin estimated that the HUD grants account for ap- 


proximately half of the solar homes being built. 


SAVINGS ASSOCIATIONS also are financing an in- 


creasing number of solar energy homes, Olin b*id. Per- 
haps surprisingly, several of the solar-oriented associ- 
ations are in northern, cold-weather states. 


Great Valley Savings, Reading, Pa., has financed sev- 


en energy efficient homes in the past year. From one- 
half to as much as two-thirds of the total heating needs 
of the Great Valley backed homes are supplied by a 
"solar furnace" which combines both heat collection 
and heat storage functions. 


A dozen single family homes being financed by Heri- 


tage Federal Savings, Huntington, N.Y. use solar ener- 
gy to heat water. Fuel bill savings are expected to 
cover the $1,400 cost of the solar system in five years. 


In Cleveland, a home financed by Cardinal Fetijral 


Savings is intended to use solar energy to reduce con- 
ventional heating requirements by as much as 40 per 
cent. 


Other savings associations which have financed solar 


energy homes include San Diego Federal; Columbia 
Savings, Denver; Western Savings, Phoenix; Fidelity 
Federal, Knoxville, Tenn.; and Affiliated Mortgage & 
Development Co., a wholly owned subsidiary of Albu- 
querque Federal Savings. 


Olin predicted that the number of solar energy homes 


could reach 200,000 in the early 1980s.

Ice bins can save energy: expert 


(United Press International) 


An energy consultant says a new 


wrinkle to nn old concept will help 
houses of the future meet their heat- 
ing and cooling needs by using a base- 
ment ice bin. 


"t can just picture it," Harry C. 


Fischer told the American Society of 
Heating. Refrigerating and Air-Condi- 
tioning Engineers. "A chicken in ev- 
ery pot and an ice bin in every base- 
ment." 


Fischer, consultant for the energy 


division, Oak Ridge National Labora- 
tory. Tenn., said the concept of the 
old Ice house may be a reality well 
before the 21st century. 


T H R O U G H O U T MUCH of the 


United States, Fischer said, there is a 


balance between heating in the winter 
and cooling requirements in the sum- 
mer allowing for use of the Annual 
Cycle Energy System. 


The ice bin for putting the system to 


work is an insulated tank of water 
equal to one-quarter or one-third of 
the basement area of a typical home. 


Heat for space and water heating is 


obtained from the bin during the win- 
ter by a heat pump, which draws the 
heat from the water much the same 
way the conventional heat pump 
draws heat from the air, Fischer said. 
The removal of heat from the water 
gradually turns the water into ice 
over a period of months. 


In the summer the ice in the bin is 


used to provide air conditioning for 


the building without the operation of a 
heat pump compressor. This action 
causes a gradual melting of the ice, 
and thereafter stores heat for use in 
the winter. 


"IT HAS BEEN calculated that a 


residence of 1,500 square feet will con- 
sume about 20,000 kilowatt hours a 
year in electric heating, air-condi- 
tioning, and water heating by con- 
ventional means," Fischer said. "The 
same home equipped with an ACES 
system would consume only 7,400 kilo- 
watt hours for the same functions. In 
an area where the power cost is 4 
cents .per kilowatt hour, the ACES 
system provides an operating cost 
saving of approximately $536 per 
year."

A paint job badly needed . .. stains

These are only a few of the hundred 


things that can "turn off" a prospec- 
tive home-buyer. But some of the oth- 
ers aren't quite so obvious. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: As chief of the 


noise control program of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for my re- 
gion, I was Interested in yo'A recent 
column about the elderly couple 
whose life was made unbearable by 
the close proximity of a neighbor's air 
conditioning unit. 


YOU MIGHT FIND it interesting to 


know that: (1) Hawaii has a noise 
control ordinance covering this sort of 
situation and (2) local judges have, in 
the absence of an ordinance, awarded 
civil penalties and banned more than 
65 decibels at the property line. 


Federal regulation of noise levels 


for new products could de considered 
as is presently done for truck- 
mounted refrigeration units. A prac- 
tical solution for existing units is to 
mount a target for the noise on the 
outside of the unit. 


You might suggest to the couple 


that for further information they 
should contact their regional EPA of- 
fice or a local acoustical consultant.. 
Noise definitely affects the property 
value by discouraging buyer interest. 
While there are many other sources of 
noise pollution, air conditioning units 
remain troublesome to many. Mr.

port of mortgages. The tax deduc- 
tibility of the mortgage interest pay- 
ment and real estate taxes is a minor 
consideration (as I thought I ex- 
plained the last time we danced 
around this subject). 


The main point is: why buy a home, 


outright, with 1977 dollars when — as- 
suming a 6 per cent inflation rate — 
you can reduce the mortgage in 1978 
with 94 cent dollars, in 1979 with 88 
cent dollars, in 1980 with 83 cent dol- 
lars, and so on? 


There's also the matter of liquidity. 


You are in a far better position to 
take advantage of investment op- 
portunities when they arise if you 
have $20,000 in cash in the bank than 


you are owning a $20,000 equity in a 
$30,000 home. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: I was deter- 


mined to sell my home, myself, and 
save that big real estate commission, 
but I've been scared off by friends 
who tell me how dangerous it is. What 
do you think? Mr. G.G.B. (Buffalo, 
N.Y.) 


A. THESE FRIENDS . . . they're 


not in the real estate business, by any 
chance? 


Actually, thousands of people sell 


their own homes every year and come 
out of the experience in very good 
shape. But, at the same time, it's not 
nearly as easy as it sounds and it's no 
fun at all. 


You can get into a lot of legalistic 


trouble if you go off half-cocked. You 
should never try it without a lawyer 
in your corner. Once having done it, I 
suspect you will come out of it with a 
new appreciation of the real estate 
salesman and what he actually has to 
do to earn his commission. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: I turned down 


an offer of $35,000 for my house a few 


days ago. (I was asking $37,500.) Now 
I have changed my mind. What do I 
do now? Mr. G.G. (Hartford, Cn.) 


A. There shouldn't be any problem 


(assuming the would-be-buyer still 
thinks it's a good buy at his price). 


You'll have to resubmit the offer to 
him at $35,000 because when he count- 
er-proposed at that price it constituted 
a rejection of the $37,500 price and 
killed it — unless you choose to revive 
it, which, you do.

get a fire started. 


A SttnVEY OF dealers in the Midwest, North and 


South showed wide wings In the price of firewood, 
ranging from as little as $25 for a pickup truck load to 
more than $100 for a true cord (a stack four feet by 
four feet by eight feet* 


"We are seeing a return to the use of wood as a 


backup source of heat," Hart said. '"It is a reasonable 
hedge against the gas shortage. People are not only 
interested in the cheery glow of a fireplace but in the 
hear." 


Steve McElroy. southern division sales manager of 


the Atlanta Stove Co. which has retail outlets in ;ill 
status except Hawaii, says sales of the firm's wood and 
coal-burning stoves have increased, with an automatic 
wood-burning circulator the best seller at about $289. 
The stove has an automatic draft that regulates the 
heat output. It holds an average of four or five 24-inch 
logs which he says will burn for hours. 


Heating contractors in Albany, N.Y., insisted fire- 


places draw more heat up and out of the chimney than 
they put into a room. They recommended that they 


should not be used when the temperature is low and the 
homeowner is trying to conserve gas or heating oil. 


BUT THROUGHOUT the Midwest and East, fireplace 


and firewood dealers reported a run on their wares. 


"People are becoming more aware that there's got to 


be a way to beat the utilities. And that's back to the 
fireplace," said Bill Koch, salesman in a Cleveland, 
Ohio, fireplace shop. 


In Montpelier, Vermont, David Harrington said his 


fireplace business was up four times over last year. The 
manager of a Pittsburgh supermarket reported a sell- 
out of the synthetic logs. The firewood business was up 
20 per cent in the Minneapolis-St. Paul area. 


"We're 100 cords behind in deliberies and we aren't 


taking any more orders," said John Depietro, one of 
four brothers who own a nursery in Pittsburgh. 


"I haven't been able to keep any for my own use," 


said Archie Kelley in Columbia, S.C. 


And in Herrin, 111., Eric Brandon, 21, who is putting 


himself through college selling firewood, said, "Sales 
are out of sight."

Private mortgage insurance mark 


The record $14.5 billion of new in- 


surance on single-family homes in 
1976 by private mortgage insurance 
companies lifted the total insurance in 
force over the historic bench mark of 
$50 billion, said John C. Williamson, 
executive vice president of the Mort- 
gage Insurance Companies of Amer- 
ica. 


This dollar volume of insurance last 


year represented an increase of 46.5 
per cent over the $9.9 billion of 1975, 
indicating the general resurgence of 
the housing market and the increasing 
recognition of MICs in affecting home 
purchase, said the executive of the in- 
dustry trade association. 


The 452,023 mortgages insured on 


single-family homes in 1976, com- 
pared with the 321,950 in 1975, repre- 
sented a gain of 40.4 per cent and, 
with the exception of 1973, was the 
largest annual total since the creation 
of the private mortgage insurance in- 
dustry in 1957, he said. 


By insuring the top 20 or 25 per cent 


of a conventional mortage, MICs en- 
able lenders to make loans to home 
purchasers with down payments as 
low as 5 per cent, thus placing home 
ownership within reach of thousands 
of families who could not otherwise 
enjoy this advantage, William said. 


These year-end figures dramatize 


the recent report of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
on the future role of the FHA which, 
in effect, 
recommended 
that that 


agency should yield in favor of a job 
better done by private enterprise, he 
said. 


Smoke detectors 
very 
effective 


for price: prof 


A system of smoke detectors is 


"probably the most effective and least 
expensive item of fire protection that 
can be added to a home, according to 
an Illinois Institute of Technology fire 
protection engineering professor. 


But the home owner or apartment 


dweller must be aware of the limita- 
tions of the equipment he installs, 
warns Boyd A. Hartley, chairman of 
HT's fire protection and safety engi- 
neering department. 


The single-station unit which has 


the power supply and alarm sounding 
device housed in the same cabinet is 
the most commonly available smoke 
detector, and the lower cost "will usu- 
a 11 y dictate this choice 
of in- 


stallation," Hartley said. 


Hartley emphasized that the single 


most important factor a single-station 
detector buyer must consider is the 
power supply. The three choices in- 
clude the unit wired into the home's 
electrical system; the unit with a flex- 
ible cord plugged into a wall outlet or 
receptacle; and the unit with a self- 
contained battery. 


A major advantage of the battery- 


operated detector unit is that it will 
operate when the home's electric sys- 
tem is not working, Hartley said. 


An effective detector must have an 


alarm device which is loud enough to 
wake occupants from a sound sleep 
when a fire occurs, and the buyer 
should determine if the volume is 
enough to waken him. 


Also available are single-station 


units designed to be interconnected by 
permanent wiring, so activation of 
one smoke detector will cause the oth- 
ers to sound an alarm, even if one 
unit is in the basement and the others 
are near the second floor bedrooms, 
Hartley said. 


Hartley said that single-station de- 


tectors should be equipped with a test 
button or other means to sound an 
alarm when the home owner wants to 
check for proper alarm operation. 


"It is particularly important for the 


detector alarm to be tested after a 
vacation or extended trip, to be sure 
the battery has not run down." 


Operation of single-station detectors 


follows two principles, he said. 


One type of detector has a light 


source and photo-electric cell, and 
when smoke accumulates between the 
cell and light, an electrical imbalance 
sounds the alarm.

The other basic design has a minute 


radioactive source which ionizes the 
air 
in the detector, sounding the 


alarm when smoke particles enter the 
chamber and change the electrical 
balance. 


Hartley said that "the 
consumer 


need have no concern over the use of 
radioactive material in a detector." 


According to the federal govern- 


ment's Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion, a person standing within 10 
inches of an ionization detector eight 
hours a day 356 days a year will get 
an annual radiation exposure of less 
than .5 millirems. By comparison, 
normal annual background radiation 
exposure from 
natural sources is 


about 100 times greater, Hartley said. 


The number of detectors which 


should be installed in a home or 
apartment varies with the size and 
design or layout, and may be regu- 
lated by city ordinances, building 
codes or tlie Federal Housing Admin- 
istration, Hartley said. 


"The minimum level of protection 


in a home or apartment is at least one 
detector installed between each bed- 
room area and the rest of the house, 
and one at the head of each stairway 
leading to occupied area." 


Hartley says that detector mainte- 


nance "need only be minimal," with 
battery replacments and regular test- 
ing, 
and suggests testing single-sta- 


tion units by injecting smoke into the 
unit.

Seed books fascinating 


George

It's your landscape 


At this time of year seed companies 


mail out their catalogs. With their en- 
ticing descriptions of what you can 
expect to grow from their seeds com- 
bined with many inviting colored pho- 
tographs of flowers, vegetables, trees 
and shrubs, seed catalogs are both 
fascinating and confusing. This is es- 
pecially true for novices with limited 
gardening experience. 


Seed catalogs vary greatly. Some 


ere beautifully illustrated; cihers ei- 
ther have poor illustrations or have 
none at all. They vary, too, in the in- 
formation they provide in their pages. 
A few are outstanding in this regard. 
One catalog, from a well-known seed 
company, gives very detailed infor- 
mation, including hardiness charac- 
teristics, length of time required for 
seeds to germinate, best use (for bed- 
ding, border, cutting, window box, 
ground cover, etc.), length of time in 
bloom and recommended culture of 
the plants grown from seed. 


Such information is of great value 


not only for the beginner but for the 


experienced gardener who decides to 
try new plants he has never grown 
before. In a few catalogs very prac- 
tical helpful hints are given on the 
culture of plants, the easiest kinds 
to grow, characteristics of special 
kinds of plants. One' catalog even 
prints a hardiness zone map for the 
enlightenment of the seed buyer. 


IF YOU are a beginning gardener, 


it would be a good idea for you to 
write to several seed companies for 
their catalogs. This will bring you a 
wealth of useful information, free of 
charge. The advice offered in these 
catalogs may even make it easier for 
you to decide what seeds you want. 


One more thing. Before you order 


seeds consider carefully where you in- 
tend to put the plants the seeds will 


' produce. In this connection, making a 


plan — if only a very rough one — 
showing where such plants will be 
used, is a good idea. It is so easy to 
be overwhelmed by colorful seed cata- 
logs and, in your enthusiasm, to order 
more seeds than you can possibly use.

like sweet peas but they have no 
fragrance. What kind of vine is it? 


A. Perennial Sweet Pea, a first 


cousin of the sweet pea that is fra- 
grant. 


Q. What would you recommend as a 


minimum pitch for a drain line?

pipe.

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Builders' unit optimistic about '77 


More than 170 members of the 


Home Builders Assn. of Greater Chi- 
cago returned from the 33rd annual 
Convention/Exposition of the National 
Assn. of Home Builders with an opti- 
mistic forecast for potential home 
buyers In 1977. 


Industry and government housing 


experts attending the four-day con- 
vention in Dallas recently agreed that 
housing would be a major force in the 
nation's economic recovery in the 
comine months. 


HBAGC member Robert Arquilla, 


who was elected 1977 presWent of 
NAHB at the convention, said that the 
only way to solve the nation's housing 
woes was through a strong and equi- 
table partnership between the federal 
government and private industry. He 
said that instead of having govern- 
ment calling all the shots this new 
partnership must tap the strengths 
and ingenuity of the free market sys- 
tem. 


AT THE SAME time, Arquilla said, 


NAHB would be attempting to elimi- 
nate unnecessary local, state and fed- 
eral governmental regulations which 
are driving up construction costs. 


For example. 10 years ago the cost 


of a developed lot accounted for about 
to per cent of the sales price of a new 
home, he said. Today, primarily be- 
cause of costly governmental regu- 
lations, land costs account for about 
25 per cent of the sales price. 


Nationally, all signs point to one of 


the best production years ever for 
single family builders. There's plenty 
of mortgage money, Interest rates 
have fallen a bit, consumer con- 
fidence is high, demand for for-sale 
homes is strong, and the national eco- 
nomic climate is favorable even 
though the recovery was set back 
briefly by the severe cold weather 
that swept across the nation east of 
the Rockies this winter, Arquillfl said. 


Housing projections for 1977 ranged 


from about 1.8 to 1.9 million housing 
starts, of which about 1.3 million 
would be single-family homes. Last 
year there were 1.54 million starts, a 
30 per cent increase over 1975's 30- 
year low of 1.1 million starts. 


Economists and other experts at- 


tending the convention said the future 
path of mortgage interest rates would 
depend primarily on the success of 


the Carter Administration's economic 
and monetary policies. 


PHILIP C. Jackson, Jr., a governor 


of the Federal Reserve Board, noted 
that even If mortgage interest rates 
increased a bit at mid-year, home 
sales would remain strong because 
most Americans realize that "a home 
is the smartest purchase they could 
ever make, regardless of the interest 
rate." 


The weak link in the 1977 forecast is 


in new apartment construction which 
has been crippled by 10 per cent and 
higher financing rates and soaring op- 
erating costs as well as the many oth- 
er risks involved in a financial ven- 
ture that takes three years or longer 
to complete. Until interest rates de- 
cline or rents go up, most of the ex- 
perts agreed, there could be only a 
modest upturn in apartment construc- 
tion in 1977 and most of the activity 
would be under the government's Sec- 
tion 8 rental assistance program, 
which is finally getting off the ground. 


Another major problem that was ex- 


amined at the convention was how to 
reach moderate and, in some high 
cost areas, even middle-income fami- 


lies who have been priced out of the 
housing market. Recent surveys have 
shown that most young families who 
haven't bought their first home or 
don't have two incomes are falling 
farther and farther behind because 
prices are going up faster than in- 
comes. 


U.S. Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., 


chairman of the House Banking, 
Housing and Urban Affairs Com- 
mittee, suggested that one way of 
reaching this segment of the market 
was by lowering conventional interest 
rates and expanding a number of fed- 
eral housing programs already on the 
books. He specifically urged the ex- 
pansion of the Section 235 home- 
ownership program, which reduces in- 
terest rates to as low as 5 per cent for 
middle-income families. Last 
year 


only about 6,000 Section 235 starts 
were recorded. 


PRESIDENT CARTER, in a tele- 


gram to the convention, said that he 
and HUD Secretary Patricia Harris 
recognized the "important role the 
American builder must play" if his 
administration's housing policies are 
to succeed1.

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S&Ls move 
hard against 
urban decay 


The nation's savings and loan asso- 


ciations are moving into the front 
lines of the fight against urban decay, 
according to the president of the 
United States League of Savings Asso- 
ciations. 


The U.S. league and savings and 


loan associations across the country 
are supporting a series of techniques 
and proposals to help revitalize older 
urban neighborhoods, said John A. 
Karelin, U.S. League president and 
president of First Federal Savings 
and Loan Association of Rock Hill, 
S.C. 


Among these initiatives, Hardin list- 


ed cooperative neighborhood housing 
service programs, shared risk coinsu- 
rance proposals, promotion of a na- 
tional rehabilitation housing industry 
and establishment of mortgage reviow 
boards to give inner city residents the 
chance to appeal mortgage loan rejec- 
tions. 


"We in the savings and loan in- 


dustry have large sums of money in- 
vested in urban neighborhoods," Har- 
din said. "But we've got to do more to 
help conserve and revitalize Amer- 
ica's cities. We need new national ap- 
proaches to solving urban problems, 
particularly 
neighborhood 
housing 


restoration. 


"The Carter administration is look- 


ing to savings and loan associations to 
help plot this new course. We've got 
the money, we've got the know-how 
and e x p e r t i s e . Most important, 
we've got the responsibility to help," 
he said. 


The U.S. league is the principal 


trade group for the savings and loan 
business. 


Hardin said neighborhood housing 


service organizations are underway in 
30 cities. He called the program "one 
of the best hopes for restoring our city 
neighborhoods." 


NHS programs operate through lo- 


cal not-for-profit corporations and in- 
volve the cooperative work of neigh- 
b o r h o o d residents, financial in- 
stitutions such as savings and loans, 
and local government officials. 


They are intended to bringi stability 


and order to older neighborhoods 
through improved public services, in- 
creased commercial and business in- 
vestment and rehabilitation of resi- 
dential structures. 


Once confidence has been re-estab- 


lished in a neighborhood, new fami- 
lies are attracted and the trend to- 
ward decay can be reversed, Hardin 
said. 


"In some of the same cities where 


'tear-em-down' urban renewal pro- 
grams have failed miserably, NHS is 
working. Young families are return- 
ing to these city neighborhoods, 
breathing new life into them," Hardin 
said. 


"The savings and loan business can 


and should lead the way toward more 
successes." he said. 


Hardin said a shared risk mortgage 


Insurance proposal strongly endorsed 
by the U.S. League would also go a 
long way toward encouraging private 
lenders to write mortgages in higher 
risk urban areas. Instead of a fully 
government guaranteed loan, the pro- 
posal would involve partial risk for 
both the lender 
and a 
govern- 


ment-backed insurance agency. 


Hardin said along with these In- 


itiatives, a strong housing rehabilita- 
tion industry is urgently needed to 
help restore inner city residential 
neighborhoods. 


"We have tens of thousands of home 


building organizations, but we have 
precious few contractors who are en- 
gaged in the maintenance and up- 
grading of older neighborhoods," he 
snid. "We in the savings and loan in- 
dustry hope to take the lead in setting 
up a rehab housing industry to fill this 
void. 


Finally, the savings and loan busi- 


ness is helping to assure access to 
home buying credit for inner city resi- 
d e n t s through mortgage review 
boards established by savings and 
loan associations and other lenders, 
he said. 


Review boards have been estab- 


lished in eight cities. 


Hardin said mortgage review panels 


give people who believe their home 
loan applications have been unfairly 
turned down — for whatever reason 
— another chance to get a loan. 


'Cool heat" works, too

be alarmed if you passed up $15,000 to 
avoid the conversion of the building. 
However, I think it would be prudent 
to discuss the matter with them be- 
fore making any final decision.

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Third of Chicago home 
loans in city: S&L report 


By any measure, Chicago is getting 


its fair share of home loans from 
large Chicago-based savings and loan 
associations, according to an official 
for the savings and loan industry. 
\ study of home mortgage dis- 


closure statements of seven of the 
city's largest associations found that 
34.1 per cent of the dollar volume of 
their loans was on city properties. 


"In view of the fact that in the Chi- 


cago area two out of three homes are 
in tile suburbs and the median value 
of suburban homes is 25 per cent 
greater than for city homes, this is an 
excellent record," said William B. 
O'Connell, executive secretary and 
treasurer of the Federal Savings and 
Loan Council of Illinois, an industry 
trade group. 


"There are variations from one in- 


stitution to another, with some in- 
stitutions more involved in home im- 
provement or apartment lending than 
others," he said. 


"However, all types of housing-re- 


lated loans are important and there 
were some loans made in every city 
zip code except the Merchandise 
Mart, This shows that the practice 
or redlining, which involves designa- 
tion of areas in the city where no 
loans will be made, is a myth," 
O'Connetl said. 


The disclosure statements tabulated 


in the federal council's study were 
those required by the Home Mortgage 
Disclosure Act of 1975, which covers 
institutions with $10 million or more 
in assets located in Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical Areas. 


O'Connell said that if anything, the 


data disclosed the the seven major in- 
stitutions alone probably tends to un- 
derstate the total contribution made 
by savings and loan associations to- 
ward home financing in-Chicago. 


He said loan volume of the seven 


large, area-wide institutions may be 
relatively light in some neighborhoods 
because smaller neighborhood associ- 
ations located in those -communities 
may make the bulk of the home loans 
there. 


On a numerical basis, the seven as- 


sociations made 33.5 per cent of their 
one-to-four family loans in the city, 
almost exactly the 34.3 per cent pro- 
portion of homeowner units which the 
U.S. census indicates is in the city. 


In addition, 30 per cent of the dollar 


volume of their one-to-four family 
loans was on city properties. In con- 
trast, the last census showed that city 
properties accounted for only 21.3 per 
cent of the aggregate value of the Chi- 
cago area's single-family dwellings.

Family firm 
to build homes 
near downtown 


by United Press International 


A home construction firm whose 


founders helped start the middle-class 
migration away from central Dallas 
30 years ago now wants to help bring 
some of those people back. 


The movement Is led by David Fox 


Jr., 53, president of Fox and Jacobs, 
whose father, David Sr., and partner 
Ike Jacobs, helped launch the move to 
the suburbs. 


The son's plan calls for 600 to 800 


new single-family homes, ranging in 
price from $40,000 to $80,000, about 
half a mile from downtown Dallas. 


Fox recognizes he is bucking the na- 


tionwide trend away from inner cities. 
But housing experts say he may typi- 
fy a new direction in the real estate 
field. 


His development would cover at 


least 80 acres on a site presently dot- 
ted with vacant lots, light Industry 
and deteriorating one-and twostory 
frame houses. So far he has bought 30 
acres. 


Fox sees his market as "a sizable 


block of people who would like to be 
able to walk to work." 


Irving Statman, deputy area direc- 


tor for the U.S. Dept. of Housing and 
Urban Development, thinks the proj- 
ect would attract people who bought 
homes in the suburbs years ago, 
whose kids are grown and who no 
longer need a large house far away 
from their jobs. 


Statman also thinks it would attract 


young, childless couples who want to 
live in the city but can find only high- 
rise apartments there. 


Any risks Fox may encounter with 


his development will be cushioned 
somewhat by a local housing program 
designed to lure builders back down- 
town. The Area Redevelopment pro- 
gram commits the city to buy land in 
designated areas from a builder if, af- 
ter a specified length of time, a hous- 
ing project under construction is 
found economically unfeasible. 


Fox is the first developer to take 


advantage of the program. He said 
the price the city would pay to repur- 
chase the land would not offset his 
losses if his project fell through. But 
he said the program will help him ob- 
tain financing. 


City officials stress that their pro- 


gram is not urban renewal. The city 
will not exercise its power of eminent 
domain that allows it to condemn land 
and force out those who live or own 
businesses on the property. 


By not forcing current occupants to 


move. Fox's project raises the ques- 
tion of who would want to invest 
S80.000 in a home that might have a 
shack for a neighbor. 


Fox Is aware of this problem but 


thinks a bigger one is "whether we 
can acquire enough land to create a 
new environment." 


City officials are enthusiastic. 
"The best we can end up with is a 


new, 
stable community," said one. 


"The worst is a bunch of land on our 
hands that we can sell at auction."

tween $2 billion and $3 billion. 


The Arabs are buying and building 


the modem equivalent of castles in 
Spain, first-class apartments and vil- 
las in Madrid and in the southern 
coastal resorts of Malaga. There is 
one Arab-financed project to build a 
new community all in Moorish archi- 
tecture between the seashore resorts 
of Marbella and Estepona on Spain's 
Costa del Sol facing Africa, 
from 


whence the original Moors came to 
conquer much of Spain in the dec- 
ades of the great westward sweep of 
Islam after Mahomet's death. 


THE COSTA DEL Sol has attracted 


much interest on the part of rich 
shiekhs in Kuwait and Sharja, which 
also is known as the United Arab 
Emirates. 


The Libyans also are interested in 


investing in Spain. Col. Muammar al- 
Kaddafi's prime minister, Maj. Abdul 
Salam Jalloud, visited Madrid last fall 


and had lengthy talks with Spanish of- 
ficials about investment prospects in 
Spain. A Libyan bank is a leading 
shareholder in Madrid's Banco Arabe 
Espanol. 


Spain has one advantage over some 


other countries in dealing with Arab 
investors; it does not maintain diplo- 
matic relations with Israel. 


Spanish Foreign Minister Marcelino 


Oreja has been visiting the Arab 
countries 
seeking 
'investments 
in 


Spain. 


King Juan Carlos is to visit Egypt 


and Saudi Arabia in March. Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez is making a 
visit to prepare the way. 


However, the Spanish government 


is not wooing Arab money only. Spain 
wants desperately to reverse a drop 
in foreign investment within her bor- 
ders that cut such outlays last year 
from $400 million to $320 million de- 
spite economic recovery in much of 
the industrial world.

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Will Detroit's Renaissance Center save downtown? 


by PAUL VARIAN 


DETROIT (UPI) — Downtown De- 


troit, vividly scarred from years of 
suburban flight, seems to be shrinking 
in the shadow of a $337 million 
river front hotel-office complex. 


Long touted as the sparkplug for the 


city's rebirth, a brainchild of civic- 
minded Henry Ford II, the so-called 
Renaissance Center will open official- 
ly in March. 


But many downtown businessmen 


say the project has served only to 
empty other downtown office build- 
ings in a rent war and that, because it 
will be self contained, it will "be of 
little benefit to the downtown as a, 
whole. 


DEFENDI;RS_ OF THE Renais- 


sance Center point out that it comes 
after a period of downtown decay ac- 
celerated by hotel shutdowns, depart- 
ment store relocations, the steady 
abandonment of office buildings and a 


RISING OUT OF a mostly vacant downtown Detroit is the brainchild of

recent surge of teen-age gang vio- 
lence. 


Doomsayers respond that, even with 


Renaissance, only the most sophis- 
ticated of mass transit innovations 
will save the motor city's downtown 
core from a proliferation of parking 
lots, jewelry stores and wig shops. 


The scenario, though probably exag- 


gerated, has foreward-looking city 
planners actively lobbying for federal 
funds to enable the construction of 
"people mover" systems to shuttle 
conventioneers and others between 
the redeveloped riverfront and exist- 
ing downtown attractions. A limited 
trolley service already is operating. 


The complex consists of the cylin- 


drical, 70-story Detroit Plaza Hotel — 
Michigan's largest building — sur- 
rounded by four octagonal 
office 


structures still not even half filled. 


IT IS THE HOTEL, however, that 


promoters see as the magnet capable 
of drawing people — especially crime- 
wary conventioneers — back down- 
town. More than 100 conventions and 
trade shows already 
have been 


booked through 1981, with the proxim- 
ity of spacious Cobo Hall given much 
of the credit. 


And there is still room for further 


development of the riverfront and the 
b l i g h t e d Jefferson Avenue com- 
mercial strip that runs parallel. 


Most of the committed Renaissance 


office tenants have come from high 
rent buildings only blocks away. This 
has caused a virtual rent war among 
their former landlords that has at- 
tracted hew tenants from older build- 
ings in the core downtown area not 
willing to pay for prime Renaissance 
space. 


"We've created competition for our- 


selves by opening up large areas of 
space in existing buildings at lower 
rates," • acknowledged Renaissance 
leasing manager Michael Moran. 


THE SHIFT HAS virtually emptied 


buildings that are downtown land- 
marks. Demolition operations will 
have been completed on one, the 21- 
story Cadillac Office Tower on the 
once-bustling Kern Block, by the time 
Renaissance opens its doors. 


Once-prosperous Woodward Avenue 


department stores have either relo- 
cated or are considering moving out 
and merchants who thrive on the 
white collar lunch-hour crowd are 
being driven to the wall. 


"It's taking all the business we 


have here and bringing it over there," 
says Paul Nikou, co-owner of a small 
Greek restaurant that packs custom- 
ers in at lunch but gave up on the 
evening trade long ago. 


"Look at all the empty', buildings 


around here already." 


TWO OF THE empty buildings were 


once major hotels. Another hotel with- 
in walking distance also is on the 
brink — the Detroit-Cadillac, which 
has opened its doors to presidents. 


"If the Cadillac goes, this whole 


area is finished," the manager of a 
nearby hotel said. 


"Downtown is shrinking," said Jew- 


elry store owner Gershon Levy. "Our 


business maintains, but we're doing it 
with less people." 


Local merchants do not expect to 


necessarily benefit from the con- 
vention crowds drawn to Renaissance 
or even the new offices. There will be 
13 restaurants in the hotel itself and a 
three-level shopping mall the width of 
the entire complex that will, once fin- 
ished, offer everything from fashion 
boutiques to hamburgers. 


"YOU DON'T REALLY have to go 


out for anything," Moran said. 


The enclosed nature of the towering 


complex on the. Detroit River shore- 
line — formerly blemished by nothing 
but warehouses and dockyards — has 
led some critics to brand it "Fort Re- 
naissance" 


"There has been an awful lot of talk 


about that," acknowledged Ron Stef- 
fens, executive vice president of the 
Detroit Convention Bureau. "Yes, it is 
a totally self-contained type devel- 
opment. That's what it was designed 
to be. 


"The advantage is, that because it 


is that way, it might draw some 
people from their suburban shells to 
come down," Steffens said. "And once 
they're here, they may begin going to 
some of the other places where they 
haven't been for a couple of years."

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Mortgage loan delinquencies decrease in December 


Mortgage loan delinquencies at the 


nation's savings and loan associations 
and cooperative banks dropped sharp- 
ly in December to .89 per cent from 
the .93 recorded in November, the 
United States League of Savings As- 
sociations reported. 


The trade association said that the 


December figure compared to .97 in 
December 1975 and .88 in December 
1974. 


The League bases its delinquency 


figures on reports from about 900 sav- 
ings associations and cooperative 
banks representing more than 51 per 


cent of the assets of the business. For 
survey purposes a loan is considered 
delinquent if payment has not been 
made within 60 days of the payment 
date stipulated in the mortgage con- 
tract. The League survey includes all 
types of mortgage loans — con- 
ventional, FHA and VA. 


League president John A. Hardin, 


who is also president of First Federal 
Savings of Rock Hill, South Carolina, 
said that a drop in delinquencies is 
not normally experienced in the 
month of December. 


"It has been our experience that 


mortgage delinquencies usually rise 
in December," he said, "probably as 
a result of Christmas and general 
holiday season spending. Last Decem- 
ber's figure offers further evidence 
that the economy is getting straight- 
ened around."

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Town has mixed emotions on Navy missile base

St. Marys, Ga. (UPI) 


"Cautious optimism — that's my attitude," said Herbert How- 


land as he removed tomatoes two-by-two Crom a crate and put 
them in neat rows on the produce shelf. 


In the background, Rowland's supermarket's busy cash registers 


kept up a constant jingle. 


"I'm a life-long resident of this town, except for some time in 


the Army," said Rowland, 38, a tall, affable man, who is president 
of St. Marys' Chamber of Commerce. "I've seen what the military 
can do to a town. I have mixed emotions." 


The store owner was referring to the announcement last Decem- 


ber that King's Bay, about four miles from here on the Georgia- 
Florida border, is the preferred site for a "refit" base for the 
Navy's Trident missile submarines. 


Rowland owns the biggest supermarket in this 300-year-old com- 


munity (pop 5,000), where Aaron Burr went into hiding after the 
duel in which he killed Alexander Hamilton. Several white, wood- 
frame buildings date from the early 1800s. 


Mike Nettles, of the Plantec Corp., who runs the newly-painted 


Navy Information Office of oak-lined Osborne Street across from 
Rowland's said construction of the base still is not "a 100 per cent 
certainty." 


"We still lack an envirnomental impact statement and congres- 


sional approval," Nettles said. 


He said his office — "sort of a liaison between the Navy and tht 


people" — receives about 30 inquiries a day. 


"A third of our inquiries are about employment. 10 per cent 


about environmental concerns, and we've had a number of busi- 
ness inquiries from contractors," he said. 


Rowland said base-related inquiries received by the chamber 


average between 50 and 60 a week, mostly from "speculators" 
interested in land availability. 


Looking ahead to the competition that would follow the projected 


70 per cent population increase, Rowland said, "Come to think of 


it, there are no chain stores in St. Marys. Local people just as soon 
keep it that way. They get personal service." 


Down at Dickey and Sons Seafood Warf, shrimpers huddled 


around a "salamander" stove in a back room and talked about 
how the Navy base might affect their livelihood. 


"We don't want them messing up our shrimping grounds" said 


Alvm Dickey, who owns one of 30 shrimp boats in the St. Marys' 
fleet. "We drag pretty close to shore and King's Bay is our biggest 
fishing ground." 


"We drag up to 400 feel from the dock now and we wouldn't 


want it to be less," said Paul Watley. "We also drag the channel 
(which the submarines probably will use) — it's the best part of 
the whole sound.'.' 


The Rev. A. J. Bruyere, minister at St. Marys United Methodist 


Church, said. "I can't help but hope il will be a blessing. But I am 
always a little concerned about these instantaneous growths." 


He said the influx of 1,500 Navy personnel and their families to 


St. Marys would "overtax" the schools, the 30-vnan fire depart- 
ment, the 14-man rescue squad and the six-man police department. 


"I would hate to see this natural part of the country go to pot." 


the minister said, referring to the unpolluted air and water and the 
relatively sparse population of Southeast Georgia. 


"It could be a blessing or it could be a boomerang." 
Jane Wells, whose husband retired from the Air Force and now 


works for the town's largest industry, the Oilman Papef Co., said, 
"I know what military people are like. They're just like anybody 
else. 


"Just because the military people are going to move in doesn't 


mean they'll turn the town into a skid row." 


Mrs. Wells, who runs an old and new gift shop called "This N' 


That," added, "Some say it will bring a lot of crime. It'll bring a 
lot of crime. It'll bring bigger, and better churches, too." 


"It can't be nothing but great," said electronic instruments tech- 


nician Jim Brown, 46. "It might get this town oft' its backward 
ways and make it become more progressive." 


Brown, retired Air Force man, said, "I worked for eight years 


with Minuteman missiles and I have no doubt in my mind that the 
military takes better care of dangerous explosives than any pri- 
vate industry." 


At St. Marys Pizza Shop and Pool Hall, barmaid Elizabeth 


Thornton siad, "Bossman's all for it; he's all smiles. 


''I hate to see the town change, but I know it will," she said. 


"Everybody knows everybody here. You don't have to lock your 
doors. It's not going to be the same.''

DENVER (UPI) - Residents of the 


sprawling community of MontbeUo on 
the northeastern edge of the city ore 
creating a national model for metro- 
politan growth with innovative pro- 
grams and multiracial living. 


The 10-year-old preplanned commu- 


nity of nearly 20,000 blacks, Anglos, 
Indians, Mexicans and 
Japanese- 


Americans is known as a "city within 
& cHy." It contains modern homes, 
a p a r t m e n t s , an industrial park, 
churches, schools, a shopping center 
and a new library. 


"We're a new community with new 


Ideas that haven't been experimented 
with any place else in the country," 
says Cindy Thomas, editor of Mont- 
h e l l o ' s 
community 
newspaper. 


"We re different because of our multi- 
racial and multleconomlc makeup and 
the vast amount of interaction among 
residents " 


MONTBELLO ONCE was a 2,932- 


acre tract occupied only by livestock. 
Denver annexed It in 1965. Later it 
was developed by the Chicago-based 
Urban Investments firm 


"We built Montbello with the con- 


cept ... of making it an integral part 
of Denver itself," said John Powell, 
an Investment company spokesman 


"Today residents live, work and 


play In their own community, and at 
the same time enjoy every single 
amenity of the central city." 


Powell said residents range from 


professionals in $70,000 homes to wel- 
fare* recipients housed under a feder- 
ally sponsored program 


"But on the average, we've found 


most residents to be under 35 years 
old, with two children, a working 
wife, and a yearly income between 
$10,000 and $20,000 " 


COMMUNITY RESIDENTS whose 


annual Income is above the norm in- 
clude Denver Bronco football stars 


Otis Armstrong, Rick Upchurch and 
Tom Jackson. 


Montbello's multiracial composition 


a'lows elementary school pupils to es- 
cape federal courtrordered busing. Ju- 
nior and senior high school students 
are being bused temporarily until 
their new school is completed in 1979. 


"It's an ideal situation," 
said 


Montbello resident Betty Lawrence, a 
children's librarian at the commu- 
nity's one-year-old multunillion dollar 
library. 


"Our son's second grade class is a 


good example It's made up of kids 
f r o m various racial and ethnic 
groups, and they all get along fine." 


Mrs Thomas said the junior-senior 


high complex is planned to serve both 
educational and social needs.

Alcohol abuse 


pour down a few beers. Bcause alcohol is 
easy to get and socially acceptable, under- 


age drinking has become a serious problem 
in Northwest suburban high schools. 


It's common with teens

It is a Monday morning, and the 


high school hallways reverberate with 
a common theme: "Man, did I get 
loaded this weekend.1' It's the most 
common topic of conversation, some- 
thing nearly everyone talks about. 


A Herald survey of almost 400 


freshmen, sophomores, juniors and 
seniors from the Northwest suburbs 
shows that 85 per cent have tried alco- 
hol and say they drink and 31 per cent 
say they have used drugs. High school 
officials and students agree that use 
of alcohol, and to a lesser extent 
drugs, is an inescapable fact in high 
school. 


Those surveyed told of students who 


take a shot of Southern Comfort to get 
them going in the morning, who come 
to school functions "blasted," who 
"nod off 
in class and who leave 


school at lunch time to drink a couple 
six packs of beer. 


BECAUSE OF THE availability and 


Che social acceptance of aJcoiiol. the 
nature of youth to try what's there, 
peer pressure and the fact that many 
things in teenagers' lives are "pretty 
damn painful," alcoholism is a real 
problem in high school, said Priscilla 
Powell, a psychologist in High School 
Dist. 211. 


"Parents are a part, or even the 


root of the problem," said Brad Ap- 
land, a senior at Fremd High School, 
Palatine. "They go out and get drunk, 
so what do they expect their kids to 
do?" 


Students surveyed said they do most 


of their drinking at parties 
with 


friends and at family gatherings, but 
21 said they drink atone. 


"The big talk around school is 'We 


were so gone the other night . . .' " 
Jason Slezak, a senior at Arlington 
High School In Arlington Heights, 
said. "A lot of guys drink just to see 
how drunk they can get." 


THOUGH MANY STUDENTS say 


their decision to start drinking was an 
independent one, teachers say peer 


pressure generally is the most impor- 
tant reason. 


"Some of the best kids arc getting 


pulled in by peer pressure," Fremd 
health teacher Kathy Chamberlain 
said. "They know their parents will 
always love them, but they're not 
sure their friends will." 


Some students 
agree. "Students 


think they can't have a good time 
without drinking," said Kendra Blik, 
a junior at Fremd. 


But Dan Rooney, a junior at St. Via- 


tor High School in Arlington Heights, 
said he doesn't know anyone who 
drinks to be social. 


"THEY ALL DRINK to get drunk," 


he said. "When you think about it, it's 
kind of dumb, but when you know 
you're not supposed to do it, getting 
away with it makes it even better." 


For a junior at Elk Grove High 


School in Elk Grove Village, getting 
drunk is often an escape from anger 
and problems. "The problems are still 
there in the morning, but a six pack 
of beer is a quick and easy way out 
for a while," she said. 


Fake identification and older broth- 


ers and sisters are helpful in making 
liquor buys, the students said. Other 
kids have an easier time: their par- 
ents host liquor parties for them and 
their friends. 


"Parents have parties in their 


homes, so many know what's going 
on," said Mark Wallerich, special 
education teacher at Conant High 
School in Hoffman Estates. "Parents 
think, 'The kids will drink anyway, so 
they might as well do it at home.' " 


THIS EXPECTANCE AND accept- 


ance of alcohol abuse among teen- 
agers is a big part of the problem, 
said Bernard Newman, director of 
adolescent psychiatry at Forest Hos- 
pitad in Des Plaines. 


"We're fighting a strong denial sys- 


tem," he said. "The public has be- 
come so desensitized to drugs and al- 
cohol that parents are saying 'My 
kid's like everyone else so what's the 
big deal.' " 


I 


Parents tend to view drinking as 


the lesser of two evils and still focus 
most of their panic and concern on 
drugs, Mrs. Powell said. 


What many fail to realize is that al- 


cohol is almost as physically addictive 
as heroin and barbituates, said David 
Russell, director of the Bridge Youth 
Services Bureau in Palatine. The 
message that pills and chemicals like 
LSD spell danger seems to have got 
through to most students, but they 
don't believe alcohol is in the same 
category. 


THE NUMBER OF STUDENTS ex- 


perimenting with drugs has decreased 
greatly in the past few years, Mrs. 
Powell said. Less than "a third of the 
students surveyed by The Herald said 
they use drags, and more than half of 
these said they use only marijuana. 


"Everyone 
takes marijuana for 


granted and no one worries about get- 
ting caught," said Kathy Lyerly, a se- 
nior at Arlington High School. "You 
look around for a cop about as much 
as you would if you were running a 
stop sign." 


Some high school students opt for 


smoking grass rather than drinking 
during the day because it is less ob- 
vious and less troublesome, Fremd's 
Brad Apland said. 


Marijuana and alcohol are easily 


available, kids say. Fremd students 
said anyone who wants to buy mari- 
juana at school can do so within a few 
hours. 


PRINCIPALS IN DIST. 211 said 


drinking is generally confined to af- 
ter-school activities, but some student 
drinking also occurs before school. 
One Fremd student said she and her 
friends order a pitcher of orange juice 
for breakfast and spike it with vodka 
from flasks in their purses. 


"Kids don't drink on the property," 


said Carl Weimer, Schaumburg High 
School principal. "They're up all night 
somewhere and are still intoxicated 
from the night before." 


He said there have been five or six 


complaints from teachers this year 
about students who have come to 
class drunk. The same number was • 
cited by Conant principal Carl Zdeb. 


In health class in Dist. 211, which is 


required for freshmen and juniors, 
teachers try to inform students of the 
effects of drinking, drugs -and smok- 
ing, but they have learned to avoid 
preaching because it turns the kids 
off. 


"YOU CAN'T TALK about it as if it 


were history and have them take 
notes," Fremd's Mrs. Chamberlain 
said. 


Even students, who would be ex- 


pected to have more influence on 
their peers, rarely try to steer their 
friends away from drinking or drug 
use. 


"I know a,-girl who was on hard 


drugs, including heroin, and she also 
drank a lot of tequila every day," said 
Russ Sinkler, police consultant at Pal- 
atine High School. Finally, she asked 
him to help her get off the stuff, and 
her worried friends urged Sinkler to 
help her too. 


"Her friends were concerned, but 


they were the ones who got her start- 
ed on the stuff," he said. "They didn't 
want to get involved. They didn't 
want to admit thai there's a problem 
because then they'd have to admit 
they're involved in it, too." 


BOTH STUDENTS WHO take drugs 


and those who drink complained -that 
kids have few activities other than 
drugs and drinking to interest them. 


While more established neighbor- 


hoods have 'traditional youth activities 
galore, the Northwest suburbs have 
"precious few" resources for kids ex- 
cept for the school system, said Pete 
Digre, director of Omni House in 
Wheeling. 
• "Kids have a tremendous amount of 
energy and desire in them and are 
struggling with what to do with it," 
Phil Kirschbaum, a counselor 
at 


Omni House, said. "If they don't have 
a reasonable area to funnel it, they 
might as well dampen it." 


Drinking pases 


major problem 


for schools

Although the dance began al 8:30 p.m., they arrive at 10:15, 


fashionably late and fashionably drunk. They are high school stu- 
dents, and for them a weekend cocktail party is a regular thing. 


Officials in High School Dist. 211 say the use of drugs and alco- 


hol at or before social events is one of the most serious behavior 
problems they face. 


"Ninety-five per cent of the problems at social events stem from 


drugs or alcohol," said Dennis Douglas, assistant principal at Pal- 
atine High School, 150 E. Wood St., Palatine. 


Though specific guidelines call for immediately removing in- 


toxicated students from school functions and calling their parents 
to take them home, the sheer volume of student drinkers makes it 
a difficult problem to handle. 


"There are times when if I followed these procedures I'd prob- 


ably wipe out 20 per cent of the dance," Douglas said. 


Once students get past the uniformed police officer and faculty 


chaperones at the door, their drunken condition may get lost in the 
crowd of other students, a crowd that may not be supervisable by 
a small number of adults. 


"IT'S NOT UNUSUAL to have eight or ten adult supervisors 


with 700 kids," Douglas said. "Those aren't bad odds — if you're a 
kid." 


Faced with the desire to make athletic and social events pleas- 


ant for as many students as possible, the Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion is tackling the problem of under-age drinking, and has formed 
a committee of parents, administrators, board members and a 
student to come up with realistic ways to enforce behavior codes. 


Though district policies and even state laws prohibit under-age 


and public drinking, those in charge say keeping students from 
drinking before coming to social events is almost impossible. 


"It's a hard problem to tackle because you're dealing with be- 


havior that occurs before students come to school," board member 
Jean Fisler said. "The school has no direct control over behavior 
before the event." 


The Dist. 211 committee will also look at some behavior prob- 


lems that are not violations of laws, but are annoying for others 
attending athletic or social functions. One such problem involves 
pre-high school children. 


OFTEN, DOUGLAS SAID, parents drop their young children off to 


attend Dist. 211 sports events, leave them unsupervised to race 
madly through the bleachers !and pick them up several hours later. 


"Let's face it," Douglas said. "It's a 75-cent babysitter and the 


kids are gone for four hours." 


Youthful hyperactivity is not the only problem officials face, 


however. Under-age drinking exists even in this age group. 


Some children try to get adults to buy them liquor or use 


the playing fields as a place to buy drugs, said Russ Sinkler, 
police consultant at Palatine. 


"I confiscated a couple of cans of beer from a little kid once. He 


ran after me and said, 'You're old enough to buy it and I need it 
real bad,' 
Sinkler said. "I was in plainclothes — jeans — and 


when I identified myself as a police officer, he freaked. He was 11 
or 12.'' 


Sinkler said his work at Palatine brings him in touch with high 


school students who have severe drug problems as well as those 
who drink just on weekends or at parties. 


"IF KIDS GO TO a party and they see others drinking or smok- 


ing (marijuana), the pressure is heavy," he said. " 'I can't not do 
it. Everybody will make fun of me,' they say." 


He tries to counsel kids away from drinking and drugs, but 


"sometimes I get through and sometimes I don't," he said. 


When he has had to call the parents of students who are drunk 


or stoned, he said he has gotten mixed reactions. 


"I get parents who laugh at me when I tell them something I've 


noticed about their kids," he said. "I see the attitude that drink- 
ing's OK as long as they're not doing drugs." 


Efforts to educate parents about handling their children's use of 


drugs and alcohol are not new to the district, principals said. 


"Three or four years ago, we set up a workshop for parents, 


primarily on family relationships, including (dealing with drugs 
and alcohol," said Carl Zdeb, principal at Conant High School, 700 
E. Cougar Tr., Hoffman Estates. "I think we had one response. If 
they don't come to us, I guess we have to do more to go to them." 


ALTHOUGH PARENTS seem to receive most of the blame for 


the alcohol epidemic, many parents are concerned and want to 
help control teen-age drinking. 


"Since my generation was brought up much differently, with 


much stronger discipline, we try to exert the same pressure," said 
Cy Plazak, a Palatine parent and member of the student behavior 
committee. "But for some reason, it doesn't work." 


It would be easy to do away with the problem of drunk students 


at social events simply by cancelling all the events, but commit- 
tee member's realize that the action would not stop kids from 
drinking. 


"Maybe you can control drinking by shutting things down, hut 


why?" asked Mark Mcfntosh, a junior at Fremd High School, 1000 
S. Quentin Rd., Palatine, and student representative to the board 
of education. "It doesn't serve any purpose."

point canvas, and with just a few 
professional suggestions, you can 
satisfactorily represent the sym- 
metric form of the butterfly for 
easier and more nearly perfect 
stitching. 


TO BEGIN a drawing of a but- 


terfly for needlepoint, you should 
first lightly sketch the desired size 
on a piece of white butcher paper. 


Then begin roughing in the body 


and the upper and lower wing on 
one side only. ' 


Refine your drawing, still using 


pencil, and put in all markings 
and veins. 


Then cut a piece of tracing pa- 


per large enough to accommodate 
your butterfly and fold it down the 
middle. 


Open the tracing paper and 


place it over your penciled draw- 
ing, with the fold down the center 
of the butterfly's body. 


Now, with a fine black felt-tip 


pen, trace one ha!f of tihe body 
and the one wing that you have 
drawn. 


Then refold the tracing paper 


and trace the half-body and wing. 
Open the paper, and you'll see a 
perfectly symmetric butterfly. § 


DECIDE ON your finished^li- 


mensions and mark a border'/on 
the required size of needlepoint 
canvas. Be sure you are using & 
Sanford Nepo Pen, which ipmade 
for this purpose. 


Center your inked drawing un- 


der the canvas and pin it securely 
to keep it from slipping. 


Place the drawing so that the 


tops of the wings fall upon the 
same horizontal canvas thread. 
The bottoms of the wings also 
should fall upon the same thread, 
and the sides of the wings should 
be an equal distance from the 
right margin and the left margin. 


Only by drawing carefully will 


you have a satisfactory design 
that will look good when stitched. 


Trace your butterfly onto the 


canvas and paint it with thinned 
oils or acrylics. When it's dry, be- 
gin to stitch your own design.

porous, anything anyone suggests is going to be experimental. Try 
making a paste of water with either dry fuller's earth or the 
granules used to line kitten boxes Both should be absorbent 
enough to dry out grease One reader was rebuffed by a couple of 
professionals she asked and went on her own She used one of the 
spray cleaner detergents and started from the bottom up, using a 
stiff brush The stains came off The first method is simpler and 
you ought to try it first Cover the area around the fireplace, 
especially if it's carpeted Water on carpeting can draw up the 
color from the padding and cause a permanent stain.

ELK GROVE VILLAGE 
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Ontario health plan guide for us 
f!

Has Medicare become merely an- 


other bureaucratic branch of govern- 
ment Instead of providing the neces- 
sary medical care for Americans? 


Since many senior citizens pay a 


disproportionate part of their small 
incomes for medical expenses, they 
forego the necessary attention which 
can aptly be termed as "preventative 
medicine." 


By this time most of us have 


learned the hard way that Medicare 
doesn't reimburse us for ;»U our costs 
of medical care. First, we have to 
take a $60 deductible, with anticipa- 
tion this will be raised in 1977. Then 
Medicare pays us only 80 per cent of 
what they consider 
"reasonable" 


charges but not what the doctor ac- 
tually charges us. And the yardstick 
for measuring the "allowable costs" 
stretches or shrinks in various local- 
ities according to the whim of the 
c l e r k processing your Medicare 
claim. The price we pay keeps rising. 
In 1977 there will be a 19 per cent 
increase in what Medicare recipients 
will pay to cover their share of hospi- 
tals and nursing homes. 


MAYBE IT IS TRUE, as some 


people say, that our medical bills 
would be less if we didn't have Medi- 
care. Some of us get sick when we get 
our medical bills. Is there a panacea 
for this? Doctors may call it "socia- 
lized medicine," but we have high 
hopes that President Jimmy Carter 
and the new Congress will pass legis- 
lation for a National Health Plan. 


Will it work better than Medicare? 


For the answer perhaps we should 
look across our Canadian border at 
the Ontario Health Insurance Plan. 


It is a comprehensive Ontario Prov- 


ince government-sponsored insurance 
plan providing a wide scope of medi- 
cal and hospital services, with a few 
exceptions, available to all residents 
regardless of age, state of health or 
financial means. Private insurers can 
provide benefits not covered by the 
plan, but the costs are carefully 
watched. 


MANY DOCTORS work under the 


plan and they are supervised by the 
Ontario College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and the Ontario Medical As- 
sociation. The college has adopted and 
enforces a regulation: "A physician 
shall be guilty of professional mis- 
conduct if he charges a fee in excess 
of the OMA schedule without prior 
notification to the patient." 


The Ontario Plan actually pays 90 


per cent of the costs for medical ser- 
vices required by a subscriber and his 
dependents. These include: Physician 
services at home, office, hospital or 
institution; services of specialists; 
diagnosis and treatment of illness or 
injury; treatment of fractures and 
dislocations; surgery; administration 
of anesthetics; X-rays for diagnostic 
and treatment purposes; obstetrical 
care, including prenatal and postnatal 
care, and laboratory and clinical ser- 
vices directed by a physician. 


The charge for an ambulance is $5 


for a trip 25 miles or less. Hopsital 


services include a ward room, regular 
hospital nursing service; X-rays and 
laboratory tests; drugs; use of oper- 
ating rooms; and anesthetic and ra- 
dio-therapy facilities. And occupation- 
al therapy, physiotherapy and speech 
therapy are provided for followup 
treatment. 


OPTOMETRIC SERVICES, when 


rendered by an optometrist, are reim- 
bursed 90 per cent of the cost. Also 
most of the fees for chiropractors, os- 
teopaths and podiatrists are covered. 
Items which are not covered by the 
plan are eyeglasses, artificial limbs, 
crutches, etc.; private nurses; cos- 
metic surgery; acupuncture, and den- 
tal care, unless it is performed as sur- 
gery in a hospital. 


Present premium rates are $16 


monthly "for one person and $32 
monthly for a family of two or more 
eligible dependents. And for those who 
prefer semi-private hospital accom- 
modations, there's an added cost of 
$3.25 monthly for one person and $6.50 
monthly for a family. For residents in 
the low income brackets, special pre-. 
miums are offered based on the per- 
son's financial tax structure. 


Of special interest to those who are 


growing older, effective Jan. 1, 1972, 
the Ontario Health Plan premiums 
were abolished for residents over 65

Good examines leaves killed by the below-freezing temperatures. 
A lesson to be learned 
from the Florida freeze 


Bad news brief: Cold snaps devas- 


tate Florida foliage. 


You'd have to see the ruins to ap- 


pieciate the full impact of the tecent 
fiee^e in Florida. . .eveiywhere north 
of Miumi dead specimen plants, vege- 
tables ravaged by the cold, orange 
growers running their trucks day and 
night to frozen juice processors in a 
desperate salvage attempt 


On Feb. 1 Disney World in Orlando 


looked like a disaster area. Land- 
scapers worked overtime to replace 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
wortn — maybe more — of dead bed- 
ding plants, croaking shrubs and 
huge, lifeless trees 


ONE OF MY FAVORITE exhibits, 


''SttibS Family Treehouse," usually a 
glory of lush greenery, was decimated 
foliarly. Only limp, shriveled leaves of 
schefflera. philodendton. orchids fro- 
zen dead in full bloom remained. 
Throughout the Disney park, dead ba- 
nana, bird of Paradise, so many spec- 
imens too numerous to mention, were 
completely knocked out by the Florida 
freeze 


Nursery firms operating under a 


two-week deadline to replace all of 
the bedding plants at Disney World 
said they were working 16 hours a 
day. Eventually all of Disney World 
nil! be beautiful again, but it will take 
much longer than two weeks to re- 
place some of the huge, old tree and 
shrub plantings. 


The Florida plant freeze will have 


an impact on all consumers All kinds 
of growers were affected: food pro- 
ducers, tropical plant growers, and 
that spells tack of availability and 
higher prices. 


Returning home, I discovered we 


had a cold snap of our own while I 
was gone. The furnace fan had conked 
out, 
and 
the 
house 
temperature 


dropped to 48 degrees. There was a 
solid block of ice in the humidifier in 
my plant room, my plantsitter said, 
so the temperature had to have 
dipped lower there. Amazingly, I lost 
only 10 plants out of ISO 


LUCKILY THE LADY whom I left 


in charge of checking my house did 
the right thing to keep the rest of my 
plants from croaking. 


After the repairman fixed the fur- 


nace she raised the temperature of

the house gradually, misted all the 
plants, defrosted and ran the humidi- 
fier, and made sure all the plants 
were removed from the path of direct 
sunlight coming through the windows. 
Plants with leaves showing signs of 
wilt or yellowing leaves were misted 
and bagged and put in low light to 
recover. 


I credit the survival of the lion's 


share of my plants to the use of liquid 
seaweed fertilizer, plus the fact that 
most of my plants are grown cool 
anyway — 55 degrees at night is their 
norm, and often they take 50 without 
so much as an acknowledgment Sea- 
weed is a great houseplant fertilizer, 
I feed every two months Seaweed 
also has the effect of giving plants the 
strength to resist light frost Never 
did I consider that added benefit to be 
a vital aspect of raising houseplants. 
Only when raising vegetables out- 
doors have I considered the cold-pro- 
tective qualities of seaweed fertilizer 
— up to now1 


PLANTS THAT BY their very na- 


ture can never stand low tempera- 
tures were shrivelled almost beyond 
recognition — African violet, dieffen- 
bachla, croton, bird of Paradise, 
pilea 


An interesting observation from this 


experience: Plants that are force-fed 
with the type of fertilizer that is 
added by droppersful at each watering 
do not have the stamina to survive a 
cold trauma like this These force-fed 
p l a n t s are pampered pets with 
seemingly luxuriant foliage but weak 
root systems and stems and succumb 
rapidly under survival test conditions. 


(At the time of the problem, I was 


keeping a few plants grown this way 
for another gardener. The woman had 
asked that I continue to care for her 
plants in this way — fertilizing every 
time I watered her plants. All four of 
her plants were wiped out.) 


How much we gardeners can learn 


about life from death!

TFGlV's 'Update on Health' overdue 


I'sing television, the country's most immediate 


and commonplace medium, to improve health educa- 
tion and information is long overdue, but it is finally 
happening. 


WGN-TV is taking an unprecedented step in Chi- 


cago area television with a multi-faceted, year-long 
medical series called "Update on Health" which pre- 
mieres Saturday on Channel 9. 


It is a health package that will include five hour- 


long specials to be shown at various times during the 
next year and a series of 90-second health informa- 
tion spots that will be aired between regular pro- 
grams beginning this spring. 


THE STATION WILL introduce its "Update on 


Health" package Saturday at 9 p.m. with the first of 
five documentary specials, "The Frightening Feeling 
You're Going To Die." 


The semi-drama is an account from actual medical 


files of three persons with heart problems and fo- 
cuses in on heart disease caused by high-cholesterol 
levels, pressure, smoking and over-indulgence. 


The four other one-hour specials will similarly deal 


with the problems of breast cancer, sex education, 
nutrition and diet, child-rearing and lifestyles relat- 
ing to health, 


"The entire health package is designed to help the 


public sort out the enormous amount of medical in- 
formation they have access to today. We want to 
help them put this information into perspective, and 
understand certain health conditions and what they 
can do to prevent certain diseases," said Dr. Tim- 
othy Johnson, director of health information and in- 
structor at the Harvard Medical School, who hosts 
the new medical series. 


JOHNSON. 49, will narrate the hour-long specials 


and will present the 90-second health information 
spots, several of which will be shown dally between 
programs beginning this spring. Johnson also writes 
a 
nationally syndicated health column, "House 


Call." which appears daily hi the Chicago Tribune. 


The $1 million "Update on Health" package is 


being produced on the East Coast and is being syndi- 
cated by the Boston Broadcasters Inc. and the J. 
Walter Thompson Co. 


An ABC affiliate station in Boston, WZVB, aired a 


pilot of the "Update on Health" series last year and 
received an average of between 3,000 and 5,000 tele- 
phone calls and letters from viewers each week. The 
hour-long specials have received Emmy nominations 
and several prominent medical Information awards. 


"There are limits to the series, however. We can 


supply the viewer with accurate, understandable in- 
formation about the latest in health care, but we 
can't diagnose their problems for them," said John- 
son, 
chairman of North Park Junior College, Rock- 


ford, and a native of Illinois.

experience. We want people to take the time to 
watch the programs and then sit down and discuss 
the information with each other," he said.

Curry leans toward conspiracy 


by DAN CARMICHAEL 


DALLAS (UPIt - The clouds had 


just parted, producing the makings of 
a crisp, sunny Texas afternoon. The 
handsome young dignitary waved and 
smiled as his motorcade moved past 
the fringes of excited admirers. 


Police Chief Jesse Curry, in the 


lead car and worried about an at- 
tempt to "embarrass" John Fit7$e- 
rakl Kennedy, said to himself "Well, 
uf'vc (tot it made now. The hard 
part's over." 


The motorcade was just a few hun- 


dred feet from safety — just past the 
skyscrapers of downtown Dallas and 
heading toward the security of a free- 
way. 


Crack. 
"What's that?" Curry asked, think- 


ing the sound was either a firecracker 
or a "railroad torpedo" used to signal 
train engineers. 


Crack. Crack. 


BEFORE THE SOUND of a third 


rifle shot had stopped echoing off the 
tall buildings, Curry realized 
the 


truth. Someone was shooting into the 
motorcade. 


Someone in the Presidential car 


shouted, "Let's get out of here.1' 


Horrified, his face contorted. Curry 


grabbed his microphone and ordered: 
"Get men on top of the underpass, see 
what happened up there . . ." 


A;- the motorcade lurched forward 


at high speed. Curry asked a mo- 
torcycle outrider, "What has hap- 
pened in the Presidential car — has 
someone been hit?" 


"Yes." replied the officer — and 


Curry had little doubt about who had 
been hit. His fear was confirmed as 
the cars screeched to a halt at the 
emergency ramp of Parkland Hospi- 
tal. 


That was 13 years 'ago. Since then, 


things have changed. And so has 
Jesse Curry. 


Retired now, he follows the con- 


t r o v e r s y surrounding Kennedy's 
murder through the media, occasion- 
ally speaking to assassination re- 
searchers. 


TllinTKEN 
YEARS ago. Curry 


gave little credence to any suggestion 
of a conspiracy. But today, he's not so 
sure. He does not believe accused as- 
sassin Lee Harvey Oswald was acting 
on his own initiative, even if he was 
— or wasn't — the lone gunman. 


He says theDallas Police Depart- 


ment protected Kennedy as best it 
could under the circumstances. He 
wonders why the FBI, which Oswald 
had contacted prior to the assassina- 
tion, did not relay information to ei- 
ther his department or the Secret Ser- 
vice. 


Curry says the route Kennedy's car 


followed was chosen for political pur- 
poses, not security. Had the Dallas 
Police Department chosen the motor- 
cade's path, he says, Kennedy might 
be alive today. 


"I don't accept the idea that Oswald 


w.is alone," says Curry. "I'm not say- 
ing someone was there in the window 
helping him shoot. But he was in- 
fluenced by other persons. Someone 
convinced him the President should 
be assassinated. I don't know who 
these people are." 


CTRHY SAYS the police depart- 


ment's investigation showed "no evi- 
dence of two gunmen. If there was 
another person, he sure got out of 
there (The Texas School Book Depos- 
itory) fast." 


Reflecting on the fateful day which 


changed his life. Curry says. "The 
first shot sounded like a fiiecracker 
or a railroad torpedo. When the sec- 
ond and third shots came, I was sure

it was rifle fire. There were people on 
the overpass, and they weren't sup- 
posed to be there. I could see people 
up there, but no officers. They were 
supposed to be on every overpass and 
underpass along the route." 


Curry says he had been "apprehen- 


sive" about Kennedy's visit. But he 
felt the worst that could have hap- 
pened would be an incident staged by 
dissident groups to embarrass the 
young leader. He ordered several 
such groups placed under 
surveil- 


lance. 


Had Kennedy's cm- gone safely 


through the triple underpass, Curry 
says the president would have left 
Dallas unharmed. The Dealey Plaza 
area, he says, was the last chance for 
an attempt on Kennedy's life. 


THE SHOTS rang out as the motor- 


cade reached the underpass. And Ken- 
nedy flew home aboard Air Force One 
in a flag-draped coffin. 


In retrospect, Curry concedes some 


aspects of the investigation of the 
murder should have been handled dif- 
ferently. 


Critics note not a single inter- 


rogation of Oswald was recorded, 
and that a Dallas policeman made an 
incorrect identification of the 
rifle 


found on the sixth floor of the School 
Book Depository. 


Curry said the Police Department 


had sought funds from the city for a 
"recording room," but the request 
was rejected. 


"It was a matter of economics," he 


said. "We didn't have recording facil- 
ities and I guess nobody asked that it 
be 
recorded. 
The 
office 
wasn't 


equipped for it. And frankly, it didn't 
occur to me or to anyone to record it. 
Maybe it was stupid, looking at it 
now." 


HE SAID OSWALD was "a very ar- 


rogant and surly type of individual. 
He didn't seem to be frightened by all 
the commotion that was going on. He 
seemed unperturbed, unconcerned. I 
think he had some training in inter- 
rogation methods." 


Initially, a Dallas officer identified 


the rifle'found in the School Book De- 
pository as a German Mauser. But 
the gun which was to be used as evi- 
dence against Oswald was an Italian 
Mannlicher-Carcano. 


"There was a mixup," conceded 


Curry. "I think the deputy sheriff 
didn't carefully examine the gun at 
first. It was a human mistake." 


Of the route Kennedy took, Curry 


said, "It was a political situation. If 
the decision was left to us, we would 
have taken him (Kennedy) off his 
plane at Love Field and by the most 
direct 
route to the Trade 
Mart 


(where Kennedy was to have spoken). 
But a Democratic committee deter- 
mined the route. They wanted the 
greatest exposure possible." 


S H O R T L Y -AFTER Kennedy's 


death, Dallas FBI agent James Hosty 
spoke with Dallas, Police Lt. Jack 
Revill. He said Oswald "is in our 
Communist file," had been in touch 
with "two known foreign subversive 
agents" within two weeks of the as- 
sassination and agents "had informa- 
tion that this man was capable ... of 
committing the assassination." 


Curry 
immediately repeated the 


conversation to reporters. He said he 
soon got a call from Gordon. Shank- 
lin, Chief of the Dallas FBI Bureau. 


Curry said he was told by Shanklin: 


"If you don't retract that statement 
immediately, I'm finished." 


Wanting to help a friend. Curry 


agreed to tell reporters, "I can't at- 
test to the conversation of my own 
personal knowledge." 


Now an attorney, Shanklin told UPI, 


"I never asked him to retract any- 
thing. As I recall, I just gave him the 
facts." Shanklin would not comment 
on why FBI information on Oswald 
was withheld from other agencies. "I 
did not make policy," he said, 


CURRY EXPLAINED the circum- 


stances of his retraction in a regis- 
tered letter to the official 
Warren 


Commission investigating the murder. 
It remained secret until September 
1975. 


Oswald, while in custody two days 


after the assassination, was shot and 
hilled by Jack Ruby. Ruby was admit- 
ted to the basement of City Hall, said 
Curry, by "an act of God." 


Curry said the basement had been 


properly sealed off, but an officer dis- 
obeyed orders and left the ramp area 
for a few seconds and Ruby slipped 
in. Had the officer been there, said 
Curry, he wouldn't haye allowed Ruby 
admittance — and Oswald 
would 


have stood trial. Curry generally 
stays at home now, and reflects on 
the incident and the whirlwind of 
events that engulfed him. 


BUT SPEAKING of a possible con- 


spiracy, he says "I just don't know. I 
wouldn't say that he (Oswald) was 
part of one or that he wasn't. I would 
think Castro could have been behind 
it. I wouldn't 'be at all surprised if 
he told his people 'do what you can to 
get Kennedy' " because of U.S. at- 
tempts to kill Castro. 


"That's human nature, to react that 


way. To retaliate in kind." 


He said he's more inclined now to 


believe a conspiracy was involved 
than he was 13 years ago. 


If there is a new congressional in- 


vestigation, he said, "I hope they can 
answer some of the questions that 
have since been raised."

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U.S. visa troubles for Italian reporter 


ROME (UPI) — The qulpsters at 


Italian Communist party headquar- 
ters say Alberto never got his visa to 
the United States because he waltzed 
off 
with Betty and made Jerry 


Jealous. 


"I once danced with Betty Ford at 


the White House dinner for (Italian) 
President Giovanni Leone," explained 
Alberto Jacoviello, a 55-year-old jour- 
nalist. 


"Ford may have been jealous but 


this is ridiculous," he chucked. 


Actually, Jacoviello has not been 


granted the visa — 10 months after his 
first application — because he Is a 
member of the Italian Communist 
party. 


COMMUNISTS, or those affiliated 


with Communist parties or publica- 
tions, are specifically denied visas to 
the United States by the so-called 
McCaren Act — a 1952 product of the 
cold war and McCarthyism. 


A correspondent for the Communist 


p a r t y ' s 280.000-circulation daily 
L'Unita since 1948. Jacoviello had re- 
quested a U.S. visa in order to open 
his newspaper's first Washington bu- 
reau. 


Despite the McCarren Act, L'Unita 


editors didn't expect any problems. 
Jacoviello had been allowed Into the 
United States on the special Leone 


tour and other Communist news or- 
ganizations, including the Soviet news 
agency Tass, already had offices in 
Washington. 


Western diplomats also hinted the 


U.S. government would look favorably 
on the choice of Jacoviello, an out- 
spoken man who has often refused to 
toe his party's line and who has more 
than once irritated party officials by 
writing exactly what he pleased. 


"When I first applied to the embas- 


sy in Rome last April, I was told that 
in principle there was no obstacle to 
the visa but that I would,have to 
wait for an okay from Washington," 
Jacoviello said. 


WASHINGTON has not responded, 


however, and periodic requests for in- 
formation on the application's status 
have been greeted with unofficial 
pleas for "pazienza (patience)." . 


"It's a scandal," said Jacoviello. 


"If they would at least have the de- 
cency to say no we could protest. As 
it is, we are left hanging." 


Jacoviello noted that U.S. corre- 


spondents need no visa to enter Italy 
and can work here permanently with 
only a minimum of formalities. 


"There is a question of reciprocity 


here," he said. "The Communist par- 
ty is a power in Italy today — L'Unita 
may be forced to ask the Italian gov- 


ernment to take appropriate mea- 
sures against say the Rome corre- 
spondents of the New York Times or 
The Washington Post." 


The Communist party is indeed an 


indirect power in governing Amer- 
ica's strategic NATO ally. In last 
June's election, 10 million Italians, or 
34.5 per cent of the electorate, voted 
Communist giving the party life-or- 
death power over the current Chris- 
tian Democratic party minority gov- 
ernment. 


U.S. officials complain that L'Unita 


chose a bad time to apply. Not only 
were Italy's elections coming up last 
April, but President Ford was then 
fighting a right-wing attack from 
within his own party. It was hardly 
the moment, U.S. officials said, for 
Washington to appear to be relaxing 
its attitude toward Italy's Commu- 
nists. 


BUT STATE Department officials 


privately say the McCarren Act is an 
outdated, pain-in-the-neck which they 
hope Congress will soon amend. 


U.S. Embassies abroad' have found 


numerous ways to circumvent the 
McCarren Act. In fiscal 1975, for ex- 
ample, 18,240 persons worldwide were 
denied visas to the United States be- 
cause of their political beliefs. Of 


those, 17,465 were later quietly grant- 
ed "waivers." 


A "waiver" visa is considered a 


snub by most, however, since it is for 
a shorter period, is not multiple entry 
and requires submission of a rough 
itinerary. 


Low-level Communists find it easier 


to obtain a "waiver" visa than rank- 
ing members of the party because 
embassies are afraid of the publicity 
more important Communists might 
generate both in their own countries 
and in the United States. 


Thus, in 1975, Communist leader 


Giorgio Napolitano was refused a visa 
to attend an academic conference and 
Sergio Segre, head of the party's po- 
litical section, was denied a visa after 
being invited to a U.S. Foreign P'olicy 
Council meeting in New York. 


YOUNG ITALIAN leftists say U.S. 


visa restrictions are in direct violation 
of the 1975 Helsinki agreement on se- 
curity and cooperation — which con- 
tained pledges to allow a freer flow of 
information and printed matter and 
promises to reduce visa and travel 
difficulties for foreign journalists. 


"The United States is always com- 


plaining that Moscow violates the 
spirit of Helsinki by restricting move- 
ment and a free exchange of ideas," 


said one young leftist. "You should 
look in your own backyard." 


The leftists also complain that 


members of the Neo-Fascist party, 
like party leader Giorgio Almirante, 
are allowed to travel freely in the 
United States. 


"Under the current law we are ob- 


liged to deny visas to Communists 
who might be assumed to be going to 
the United States for the purpose of 
conducting party business," explained 
Leo Wollenborg, Jr., a U.S. consular 
official in Rome. "The only restric- 
tions that apply to Fascists would be 
if they had been convicted of a war 
crime." 


ONE LABOR LEADER, a non-Com- 


munist but active in Italian New Left 
politics, was recently denied a visa to 
visit his family in the United States. 
While awaiting Washington's decision 
on a "waiver," irritated relatives tele- 
phoned the State Department. 


"He was here just last year and" the 


U.S. government seems to have sur- 
vived the trauma," said one sarcastic 
relative. 


"Thank you very much for the in- 


formation, Madam," responded a po- 
litely efficient State Department offi- 
cial. "I can assure you it will be tak- 
en into consideration in his favor 
when the case is reviewed."

Last trip for Wrigley ship; 
steamer faces auction block

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - It was the 


year 1924 when the "Great White 
Steamer" built by chewing gum mag- 
nate Philip Wrigley first sailed into 
the jewel-like harbor of Santa Cata- 
lina Island on its maiden crossing 
from Los Angeles 26 miles away. 


A band serenaded the 2,000 passen- 


gers with "Avalon," destined to be- 
come the theme song of the island. 


"I found my love in Avalon, beside 


the bay. 


"I left my love in Avalon and sailed 


away." 


In the years that followed, the 


morning arrival and evening depar- 
ture of the SS Catalina never failed to 
bring throngs to the dock. Boys dived 
into the crystal waters to retrieve 
coins tossed by passengers from the 
deck in an Anglicized version of South 
Seas welcomes. 
, PRESIDENTS Calvin Coolldge and 
Herbert Hoover made the trip. Lionel 


Hampton played at the island's Casino 
and young lovers kept on dancing 
cheek to cheek in the ship's ballroom 
on the voyage home under the stars. 


Wrigley, who owned all of Catalina 


for years until he sold most of it to 
Los Angeles County in 1974 for con- 
version into a park, had the steam- 
propelled ferry built at a cost of $1 
million to lure tourists to the barren 
island whose principal inhabitants had 
been wild boar, goats and bison. 


It was operated by various owners 


in the decades that followed. The 301- 
foot ship made 9,807 two-hour cross- 
ings carrying close to 20 million 
people. 
' 


In the 1960s and early 1970s it began 


to lose popularity. It was plagued by 
union troubles. There was rowdiness 
among the passengers, particularly 
teen-agers who ran wild on the decks 
on the return voyages. The captain 
began keeping a pistol in the wheel- 
house.

Good news? 


"You can expect continuing supplies 


of beef and pork during 1977 at only 
reasonable price increases,' predicts 
Richard Lyng, president of the Ameri- 
can Meat Institute in Chicago. 


"All red meat prices, which include 


beef, pork, lamb and veal, will in- 
crease only slightly due tothe increase 
in larger supplies of pork.'' 


He continues, "The extra large sup- 


plies of corn in 1075 and now predicted 
in 1977 translate into extra large sup- 
plies of hogs. That puts greater pres- 
sure on beef sates. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, lots of corn 


means lot ot pork. And lots of pork 
means competition with beef So beef 
ptices will stay with only reasonable 
ptice increases in the coming year," 
he explains. 


Beef supplies are expected to be 


down slightly. People who love the 
taste of pork are turning to it again 
now that prices have come down. 
Pork chops, once a steady American 
household item, are back in the frying 
pan. so to speak, thanks largely to na- 
ture's bounty in the form of a big corn 
crop. Prices will increase about 10 
cents per pound for beef and 5 cents 
for pork. 


BL'T THE PRICE of hamburger is 


likely 
to increase 
more. 
"Ham- 


burger." which is the trimmings of 
meat cuts and fat, is the lowest priced 


meat product. In general it is up to 25 
per cent fat. It is good from a nutri- 
tional standpoint, however, and one 
of the most demanded meat products. 


The price of hamburger has re- 


mained steady at less than $1 a pound 
thtough nearly all of 1975-76. This re- 
flects the market of grass-fed cattle, 
particularly the marketing of large 
numbers of cows from the preeding 
herd. 


Regular hamburger is the less than 


SI a pound type. But ground chuck is 
leaner and costs more. Top round 
ground costs even more but produces 
a finer quality meat. The less fat, the 
better the quality of meat and the 
higher the price. 


The following recipe, made with 


ground round steak, is a delightful 
variation on the hamburger theme. Be 
sure to have the butcher remove all 
fat 
before grinding. The chopped 


round tastes as though grilled over an 
outdoor fire. It is the private recipe of 


one New York's best cooks.

The pros and cons of going meatless 


by VALERIE BERG 


Imagine your family's surprise if 


they awoke to a breakfast of whole- 
grain cereal topped with soy milk. Or 
if you served them alfalfa sprouts and 
rice for supper Instead of meat and 
potatoes. And although your children 
might be happy to find peanut butter- 
on-whole-wheat sandwiches in their 
lunch boxes, they might balk at eating 
the fresh fruits and vegetables you 
packed for dessert. 


To the great number of Americans 


who have never dreamed of trading 
their Big Macs for soybeans, the 
thought of adopting a vegetarian li- 
festyle leaves a strange taste in the 
mouth. But in recent years many per- 
sons, from entertainers to college stu- 
dents, have opted for life without 
meat. 


Although reasons for giving up meat 


may be as numerous as vegetarians, 
many persons cite compassion for ani- 
mals or religious convictions or fear 
that meat contains unhealthy fats or 
additives. 


ESTELLE KASPRZAT, manager of 


Sunrise Farm Stores, Inc., in Arling- 
ton Heights and a vegetarian for 20 
yews, said she once suffered from 
headaches and sinus problems that 
disappeared after she stopped eating 
meat. 


"Once you get off meat you tend to 


stay away from it," she says. "Usual- 
ly people tend to eat things from taste 
because they haven't known any other 
way of living except to eat meat." She 
occasionally eats poultry, but salads, 
soups, whole grain breads and skim 
cheeses make up a good deal of her 
diet. 


Long Grove resident Lorna Koth- 


narl became a vegetarian after five 
years of marriage to her East Indian- 
born husband. "I lost my desire for 
meat as my convictions became 
stronger," she says. "It is much 
healthier. It's not appealing to eat

dead meat. We have a great com- 
passion for animals." 


BESIDES EAST Indian dishes, the 


Kothnari family eats a lot of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, homemade 
whole-grain breads, eggs and protein 
substitutes such as lentils, beans, 
cheese and soy products. They drink 
natural juices and take iron supple- 
ments. Mrs. Kothnari says her doctor 
approves of the family's vegetarian li- 
festyle. 


Evidence indicates that although 


protein is necessary for good health, 
meat — a common source of protein 
in this country — is not. But there is a 
drawback to vegetarian eating. 


"A vegetarian diet takes more plan- 


ning and skill to keep the calories at 
the recommended level, but still 
maintain an adequate diet," says 
Dorothy Landgraf, an adviser with 
the Cooperative Extension Service. 
"In a strict vegetarian diet it is more 
difficult to get complete protein." 


ALTHOUGH VEGETARIAN diets 


may include many variations, most 
fall into three categories: lacto-ovo- 
v e g e t a r i a n , which forbids meat, 
poultry and fish but allows eggs and 
d a i r y products; lacto-vegetarian, 
which forbids eggs also but allows 
dairy products; and strict vegetarian 
or vegan, which forbids all foods of 
animal origin. 


In a diet that allows dairy products, 


it is relatively easy for one to get a 
sufficient amount of daily protein. 
Eggs and dairy products, like meat, 
contain complete proteins; that is, the 
proteins contain all of the essential 
amino acids, or "building blocks," in 
the correct proportions needed by the 
body. 


Although some types of soybeans 


contain complete proteins, most vege- 
table foods do not. Legumes (beans 
and peas) and grains are good protein 
sources, but do not contain complete 
proteins. 


VEGETARIANS 
and 
carnivores 


alike can benefit from combining a 
source of animal protein, such as milk 
or cheese, in the same meal with a 
vegetable protein source to insure in- 
take of good quality protein. Typical 
combinations include cereal with milk 
or macaroni and cheese. Drinking 
milk with a meal is a good way to 
enhance the value of other protein 
foods. 


Good nutrition may be a relatively 


simple matter for vegetarians who eat 
dairy products, but vegans will have a 
more difficult time planning a nutri- 
tious diet. The American Dietetic As- 
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sociation warns that infants and 
young children need more protein for 
growth and development than they 
will be able to receive through non- 
animal sources. For adults, com- 
binations of grains and legumes or 
nuts in the same meal can provide 
complete protein. Good combinations 
include beans and rice, beans and 
corn or peanut butter on whole wheat 
bread. 


The ADA says that vegans will have 


to consume about 3000 calories a day 
in order to get the proper nutrients 
and enough calories for energy. Since 
this exceeds the recommended daily 
allowance of 2800 calories for the av- 
erage man and 2000 for the average 
woman, intake of extras like fats, oils 
and sugars will have to be kept to a 
minimum. 


HUNGER PANGS may come along 


with the increase in calories, at least 
during the transition period involved 
in giving up meat. Although bulky 
foods like fruits and vegetables may 
fill up the stomach quickly, they are 
digested faster than meat, which re- 
mains in the stomach longer and pro- 
vides a full feeling. 


Protein is not the only nutrient like- 


ly to be missing when one forgoes all 
animal products. Vitamin B-12, for ex- 
' ample, is found only in foods of ani- 
mal origin. Unless vegans take a pill 
supplement or drink fortified soy 
milk, a deficiency may lead to nerve 
deterioration. 


Calcium and riboflavin, a B vita- 


min, may be lacking if milk and dairy 
products are avoided. Several daily 
servings of legumes and dark green 
leafy vegetables or soy milk are 
needed to provide an adequate intake

The proof is 
in the alcohol 


As Henny Youngman might put it: 
Middle-aged woman walks into a li- 


quor store, asks for a bottle of gin. 


"What proof?" asks the clerk. 
"Well, as you may have noticed," 


replies the annoyed customer, "I'm 
well over the age of 21!" 


Proof has long been a mysterious 


bit of nomenclature and not only to 
the lady of the house who, according 
to industry statistics, is increasingly 
taking charge of the family wine and 
liquor cabinet. Many an experienced 
male chauvinist is vague about the 
term that plays such an important 
role in the spirituous and intriguing 
world of liquor and liqueurs. 


SOME PERSONS read the required 


by-law listing of proof on a label and 
conclude that it refers to alcoholic 
content. 


Not so 
John Doxat, the spokesman for 


Booth's Distilleries in London, Eng- 
land, explains proof in his book 
"Drinks and Drinking:" 


"The word "proof originated from 


testing spirits by mixing them with 
gunpowder. If, on the application of 
fire, the mixture Ignited, it was 
deemed 'proved'; if it simply sput- 
tered or extinguished the flame, it 
was considered unproved or 'under 
proof. 


"The Americans in due course de- 


cided on 200 for absolute alcohol and 
100 for proof, which is sensible but not 
nearly as logical as the French meth- 
od of indicating alcoholic content. In 
France, a label on a spirit that says 
40 per cent C»ay Lussac means pre- 
cisely that it has 40 per cent pure al- 
cohol." 


WHEN WHISKEY is distilled, proof 


plays a major role in determining its 
eventual character. Flavor and body 
is established at this time. When bot- 
tled, the proof assumes its strength 
Many popular brands are distilled at 
about ISO proof, which is later re- 
duced to the desired measure 


Now that you understand proof you 


know that the alcoholic content of li- 
quor in this country is half of the 
proof indicated. 


Higher proof, of course, is not al- 


ways an indication of better quality. 
Liquor preference, probably more 
than any other product, is based on 
personal taste. Each type of beverage 
has its share of loyal and dedicated 
followers who would rather you-know- 
what than switch.

Carter rebate gets setback 


by DON PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each Family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000.

Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO. Fla. 
(UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture, to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office, 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. 1, allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty.- Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said.

son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security.

• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3,000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
$2,400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or * 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

Toward meeting needs 
Senior citizen housing a 'start' 


The senior citizens housing project 


proposed for Hoffman Estates would 
be a "start" toward providing needed 
housing for the elderly and low-in- 
come families, says the chairman of 
the village's housing commission. 


The commission this week reviewed 


a $2 million, 72-unit project planned 
for three acres south of the Moon 
Lake Convalescent Center on Barring- 
ton Road. 


"Our housing assistance plan shows 


we need a lot more than this plan 
would bring, but this is a start," said 
Chairwoman Peggy Elgin. 


THE COMMISSION will present its 


findings to the village board, she said. 


Robin Construction Co., Chicago, 


developer of the other Moon Lake 
projects, has applied to the U.S. Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Development 
for federal assistance, and Mrs. Elgin 
said the village board must decide 
whether to testify in support of the 
plan. 


"We have the option of helping it or 


just staying silent," she said. 


The commission's report to. the 


board, Mrs. Elgin said, will include a 
reference to one "drawback" of the 
plan, which proposes 20 low-cost town- 
houses for families' in addition to the 
one-bedroom senior 
citizen 
apart- 


ments. 


PART OF THE village's housing as- 


'sistance plan states that low-income 
•housing should be built on various 
•sites so that no 'area of the village is 
identified as a subsidized housing 
pocket, she said. "Obviously, this is 
not on a scattered-site basis." 


Mrs. Elgin emphasized, however, 


that she views that as "not a substan- 
tial" problem. 


"But we feel we have to point that 


out." she added. "This is one factor 
that may be considered a drawback." 


The project also has a number of 


advantages weighing in its favor, Mrs. 
Elgin said. "The first basis is that we 
need it," she said. 


IN ADDITION, commissioners say 


the project would be located near 
shopping, hospital facilities and a fire 
station. And employes of the planned 
Community Hospital of Hoffman Es- 
tates and the nursing home could use 
the low-income housing, Mrs. Elgin 
said. 


Comr. Richard Regan said senior 


citizen housing is needed to let 
"people in the community remain in 
the community." 


"On the surface, I'd say it looks 


very, very good," he said. "There are 
70 units which I'm sure we could fill 
very, very easily."

Jerry DeBruyne -was glad to see the 
"exercise equipment distributor" who 
came looking for office space a year 
ago. 


But DeBruyne changed his mind •

One year and three raids later. 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Photo Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township, 


"WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than, desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to'"take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
'graphy . . . male models available1 by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polaroid camera to shoot pictures of a 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two,others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said. 
The others have not yet appeared in 
court. 


The studio cannot be closed unless a

The election of the Illinois Senate 


president came minutes before dawn 
Wednesday and it appears the Wauke- 
gan Democrat's analysis of the key 
ingredients was accurate. 


After 186 ballots State Sen. Thomas 


Hynes, D-Chkago, became 
Senate 


president. He quickly fulfilled 
the 


terms of the compromise that was 
reached to end the deadlock. Hynes 
named 
independent Terry Bruce, 


D-Olney; 
J a m e s 
Donnewakl, 


D-Breese; Philip Rock, D-Chicago, 
and Kenneth Mall, D-East St. Louis, to 
be assistant majority leaders. 


THE LEGISLATIVE leaders deter- 


mine when the Senate will meet, 
which committee will hold hearings 
on a particular bill and generally con- 
trol all o the action. 


The selection of Bruce and Hall rep-

sharing over committee chairman- 
ships appears to be a draw at best for 
the independents. 


The last power struggle in the Sen- 


ate two years ago resulted in the 
regular Democrats working to scuttle 
just about every bill the independents 
offered. That might not be as easy 
this time, but it is unlikely that the 
dispute will be quickly forgotten 


On the Republican side of the aisle, 


little has changed The expansion of 
the Democratic leadership means the 
Republicans will add one assistant mi- 
nority leader who will get another 
$5,000 in salary. 


"All this really amounts to is more 


cost for the state at a time when we 
really don't need it," one senator ob- 
served after catching some sleep.

The preliminary cost 
for the (86-ballot deadlock is more 
than $49,000 in per diem expenses and 
travel expenses alone. No figures ex- 
ist on salaries for staff and secretar- 
ies 


On paper the bottom line of the dis- 


pute appears to be a draw Indepen- 
dents will argue that even this was a 
victory against the dictatorial and in-

That may be true, but time will tell

Carter rebate gets setback 


by DON PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30.000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep, William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000.

Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO. Fla. (UPI) — In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials: said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. i, allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments" 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January, "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy, we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash.

bate to upper-income persons. 


Cotter said giving a $50 a person 


rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
if the administrate had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size of the stimulus 
package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the package." 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram, Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, taK cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 
• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard" deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3,000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
$2,400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

Golf course 'pros' drive for vote

Telephones will be ringing in Buf- 


falo Grove Saturday as proponents of 
the Buffalo Grove Golf Course pur- 
chase try to get out the "yes" vote. 


Despite a lack of visible opposition" 


for Saturday's referendum on the vil- 
lage's purchase of the golf course — 
the proponents won't rest. 


"We've only seen our Mends" at 


various information meetings on the 
purchase, 
said 
Village Treasurer 


Nicholas Rubino, a member of the 
golf course information committee. 


The committee says the facts and 


figures are on their side. 


THE PROPOSED GOLF course 


purchase will be financed through a 
$1.1 million loan from Allstate Insur- 
ance Co. Interest charges on the loan 


will cost approximately $600,000 for a 
total cost of $1.75 million to be paid 
during a 15-year period. 


By comparison Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict recently announced it hopes to 
buy the Chevy Chase Country Club, 
which has a course about equal to the 
Buffalo Grove Golf Course, for $3.5 
million by issuing general obligation 
bonds. 


Rubino said Buffalo Grove may 


have to levy taxes for the next nine 
years to help pay off the loan. He esti- 
mates the taxes would cost a home- 
owner with a house assessed at 
$10,000 only $14 during nine years. For 
the remaining period, revenues would 
pay off the loan. 


The village had been leasing the 


golf course from Harold Friedman, 


owner, for $66,000 the past two years, 
but that charge was scheduled to in- 
crease to $77,000 annually this year. 
Extra cost was one reason the village 
board decided in November to buy the 
course. 


BUT THE MAJOR reason may have 


been the board's desire to see the 
course preserved as open space at a 
time when such space is disappearing. 


"Open space is something that 


should be preserved. You have two 
choices. You're going to have a golf 
course or a development out there." 
said 
committee 
member Howard 


Keister. 


Despite the facts and figures, some 


question the purchase. 


Edward Osmon, a former trustee 


who is running for the village board 


this spring, has said it would be politi- 
cal suicide for anyone to oppose the 
purchase. 


YET OSMON HAS questioned the 


village's method of financing the pur- 
chase. He asks why a bond issue isn't 
sought instead of a loan. The interest 
payments would be lower, perhaps 5 
per cent as compared with the 7 per 
cent on the Allstate loan, and local 
banks and private investors could be 
involved through their purchase of 
bonds. 


Rubino and committee member 


James Shirley say a bond issue would 
cost the village at least $20,000 and 
might be difficult to sell.

One year and three raids later, 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Photo Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township, 


"WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . , male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

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Mackin's cup 
runneth over 
with pennies 


Some "worthy organization" in Elk 


Grove Village is going to get lots of 
pennies (or Tom Mnckin's thoughts, 


Mackin, owner of the 7-Eleven 


Store, 565 Landmeler Rd., has seen 
plenty of customers come to his store 
a penny or two short, and he thought 
it might be nice to help them out. 


A small ice cream cup sits unobtru- 


sively on the store's counter, bearing 
the sign, "If you need a penny, take 
one. If you have a penny, leave one." 


At first, Mackin wasn't sure the de- 


posits would cover the withdrawals, 
and he was prepared to replenish the 
penny supply from his till. 


Instead, the penny cup has turned a 


profit of $9 in three weeks. "When it 
gets to $10," Mockin says, "I'll donate 
it to some worthy organization In Elk 
Grove." 


"People come in all the time a pen- 


ny short," he says. "When they use 
one, I tell them to pay It back the next 
time they're here, and they almost al- 
ways do." 


And, he adds, they often add a few 


extras. Some people even toss in 
dimes and quarters, he said, but those 
coins are quickly converted to pen- 
nies. 


If Mackin finds coins on the floor, 


they go into the cup, too. 


"You get kind of tired of explaining 


it to everybody, but the regulars come 
In and toss In a few pennies," he says. 
"Everybody been receptive.'

A $100 reward has been posted for 


information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the persons who have 
slaughtered farm animals belonging 
to Tom Heckenbach of Palatine Town- 
ship and burned two of his backyard 
sheds. 


Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric social 


worker in Arlington Heights, who put 
up the money, said the reward "might 
discourage the Imbeciles" from any 
more harassment of Heckenbach and 
may encourage someone with infor- 
mation on the incidents to contact po- 
lice. 


Raddatz said he hopes the $100 will 


grow into a larger amount through 
contributions. 


"I assume people don't pull that 


kind of stuff without telling anybody," 
Raddatz said, 


SINCE DEC. 26 Heckenbach, who 


lives a pioneer life style, has been ha- 
rassed by the killings and burnings, 
and his life has been threatened in 
notos left after several of the In- 
cidents. 


Heckenbach thinks the harassment 


is In objection to his lifestyle and the 
condition on his front yard, at 373 


Maple Ave., which he has admitted is 
messy. 


Heckenbach lives in a house heated 


by wood-burning stoves. He uses kero- 
sene lamps instead of lightbulbs and 
he kept goats, chickens and ducks for 
fresh milk and eggs until the animals 
were killed by terrorists. 


The last incident occurred Feb. 4, 


when a shed containing a dozen chick- 
ens and four ducks was burned to the 
ground in Heckenbach's back yard. 


Raddatz said the attacks on Hecken- 


bach's lifestyle especially disturb him 
because he lives in a similar manner 
on a farm he owns In Wisconsin. 


"I'm living very much like he is on 


a place up north," Raddatz said. 


Meanwhile, Cook County Sheriff's 


investigators are continuing their in- 
vestigation of the killings and threats 
to Heckenbach's life. 


"We're still checking some leads 


and we've sent some evidence to the 
state crime lab," said Lt. Franklin 
Braun of the Cook County Sheriff 
Oept. 


Investigators have sent the three 


threatening notes Heckenbach re- 
ceived to the crime lab for a study of 
the handwriting.

Another battle in the war against

Zeroing in on Mount Prospect and 


communities adjacent to the village, 
the Northern Cook Civic Committee is 
working at a grass roots solution to a 
growing problem —• juvenile crime. 


The organization is chartered by the 


state with temporary headquarters at 
committee president Donald W. Ver- 
ciglio's home, 1205 W. Milburn, Mount 
Prospect. 


FOR THE PAST YEAR, Verciglio 


said, the committee has been settling 
housekeeping matters with the state 
to get the group off the ground. The 
committee now is soliciting'members 
and has set an orientation meeting 
tonight at 8 p.m. in the Mount Pros- 
pect Country Club Community Center, 
600 See-Gwun Ave. Interested resi- 
dents unable to attend the meeting 
should write the committee at P." 0. 
Box 242, Mount Prospect. 


There are no membership dues. The 


committee is a nonprofit organization 
run solely on1 contributions. "Our goal 
is to organize and direct youth activi- 
ties in the suburbs," Verciglio said.' 
"Not control them. We are not com- 
peting with the park districts. We will 
try to give the kids what they want." 


The committee eventually hopes to 


set up a working center that will at- 
tract youths. 
* 


Billiards, ping pong, softball and 


summer camp are some of the activi- 
ties planned once money is available. 
"In old terminology," Verciglio said, 
"it will be a hangout. It will be a 
place where young people can go for 
semi-organized ' activities. I 
have 


dealth with the kids in Mount Pros- 
pect and they need something like 
this." 


The Northern Cook Civic Committee 


is the largest among 27 similar com- 
munity committees in the Chicago 
area. It is the first major group in the 
northern suburbs affiliated directly 
with the Illinois Commission On Delin- 
quency Prevention. 


THE 12 CHARTER members are 


residents of Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine, Des Plaines and Wilmette. 
"We're people interested in the pre- 
vention of juvenile delinquency," Ver- 
ciglio said. "We .don't like to work af- 
ter the fact." 


Verciglio said the community com- 


mittee concept is not a new one. "It's 
new to the suburbs but it's been in 
existence in Chicago for 40 years." 


Neighborhood groups emerged in 


the city in the 1930s to form what 
eventually became the Chicago Area 
Project, which coordinates the efforts 
of the local organizations. "They were 
established for youths who felt alien- 
ated from organized activities like 
scouting," Verciglio said. "First the 
kids turned to play groups. Then they 
became street gangs." 


Verciglio said he first joined the 


community committee program 27 
years ago when he was 11. "I was a 
participant then but not in a criminal 
sense," he said. "I came from a split 
home and was looking for some place 
to belong." 


THE 
NORTHERN 
COOK Civic 


Committee is bounded by Devon Ave- 
nue on the south, the county line on 
the north, Lake Michigan on the east 
and the county line on the west. Ver- 
ciglio said about 60,000 school-aged 
children live within those boundaries. 


The committee operates differently 


from other youth service programs in 
the area, like Omni-House: Youth Ser- 
vices Bureau, Wheeling, and the 
Northwest' Mental 
Health 
Center, 


Rolling Meadows, both run by profes- 
sional social workers. 


"The big difference is that other 


community .organizations do not in- 
volve residents, parents and people 
concerned with what's happening in 
their own neighborhoods," said Daniel 
D. Brindisi, Cook 
County Super- 


visor for the Illinois Commission On 


Delinquency Prevention. "The com- 
mittees are organized and run by 
people facing problems with juveniles 
every day. I have nothing against pro- 
fessional workers but they live in a 
vacuum." 
' 


The committee, also works with 


youths referred to it by the Cook 
County Juvenile Court. "Then we try 
to find people in the community to act 
as a big brother to help the offender 
from committing a second crime. We 
work in cooperation with the schools 
and probation officers," Brindisi said. 


State criminal justice officials say 


juvenile crime, 
including murder, 


rape, prostitution, and drug abuse, is 
on the rise in the suburbs for several 
reasons. Population explosion and 
easier access to transportation have 
been cited as contributing factors to 
the increased rate of criminal of- 
fenses by youth. There are about 150 
community youth committees through- 
out the state. 


"Whatever the cause; it's there," 


Brindisi said. "The larger concentra- 
tion of people you have, the 'problem 
is bound to grow. There is pressure on 
the police, too. What was overlooked a 
couple of years ago today is of more 
concern in apprehending."

Clough was 20, divorced, with two In- 
fants to support, in need of a Job. She 
enrolled in a typing class. 


Now. 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, 'Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a Job In Gov, Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov, George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, 1 need you." _ 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing.' 


Mrs. Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared. 


The "blooming 
telephone," 
she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch l tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from Jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she Is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works, And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've hod occasion to bask In glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and • telephone. 


She ploys tennis, ohws, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and goes deep- 
sea fishing. 


"I'm a flah," the says, "I love any- 


thing to do with water. My friends say 
it's because my horoscope sign is Pla- 
ces." 


SHE'S PLAYED the piano since she 


was 5 and has taken up the classical 
guitar. She wants to learn to ski, 


"Honestly," she laughs. "I think I 


IH«<1 two lifetimes to learn all the 
things I want to do." 


.She sews nearly all her own clothes 
and her daughter's. She was admitted 
to membership in Mensa, the brainy 
organization which accepts only 2 per 
cunt of the population — those who 
meet Its stringent IQ standards. 


Her friends kid her that she left At- 


lanta "because I'd dated all the bach- 
elors down there." 


For relaxation she reads novels — 


lots of them. On a weekend, she says, 
she can go through six. In an evening, 
she'll start and finish two. 


She remembers leaving the Atlanta 


p u b l i c library with both arms 
wrapped around books. 


"YOU'VE GOT enough reading for 


a month," someone would sa'y. 


"Well, for a week, anyway," she'd 


reply. 


She says she began systematically 


to read every novel in the library — 
starting with those whose authors' 
names began with "A." She reached 
the "F's," — "then I went to work for 
Mr. Carter. 


Her daughter, Carol, 13, started in 


the juveniles at the "A's" and read all 
of them. Carol has stayed in Atlanta 
to finish the year at the Westminster 
School, where she is on full scholar- 
ship. 


Son, Doug, 14, who at B-feet-2 towers 


over her, came north with his mother. 
They live in a rented house in nearby 
Maryland. Lonely.at the start, Doug 
would call her at the White House af- 
ter school with a son's refrain: "Hey, 
mom. What's there to do?" 


Her children have taken her job in 


stride, but her parents are excited. 
Her father, a retired Army Signal 
Corps lieutenant colonel, used to take 
her along when he traveled around 
the world Inspecting secret commu- 
nications installations, 


SHE WAS BOnM at Ft. Jackson, 


S.C. "I'm an Army brat," she says. 


Mrs. Clough has given a lot of 


thought to organizing time, She hates 
to waste a minute.

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Power-sharing the name of game in Illinois Senate

The election of the Illinois Senate 


president came minutes before dawn 
Wednesday and it appears the Wauke- 
gan Democrat's analysis of the key 
ingredients was accurate. 


After 186 ballots State Sen. Thomas 


Hynes. D-Chicago, became Senate 
president. He quickly fulfilled 
the 


terms of the compromise that was 
reached to end the deadlock, Hynes 
named 
independent Terry 
Bruce, 


D-Olney; 
J a m e s 
Donnewald, 


D-Breese: Philip Rock, D-Chicago, 
and Kenneth Hall, D-East St. Louis, to 
be assistant majority leaders. 


THE LEGISLATIVE leaders deter- 


mine when the Senate will meet, 
which committee will hold hearings 
on a particular bill and generally con- 
trol all o the action. 


The selection of Bruce and Hall rep- 


resents an achievement for the inde- 
pendents, They managed to get Bruce 
returned to the leadership team. They 
also convinced Hynes to back down on 
p l a n s to name Charles Chew, 
D-Chicago, as part of the leadership. 
This paved the way for the selection 
of Hall, the choice of the Senate Black 
Caucus. 


The caucus was backing freshman 


S t a t e Sen. 
Harold 
Washington, 


D-Chicago. in a symbolic campaign to 
give the independent black senators a 
choice in the matter. 


The independents were quick to tell 


anyone who asked about the outcome 
of the marathon balloting that they 
had won a share of the power and thai 
they had forced the usually inflexible 
Chicago organization Democrats to 
bend, 


"SHARING THE power" became 


the battle cry of the independents. It 
seemed to outpoll "Gimme" as the 
most potent theme for the battle 
which has gone on since Jan. 12. 


But what kind of power was shared 


— old power or new power? This 
might be too fine a distinction to 
make, but If the impact of the lead- 
ership squabble is to be understood 
and remembered in the future, the 
flavor of the power must be deter- 
mined. 


When the voting ended Wednesday, 


Bruce was back in the leadership. He 
got there two years ago so this move 
merely preserves the status quo. 


Hall was added to the leadership, 


but Hynes will expand the leadership 
if he can get approval from the Sen- 
ate and the OK to give Hall the extra 
$5.000 that goes along with the title of 
assistant majority leader. This ap- 
pears to be new power — something 
that was not there before. 


HOWEVER. Hynes also got to put 


State Sen. Gene Johns, D-Marion, in 
the leadership. He will serve as chair- 
m a n of the Senate Democratic 
Caucus. This means no more money, 
but Johns will get to sit on important 
committee meetings. 


Totaling up the "power-sharing" on 


the leadership posts shows the regu- 
lars with one new leadership position 
and the, independent!) with one. 


The final tally shows that the pow- 


er-sharing resulted in the creation of 
three new committees that are divi- 
sions of existing committees. 


The education committee was split. 


State Sen. Arthur Berman, D-Chicago, 
will head the elementary and secon- 
dary education committee. 


BUT THE DEAL bypassed State 


Sen. Richard Newhouse, D-Chicago, 
the ranking Democrat -on the com- 
mittee. 


Newhouse will get the new and 


probably less powerful Senate Higher 
Education Committee. He may also

get the chairmanship of the Illinois 
Legislative Advisory Commission on 
Public Aid, a big budget, high-power 
panel that made headlines with waste 
in public aid investigations. But the 
panel is evenly split between Demo- 
crats and Republicans and Hynes can 
guarantee nothing. 


The other committee assignments 


will probably be broken down the 
same way. Regular Democrats will get 
the existing committees and the inde- 
pendents will get the newly created 
ones.

• "All this really amounts to is more 
cost for "the state at a time when we 
really don't need it," one senator ob- 
served after catching some sleep.

sharing scene. The preliminary cost 
for the 186-ballot deadlock is more 
than $49.000 in per diem expenses and 
travel expenses alone.

On paper the bottom line of the dis-

state senator. He has been reelected 
twice. 


FORMER LT. GOV. Neil Hartigan, 


who went through law school with 
Hynes and was an attorney with him 
for the Chicago Park District eight 
years ago, says Hynes is "a superb 
organizer" and credits him with put- 
ting together a strong organization to 
win his Southwest Side district seat.

Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO. Fla. 
(UPI)

vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan, 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges,* 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. 1, allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
lal program administered by the state 


''In a separate development, Lee 
C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a'grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands; of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 


, D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
' that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments" 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy, we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash.

This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
52,400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

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Citizens aim to deter youth crimes 


Another battle in the war against 


juvenile delinquency In the Northwest 
suburbs has broken out. 


Zeroing In on Mount Prospect and 


communities adjacent to the village, 
the Northern Cook Civic Committee is 
working at a grass roots solution to a 
growing problem — juvenile crime. 


The organization is chartered by the 


state with temporary headquarters at 
committee president Donald W. Ver- 
cigllo's home, 1205 W. Milburn, Mount 
Prospect. 


FOR THE PAST YEAR, Verciglio 


said, the committee has been settling 
housekeeping matters with the state 
to get the group off the ground. The 
committee now is soliciting members 
and has set an orientation meeting 
tonight at 8 p.m. in the Mount Pros- 
pect Country Club Community Center, 
600 See-Gwun Ave. Interested resi- 
dents unable to attend the meeting 
should write the committee at P. 0. 
Box 242, Mount Prospect. 


There are no membership dues. The 


committee is a nonprofit organization 


run solely on contributions. "Our goal 
is to organize and direct youth activi- 
ties in the suburbs," Verciglio said. 
"Not control them. We are not com- 
peting with the park districts. We will 
try to give the kids what they want." 


The committee eventually hopes to 


set up a working center that will at- 
tract youths. 


Billiards, ping pong, Softball and 


summer camp are some of the activi- 
ties planned once money is available. 
"In old terminology," Verciglio said, 
"it will be a hangout. It will be a 
place where young people can go for 
semi-organized 
activities.

The Northern Cook Civic Committee 


is the largest among 27 similar com- 
munity committees in the Chicago 
area. It is the first major group in the 
northern suburbs affiliated directly 
with the Illinois Commission On Delin- 
quency Prevention. 


THE 12 CHARTER members are 


residents of Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine, Des Plaines .and Wilmette. 
"We're people interested in the pre- 
vention of juvenile delinquency," Ver- 
ciglio said. "We don't like to work af- 
ter the fact." 


Verciglio said the community com- 


mittee concept is not a new one. "It's 
new to the suburbs but it's been in 
existence in Chicago for 40 years." 


Neighborhood groups emerged in 


the city in the 1930s to form what 
eventually became the Chicago Area 
Project, which coordinates the efforts 
of the local organizations. "They were 
established for youths who felt alien- 
ated from organized activities like 
scouting," Verciglio said. "First the 
kids turned to play groups, Then they 
became street gangs." 


Verciglio said he first joined the 


community committee program 27 
years ago when he was 11. "I was a 
participant then but not in a criminal 
sense," he said. "I came from a split 
home and was looking for some place 
to belong." • 


THE 
NORTHERN 
COOK 
Civic 


Committee is bounded by Devon Ave- 
nue on the south, the county line on 
the north, Lake Michigan on the east 
and the county line on the west. Ver- 
ciglio said about 60,000 school-aged 
children live within those boundaries. 


The committee operates differently 


from other youth service programs in 
the area, like Omni-House: Youth Ser- 
vices Bureau, Wheeling, and the 
Northwest Mental Health Center, 
Rolling Meadows, both run by profes- 
sional social workers. 


"The big difference is that other 


community organizations do not in- 
volve residents, parents and people 
concerned with what's happening in 
their own neighborhoods," said Daniel 
D. Brindisi, Cook County Super- 
visor for the Illinois Commission On 
Delinquency Prevention. "The com- 
mittees are organized and run by 
people facing problems with juveniles 
every day. I have nothing against pro- 
fessional workers but they live in a 
vacuum."

The last incident occurred Feb. 4,

to Heckenbach's life. 


"We're still checking some leads 


and we've ,sent some evidence to the 
state crime lab," said Lt. Franklin 
Braun of the Cook County Sheriff 
Dept.

threatening notes Heckenbach re- 
ceived to the crime lab for a study of 
the handwriting.

Settle salary dispute, Meyer urges 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer has asked the city council to 
try again to agree on an acceptable 
salary structure (or city employes. 


Meyer, who has promised to veto a 


compromise readied last week has 
called a closed session of the council 
tonight. 


"1 talked with a good number of al- 


dermen and wanted to see if some- 
thing could be worked out," Meyer 
said. "I'm not trying to convince any- 
one to vote one way or the other. I 
don't think the aldermen got what 
they were looking for or what they 
thought they were getting." 


LAST WEEK'S compromise 
pay 


scale offers raises to approximately 
35 of the city's 140 employes. Acting 
City Mgr. Charles Green said he has 
not calculated the amount of those 
raises. 


The compromise broke a two-week 


deadlock on the salary issue. In 
January, the council approved a pay 
plan that would have given about 
$170,000 to 100 employes, but propo- 
nents failed to muster the two-thirds 
majority vote needed to change the 
budget to pay the new salaries. 


After reaching the compromise last 


week, the aldermen approved the 


budget changes. If Meyer vetoes the 
new pay plan, the older, more gener- 
ous wage scale would take effect, and 
the city's budget now can cover the 
pay raises. 


When he examined the compromise, 


Meyer said he found that not only 
were fewer employes getting smaller 
raises but the raises were going to 
employes with the fewest years on the 
job. 


"SO FAR IT LOOKS like the newer 


employes are getting the raises and 
the older ones are getting nothing. I 
don't think this was the intent," he 
said. 


But Aid. Stephen Eberhard, 3rd, 


called the mayor's action "a political 
power play to gain the good graces of 
the employes. 


"The raises were in line," he said. 


"I think all the aldermen at the meet- 
ing were in agreement with the com- 
promise. 


"Now that I look at the whole pic- 


ture, I think Meyer probably had an 
ulterior motive," Eberhard said. 


Aid. William Ahrens, 2nd, said he 


supports Meyer's action and said he 
had no hint that a veto was possible 
until last week when Meyer suggested 
it to a group of city employes. 


"CERTAINLY I'll back his veto," 


Ahrens said. "It's a political maneu- 
ver available to the mayor, the gover- 
nor, even the president. It's nothing 
he invented." 


Ahrens agreed the ordinance was 


not what he thought he had voted for. 
"I thought the compromise we had 
was a good one, but when I worked on 
the figures the next day I felt we had 
sold these people down the river," he 
said. "When I saw he miflht veto, I 
felt good. We'll have another chance." 


Ahrens said he hopes the council 


can "sit down and discuss this thing 
like grown men and come up with an 
equitable arrangement. If not, we'll 
go to the veto." 


Supper cut short as car 
rams through family room

She 
enrolled In a typing class. 


Now, 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job in Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, 1 need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared, 


The '"blooming telephone," she' 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 


ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says In a month's .time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


I to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality, 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask in glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience."

FDA warns of lye coated pretzels 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
C o n - 


sumers were cautioned Wednesday 
that 19,000 cases of pretzels, some dis- 
tributed 
nationwide, are 
sprinkled 


with lye crystals that can burn the 
tongue, mouth and throat. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


announced recall of the pretzels made 
by Pepperidge Farm Inc., and dis- 
tributed under other brand names, 
along with 37,000 cases still in the 
company's stock. 


The lye crystals look like the salt 


crystals used on pretzels, the agency 
said in issuing a list of the con- 
taminated brands consumers should 
return to the place of purchase. 


IN THE CHICAGO area, The Her- 


ald checked Kohl's, Dominicks, Jewel 
and Butera stores. None of the affect- 
ed pretzels were on the shelves. 


Pretzels with the lye crystals were 


made at the Pepperidge Farm plant 
in New Holland, Pa., which now is 
shut down, the FDA said. 


It said earlier this month, two con- 


sumers in Detroit "received chemical 
burns to the mouth and tongue from 
eating lye crystals that were in the 
pretzel bags. Neither consumer was 
hospitalized and both have recovered. 


"Subsequent FDA examination of 


unopened pretzel packages has re- 
vealed the presence of sodium hydro- 
xide (lye) crystals." 


The FDA said lye and waler are 


used- to "give pretzels their glazed 
look. This process, properly carried 
out, is safe because pretzels absorb 
sodium hydroxide and the chemical is 
converted to sodium carbonate, 
a 


harmless substance, when the pretzels 
are baked. 


In this case the sodium hydroxide 


apparently was not mixed properly.

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Carter rebate gets setback

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to these 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn.. to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. , 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000. 


THE COMMITTEE'S decision would 


Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO, Fla. .(UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. 1, allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y State's Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments." 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy. we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash. 


deny any refund to 4.5 million tax- 
payers and would reduce the impact 
of Carter's refund by about $1 billion. 


An effort by Rep. J. J. Pickle. 


D-Tex., to reduce the phaseout to 
$20,000 to $25,000 was defeated 20 to 
13, but Rep.

ing slightly larger permanent tax 
cuts in exchange for denying the re- 
bate to upper-income persons. 


Cotter said giving a $50 a person 


rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
if the administratin had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size of the stimulus 
package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the package." 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram. Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, taK cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 
• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3,000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum, 
$2.400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business, 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

Ethics law more detailed: Burke 


A proposed Wheeling ethics ordi- 


nance will be more stringent and eas- 
ier to enforce because it more clearly 
defines prohibited activities .than the 
current code, Wheeling Village Atty. 
John Burke said. • 
• 
' 


Burke said the proposed law gives 


more detail to prohibited activities 
listed in the current ordinance, while 
adding provisions governing appointed 
officials and village employes. New 
provisions prohibit appointed officials 
and employes from participating and 
soliciting funds 
for political cam- 


paigns. 


The new law is expected to be 


adopted by the Wheeling Village 
Board in March. 


"Under the proposed ordinance, 


anyone serving on an appointed board 
or commission cannot run for public 
office unless they resign. My feeling 
is you can't be on a slate and not be 
associated with soliciting of funds," 
Burke said. 


TWO TRUSTEE candidates in the 


April election — Hugh Sommerfeld, a 
plan commission member and Walter 
Stryzcyk, chairman of the environ- 
mental advisory commission — will 
be affected by this provision if the law 
is adopted before the election. 


Conflict of interest also is redefined 


under the proposed ordinance, Burke 
said. 


"The ordinance will allow a board 


member to vote as long as he in- 
dicates any financial or personal in- 


terest. It has to be done very care- 
fully, though. If he votes himself a fi- 
nancial return, it would be unethical," 
he said. 


The proposed ordinance also prohi- 


bits "any kind of gift giving" to offi- 
cials and public employes, Burke said. 
The current code prohibits gifts only 
if they exceed $50 in value. 


OTHER PROVISIONS of the pro- 


posed ordinance are: 


• No official 
or employe 
will 


request or permit the use of village- 
owned vehicles, equipment, materials 
or property for personal convenience 
or profit or political purposes. 


• No official or employe shall rep- 


resent private interests before the 
board. 


• No official or employe shall ac- 


cept private employment that would 
be incompatible with the proper dis- 
charge of his duties or impair his in- 
dependence or judgment in the per- 
formance of his official duties. 


The ethics committee last year 


asked for a revision of the ordinance, 
saying the provisions were too restric- 
tive. The ordinance, approved in April 
1975, applies to trustees and members 
of commissions and committees. 


Violation of the ethics code can re- 


sult in fines and in some cases, re- 
moval from office. Village officials 
proposed the ethics ordinance after 
the 1974 indictment of. six village and 
county officials in a builder shake- 
down scandal. Four of the six pleaded 
guilty to the charges. 


Nudes giving complex a.. .er.. .complex! 


He had just evicted one tenant, so 


Jerry DeBruyne was glad to see the 
"exercise equipment distributor" who 
came looking for office space a year 
ago. 


But DeBruyne changed his mind 


quickly: The new tenant moved in one 
afternoon and was busted for prostitu- 
tion that night. 


One year and three raids later, 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Photo Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


'•WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . . male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a sum man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polaroid camera to shoot pictures of a 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two^ 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said. 
The others have not yet appeared in 
court. 


The studio cannot be closed unless a 


civil court declares it a public nui- 
sance. The state's attorney's office. 
has filed a complaint against County 
Photo Studio I in unincorporated Ley- 
den Township, but that is not neces- 
sary for Studio II because of DeBr- 
uyne's eviction action, she said. 


"I do not think we'll be going after 


County Photo II unless it's not 
evicted," she said. 


DeBruyne, who said he is anxious to 


evict the studio, said it's been difficult 
to get a court date It seems the case 


file has been lost by the county courts 
until this week, he said. Ms. Kinnard 
said the case should be in court within 
a week. 


"I really believed it to be a legiti- 


mate operation," DeBruyne said. 


When the business first opened, it 


was called the "Pleasure Island Spa." 
Since then, it has changed names 
about five times, DeBruyne said. 


"I don't like it because of the

Kenneth Michaels, owner of Mi-

The director of a nonprofit medical 


clinic in Roiling Meadows is seeking 
$10.000 from each of four Northwest 
suburban township boards to expand 
the health center. 


Barbara Michelin, director of the 


Pembury Health Care Center, 1545 
Micks Kd.. opened the clinic last Octo- 
ber for two nights each week. With 
Sto.OOO from each of the boards in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships, she said, the clin- 
ic can be open every weekday and 
Saturday mornings. 


Pembury shares its building and 


staff 
with 
the 
Crossroads 
Clinic, 


which specializes in pregnancy and 
venereal disease testing and abortion 
referral for teen-agers. 


Assistant Administrator Barrie Burr 


said Pembury charges $2 for a blood 
pressure check and $2 for a vaccina- 
tion. 


MS. MICUELIN SAID no one will be 


turned away from the clinic and no 
need must be established. Ms. Mich- 
elin said she began planning the new 
health center last year when she real- 
ized 
many 
health services 
were 


needed which Crossroads did not pro- 
vide. 
, 


"I'm out a lot and saw the need, 


things like a cheap school physical. I 
thought, we have the space and the 
facilities, that are not used during the 
day, so why not use them." 


Ms. Michelin said although Pembu- 


ry and Crossroads will share facil- 
ities, the two health centers are sepa- 
rate and will have different hours. 


"I don't want teen-agers staying 


away because they know adults will be 
here and — don't want adults staying 
away because of the controversy 
Crossroads has had," she said. 


Ms. Michelin estimated the first 


year's budget at $176,000, but said it 
could be altered by the amount of pa- 


tients the center receives. If she recei- 
ves the initial grant, she said patient 
fees will keep the center going. 


CROSSROADS GETS funds 
from 


the U. S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare, but Pembury will not 
because HEW funds go only to family 
planning facilities, Ms. Michelin said. 


Ms. Michelin's request came up at a 


Palatine Township Board meeting 
Monday night and a public hearing 
was scheduled March 7 to consider it. 


Howard Olson, Palatine Township 


supervisor, said he knows little about 
Pembury, but his attitude is favor- 
able. 


"Our case workers are quite en- 


thused," he said. "There apparently 
is a need for this kind of facility in the 
community." 


Pauline Lucas, Elk Grove Township 


general assistance director said she is 
familiar with Crossroads and assumes 
Pembury will be of the same quality.

Grove Village is going to get lots of »* 
pennies for Tom Mackin's thoughts. 


Mackin, owner of the 7-Eleven 


Store, 563 Landmeier Rd., has seen 
plenty of customers come to Ms store' 
a penny or two snort, and he thought 
it might be nice to help them out. 


A small ice cream cup sits unobtru- 


sively on the store's counter, bearing 
the sign, "If you need a penny, take 
one. If you have a penny, leave one." 


At first, Mackin wasn't sure the de- 


posits would cover the withdrawals, 
and he was prepared to replenish the 
penny supply from his till. 


Instead, the penny cup has turned a 


profit of $9 in three weeks. "When it 
gets to $10," Mackin says, "I'll donate 
it to some worthy organization in Elk 
Grove." 


"People come in all the time a pen- 


ny short," he says. "When they use 
one, I tell them to pay it back the next 
time they're here, and they almost al- 
ways do." 


And, he adds, they often add a few 


extras. Some people even toss in 
dimes and quarters, he said, but those 
coins are quickly converted to pen- 
nies. 


If Mackin finds coins on the floor, 


they go into the cup, too. 


"You get kind of tired of explaining 


it to everybody, but the regulars come 
in and toss in a few pennies," he says. 
"Everybody's been receptive.'

A $100 reward has been posted for 


Information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the persons who have 
slaughtered farm animals belonging 
to Tom Heckenbach of Palatine Town- 
ship and burned two of his backyard 
sheds. 


Alan Haddatz, a psychiatric social 


worker in Arlington Heights, who put 
up the money, said the reward "might 
discourage the imbeciles" from any 
more harassment of Heckenbach and 
may encourage someone with infor- 
mation on the incidents to contact po- 
lice. 


Raddatz said he hopes the $100 will 


grow into a larger amount through 
contributions. 


"I assume people don't pull that 


kind of stuff without telling anybody," 
Raddatz said. 


SINCE DEC. 26 Heckenbach, who 


lives a pioneer life style, has been ha- 
rassed by the killings and burnings, 
and his life has been threatened in 
notes left after several of the in- 
cidents. 


Heckenbach thinks the harassment 


is in objection to his lifestyle and the 
condition on his front yard, at 373 


Maple Ave., which he has admitted is 
messy. 


Heckenbach lives in a house heated 


by wood-burning stoves. He uses kero- 
sene lamps instead of lightbulbs and 
he kept goats, chickens and ducks for 
fresh milk and eggs until the animals 
were killed by terrorists. 


The last incident occurred Feb. 4, 


when a shed containing a dozen chick- 
ens and four ducks was burned to the 
ground in Heckenbach's back yard. 


Raddatz said the attacks on Hecken- 


bach's lifestyle especially disturb him 
because he lives in a similar manner 
on a farm he owns in Wisconsin. 


"I'm living very much like he is on 


a place up north," Raddatz said. 


Meanwhile, Cook County Sheriff's 


Investigators are continuing their in- 
vestigation of the killings and threats 
to Heckenbach's life. 


"We're still checking some leads 


and we've sent some evidence to the 
state crime lab," said Lt, Franklin 
Braun of the Cook County Sheriff 
Dept. 


Investigators have sent the three 


threatening notes Heckenbach 're- 
ceived to the crime lab for a study of 
the handwriting.

to get the group off the ground.'The 
committee now is soliciting members 
and has set an orientation meeting 
tonight at 8 p.m. in the Mount Pros- 
pect Country Club Community Center, 
600 See-Gwun Ave. Interested -resi- 
dents unable to attend the meeting 
should write the committee at P.: 0. 
Box 242, Mount Prospect. 


There are no membership dues. The 


committee is a nonprofit organization 
run solely on contributions. "Our goal 
is to organize and direct youth activi- 
ties in the suburbs," Veroiglio said. 
"Not control them. We are not com- 
peting with the park districts. We will 
try to give the kids what they want." 


The committee eventually hopes to 


set up a working center that will at- 
tract youths. 


Billiards, ping pong, Softball and 


summer camp are some of the activi- 
ties planned once money is available.

The Northern .Cook Civic Committee 


is the largest among 27 similar com- 
munity committees in the Chicago 
area. It is the first major group in the 
northern suburbs affiliated directly 
with the Illinois Commission On Delin- 
quency Prevention.

THE 12 CHARTER members are 


residents of Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine, Des Plaines and Wilmette. 
"We're people interested in the pre- 
vention of juvenile delinquency," Ver- 
ciglio said. "We don't like to work af- 
ter the fact." 


Verciglio said the community com- 


mittee concept is not a new one. "It's 
new to the suburbs but it's been in 
existence in Chicago for 40 years." 


Neighborhood groups emerged in 


the city in the 1930s to form what 
eventually became the Chicago Area 
Project, which coordinates the efforts 
of the local organizations. "They were 
established for youths who felt alien- 
ated from organized activities like 
scouting," Verciglio said. "First the 
kids turned to play groups. Then they 
became street gangs." 


Verciglio said he first joined the 


community committee program 27 
years ago when he was 11. "I was a 
participant then but not in a criminal 
sense," he said. "I came from a split 
home and was looking for'some plaice 
to belong."

Committee is bounded by Devon Ave- 
nue on the south, the county line on 
the north, Lake Michigan on the east 
and the county line on the west. Ver- 
ciglio said about 60,000 school-aged 
children live within those boundaries. 


The committee operates differently 


from other youth service programs in 
the area, like Omni-House: Youth Ser- 
vices Bureau, Wheeling, and the 
Northwest 
Mental Health Center, 


Rolling Meadows, both run by profes- 
sional social workers. 
. 


Delinquency Prevention. "The com- 
mittees are organized and run by 
people facing problems with juveniles 
every day. I have nothing against pro- 
fessional workers but they live in a 
vacuum." 


The committee, also works with 


youths referred to it by the Cook 
County Juvenile Court. "Then we try 
to find people in the community to act 
as a big brother to help the offender 
from committing a second crime. We 
work in cooperation with the schools 
and probation officers," Brindisi said. 


State criminal justice officials say 


juvenile crime, including murder, 
rape, prostitution, and drug abuse, is 
on the rise in the suburbs for several 
reasons. Population 
explosion and 


easier access to transportation have 
been cited as contributing factors to 
the increased rate of criminal of- 
fenses by youth. There are about 150 
community youth committees through- 
out the state. 


"Whatever the cause,, it's there," 


Brindisi said. "The larger concentra- 
tion of people you have, the problem 
is bound to grow. There is pressure on 
the police, too. What was overlooked a 
couple of years ago today is of more 
concern in apprehending."

Where some things are destroyed, 


others take flight And so as workmen 
tore down parts of Msujyville Academy 
Wednesday, birds found the razed 
buildings a perfect place to spread 
their wings and launch a flight into 
something new. 


Men and machines mixed their ef- 


forts in demolishing eight of the build- 
ings at the Oes Plaines home for 
wards of the state. 


Workmen toiled over minute details 


while wrecking equipment attacked 
the larger tasks. The jaws of a bull- 
dozer displayed its force as the metal 
teeth bit a large chunk out of one 
building. 


With only barren structures remain- 


ing of what once was the academy's 
refectory and dormitories, the places 
once filled with running children died 
in desolation. 


A desolate landscape remains where the buildings of Maryville Academy once stood. 


Secretary types 
her way to top 
at White House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Susan 


Clough was 20, divorced, with two in- 
fants to support, in need of a job. She 
enrolled in a typing class. 


Now. 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job In Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov, George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, I need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work, 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared. 


The "blooming telephone," she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
Mouse mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do k. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask in glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and a telephone. 


She plays tennis, chew, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and got* deep- 
sea fishing. 


"I'm a fish," she says, "I love any- 


thing to do with water. My friend* say 
it's because my horoscope sign to Pis- 
ces." 


SHE'S PLAYED the piano since she 


was 5 and has taken up the classical 
guitar. She wants to learn to ski. 


"Honestly," she laughs. "I think I 


need two lifetimes to learn all the 
things I want to do." 


She sews nearly all her own clothes 


and her daughter's. She was admitted 
to membership in Mensa, the brainy 
organization which accepts only 2 per 
cent of the population — those who 
meet its stringent IQ standards. 


Her friends kid her that she left At- 


lanta "because I'd dated all the bach- 
elors down there." 


For relaxation she reads novels — 


lots of them. On a weekend, she says, 
she can go through six. In an evening, 
she'll start and finish two. 


She remembers leaving the Atlanta 


p u b l i c library with both arms 
wrapped around books. 


"YOU'VE GOT enough reading for 


a month," someone would say. 


"Well, for a week, anyway," she'd 


reply. 


She says she began systematically 


to read every novel in the library — 
starting with those whose authors' 
names began with "A." She reached 
the "F's," — ".then I went to work for 
Mr. Carter. 


Her daughter, Carol,-13, started in 


the juveniles at the "A's" and read all 
of them. Carol has stayed in Atlanta 
to finish the year at the Westminster 
School, where she is on full scholar- 
ship. 


Son, Doug, 14, who at 6-feet-2 towers 


over her, came north with his mother. 
They live in a rented house in nearby 
Maryland. Lonely at the start, Doug 
would call her at .the White House af- 
ter school with a son's refrain: "Hey, 
mom. What's there to do?" 


Her children have taken her job in 


stride, but her parents are excited. 
Her father, a retired Army Signal 
Corps lieutenant colonel, used to take 
her along when he traveled around 
the world inspecting secret commu- 
nications installations. 


SHE WAS BORN at Ft. Jackson, 


S.C. "I'm an Army brat," she says. 


Mrs. Clough has given a lot of 


thought to organizing time. She hates 
to waste a minute. She separates pa- 
pers into two piles — those she must 
concentrate on, and those she can 
deal with while talking on the phone. 


She works from about 7:15 a.m. to 


8:30 or 7 p.m., in accordance with her 
efficiency ideas. 


"Why spend an hour in traffic when 


you can wait and get some work done 
and get home in 20 minutes?" she 
asks. 


At home, she learned bow to put the 


hair dryer on a shelf and do her iron- 
ing while her hair was drying, she 
says. 


But now, with time even more pre- 


cious, she says, she goes to steep with 
her hair wet.

Carter rebate gets setback

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Caitei's 
proposed $50 a person rebate lo those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep William. 
Cotter, D-Conn , to "phase out" the 
rebate giadually ss family income 
rose ftom $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or pei- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000.

Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand juiy m Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of iood stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help tarm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found/ it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando aiea 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey 
they aie negotiable in-

DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide 
We'ie one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said 


Eagan said his agents got a supply

Dist. 207 rolls to drop 2,600: study

High School Dist 207 may lose more 


than 2,600 students in the next five 
years, according to new emollment 
projections for the district 


Robert Jacobsen, director of special 


projects, this week told the board's 
education committee Dist 207 enroll- 
ment may drop from 11,626 students 
this year to 8,950 students in the 1981- 
82 school year 


Jacobsen said his projections are 


based on declining enrollments in the 
Maine Township elementary school 
districts which feed into Dist 207 


A 2 PER CENT drop m Dist 207 


enrollment this year reflected a down- 
waid trend on the elementary level 
that began about five years ago. 


Jacobsen said pi ejections indicate 


the distnct will lose 2,317 students in 
the next five years Considering stu- 
dents who drop out or graduate early, 
the district can expect an enrollment 
drop of 2,676 students, he said 


The higher figure is "the most rea- 


listic" and is the best one to use in 
forecasting enrollments in the district, 
Jacobsen said 


DIST. 207 has an advisory com- 


mittee of teachers, 
administrators 


and board members studying declin- 
ing enrollment in the four Maine 
Township high schools 
The com- 


mittee is studying how large a drop 
the district can expect and what can 
be done 


Supt Richard Short said by early 


April the administration should have 
pi ejections on the long-range financial 
situation m the distnct based on the 
emollment forecasts 


Short said it appeals the district 


will be able to increase its budget in 
the next two years but in three years 


we have got to start our budget back 


down again" in keeping with the low- 
er number of students

Vernon Ecklund, the seventh and 


last candidate to enter Des Plaines' 
mayoral race, Wednesday opened his 
campaign saying the election will be 
dominated by personality, not issues. 


Promising to "get out to meet the 


people," Ecklund, 49, said he did not 
have a specific platform, but would 
instead "campaign on myself." 


"Really, I don't think there are that 


many issues that somebody could 
come up with in the campaign. I think 
it's going to be a personality cam- 


Dist. 26 to seek 74-cent 
tax boost in referendum 


The River Trails Dist. 26 Board of 


Education will ask voters to approve 
a tax increase of 74 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation in the March 19 
referendum. 


If the referendum is approved, the 


tax rate in the district's education 
fund will Increase from its current 
$1.60 per $100 of assessed valuation to 
$2.34 per $100 of assessed valuation. 


The board Wednesday night voted to 


lower the amount it is seeking in the 
referendum from $1.19 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation to 74 cents. 


This Increase, if approved, would be 


spread over the next two years, the 
board decided. A resident whose home 
is assessed at $10.000 would pay $74 
more in school district taxes by 1979 
than is paid now. 


THE BOARD changed its referen- 


dum request because new property 


Optional pupil 
activity fees at 
Oakton studied 


A proposal to make student activity 


fees optional rather than mandatory 
at Oakton Community College is being 
studied by the board of trustees' fi- 
nance committee. 


Trustee Harriet Ritter said the 


mandatory $10 student activity fee for 
all persons enrolling at Oakton is un- 
fair. 


"For a four-year college it's differ- 


ent, but for a community college the 
fee is superfluous," she said. 


The college's fall, 1976 enrollment 


was 6.2S2, of which 70 per cent were 
part-time students. The enrollment 
figures show that 35 per cent of the 
students enrolled are older than 25. 


Ritter said student activities repre- 


sent a "duplication of already existing 
programs in the community" and a 
"duplication of the social programs of 
the average family." 


"It's highly unnecessary to place this 


burden on 0.000 people for the activi- 
ties of a handful," she said.

assessments for the Dist. 26 area in- 
dicate the tax rate needed to raise the 
same amount of money as a $1.19 in- 
crease would bring could be lower. 


A survey of the district's home- 


owners shows the latest assessments 
in Dist. 26 are up an average of 20 per 
cent, business manager Ralph Beau- 
doin said. 


If voters approved the 74-cent tax 


increase, 47 cents of the amount 
would be levied in 1978-79 and 27 cents 
will be levied in 1979-80, Beaudoin 
said. A resident owning a home as- 
sessed at $10,000 would pay $47 more 
in taxes the first year and $27 more 
the second year. 


The board also agreed to spread the 


tax increase over two years instead of 
three years as originally planned with 
the $1.19 request. 


SEVERAL board members said 


they were reluctant to request a 
three-year tax levy because the dis- 
trict's financial condition in the third 
year was uncertain. They also said 
they would prefer to ask voters to ap- 
prove an amount lower than $1.19. 


"The revenue picture in education 


changes very frequently. The board is 
concerned about the reliability of pro- 
jections that far out in time," Beau- 
doin said. 


Wednesday's decision, at a special 


board meeting, was the third time the 
board has changed the amount it 
would seek in the tax referendum. 


The board first decided to ask for 


an increase of 62 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. This amount was 
changed last month to $1.19 when the 
board learned a recent change in 
state law allows the district to raise 
its tax rate as high as it wants with- 
out losing state aid.

ECKLUND, OF 982 Woodlawn Ave., 


is married and has four children. An 
18-year resident of the city, he is em- 
ployed by the Fort Dearborn Lith- 
ograph Co., Miles.

that upsets me the most is that park- 
ing lot." He said he thought the Beh- 
rel Parking Plaza at Miner and Ellin- 
wood streets would be the source of 
increasing traffic problems. 


"I was happy to see the city went 


with a full-time mayor," Eeklund 
said. He said cities that hire full-time 
city managers and part-time mayors 
end up spending more for poorer ser- 
vices.

in the mayor's race: Lorraine Angell, 
2843 Sycamore St.; Mayor Charles J. 
Bolek, 1388 Dennis PL; Walter Clou- 
tier, 84? North Ave.; Chris Figge, 696

ny short," he says. "When they use 
one. 1 tell them to pay it back the next 
time they're here, and they almost al- 
ways, do."

If Mackin finds coins on the floor,

Tuesday, As- 
sociate Judge Joseph R. Sclnvaba of 
the Cook County Circuit Court decided 
the bond was too low and reissued the 
uarrant on a $50.000 bond. 


POLICE WENT TO Uysaloglu's

A $100 reward has been posted for 


information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the persons who have 
slaughtered farm animals belonging 
to Tom Heckenbach of Palatine Town- 
ship and burned two of his backyard 
sheds. 


Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric social 


worker In Arlington Heights, who put 
up the money, said the reward "might 
discourage the imbeciles" from any 
more harassment of Heckenbach and 
may encourage someone with infor- 
mation on the incidents to contact po- 
lice 


Raddatz said he hopes the $100 will 


grow into a larger amount through 
contributions. 


"I assume people don't pull that 


kind of stuff without telling anybody," 
Raddatz said. 


SINCE DEC. 26 Heckenbach, who 


lives a pioneer life style, has been ha- 
rassed by the killings and burnings, 
and his life has been threatened in 
notes left after several of the in- 
cidents, 


Heckenbach thinks the harassment 


is in objection to his lifestyle and the 
condition on his front yard, at 373 
Maple Ave., which he has admitted is 
messy. 


Heckenbach lives in a house heated 


by wood-burning stoves. He uses kero- 
sene lamps Instead of lightbulbs and 
he kept goats, chickens and ducks for 
fresh milk and eggs until the animals 
were killed by terrorists. 


The last Incident occurred Feb. 4, 


when a shed containing a dozen chick- 
ens and four ducks was burned to the 


ground in Heckenbach's back yard. 


Raddatz said the attacks on Hecken- 


bach's lifestyle especially disturb him 
because he lives in a similar manner 
on a farm he owns in Wisconsin. 


"I'm living very much like he is on 


a place up north," Raddatz said 


Meanwhile, Cook County Sheriffs 


investigators are continuing their in- 
vestigation of the killings and threats 
to Heckenbach's life 


"We're still checking some leads 


and we've sent some evidence to the 
state crime lab," said Lt. Franklin 
Braun of the Cook County Sheriff 
Dept. 


Citizens to fight 
juvenile crime 
with alternatives 


Another battle in the war against 


juvenile delinquency in the Northwest 
suburbs has broken out. 


Zeroing in on Mount Prospect and 


communities adjacent to the village, 
the Northern Cook Civic Committee is 
working at a grass roots solution to a 
growing problem — juvenile crime. 


The organization is chartered by the 


state with temporary headquarters at 
committee president Donald W. Ver- 
ciglio's home, 1205 W. Milburn, Mount 
Prospect. 


FOR THE PAST YEAR, Verciglio 


said, the committee has been settling 
housekeeping matters with the state 
to get the group off the ground The 
committee now is soliciting members 
and has set an orientation meeting 
tonight at 8 p.m. in the Mount Pros- 
pect Country Club Community Center, 
600 See-Gwun Ave Interested resi- 
dents unable to attend the meeting 
should write the committee at P. 0. 
Box 242, Mount Prospect 


There are no membership dues. The 


committee is a nonprofit organization 
run solely on contributions. "Our goal 
is to organize and direct youth activi- 
ties in the suburbs," Verciglio said. 
"Not control them We are not com- 
peting with the park districts. We will 
try to give the kids what they want." 


The committee eventually hopes to 


set up a working center that will at- 
tract youths. 


Billiards, ping pong, softball and 


summer camp are some of the activi- 
ties planned once money is available. 
"In old terminology," Verciglio said, 
"it will be a hangout. It will be a 
place where young people can go for 
semi-organized 
activities

dealth with the kids in Mount Pros- 
pect and they need something like 
this." 


The Northern Cook Civic Committee 


is the largest among 27 similar com- 
munity committees in the Chicago 
area. It is the first major group in the 
northern suburbs affiliated directly 
with the Illinois Commission On Delin- 
quency Prevention 


THE 12 CHARTER members are 


residents of Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine, Des Plaines 
and Wilmette. 


"We're people interested in the pre- 
vention of juvenile delinquency," Ver- 
ciglio said. "We don't like to work af- 
ter the fact " 


Verciglio said the community com- 


mittee concept is not a new one. "It's 
new to the suburbs but it's been in 
existence in Chicago for 40 years." 


Neighborhood groups emerged in 


the city in the 1930s to form what 
eventually became the Chicago Area 
Project, which coordinates the efforts 
of the local organizations. "They were 
established for youths who felt alien- 
ated from organized activities like 
scouting," Verciglio said. "First the 
kids turned to play groups Then they 
became street gangs " 


, Verciglio said he first ioinecT the 
community committee program 27 
years ago when he was 11. "I was a 
participant then but not in a criminal 
sense," he said "I came from a split 
home and was looking for some place 
to belong " 


THE 
NORTHERN COOK Civic 


Committee is bounded by Devon Ave- 
nue on the south, the county line on 
the north, Lake Michigan on the east 
and the county line on the west Ver- 
ciglio said about 60,000 school-aged 
children live within those boundaries 


The committee operates differently 


from other youth service programs in 
the area, like Omni-House: Youth Ser- 
vices Bureau, Wheeling, 
and the 


Northwest 
Mental 
Health 
Center, 


Rolling Meadows, both run by profes- 
sional social workers 


"The big difference is that other 


community organizations do not in- 
volve residents, parents and people 
concerned with what's happening in 
their own neighborhoods," said Daniel 
D. Brmdisi, Cook County Super- 
visor for the Illinois Commission On 


Delinquency Pievention. "The com- 
mittees are organised and run by 
people facing problems with juveniles 
every day I have nothing against pro- 
fessional workeib but they live in a 
vacuum " 


The committee, also works with 


youths referied to it by the Cook 
County Juvenile Court. "Then we try 
to find people in the community to act 
as a big biother to help the offender 
from committing a second crime. We 
work in cooperation with the schools 
and probation officers," Bnndisi said. 


State criminal justice officials say 


juvenile crime, including murder, 
rape, prostitution, and drug abuse, is 
on the rise in the suburbs for several 
reasons. Population 
explosion and 


easier access to transportation have 
been cited as contributing factors to 
the increased rate of criminal of- 
fenses by youth. There are about 150 
community youth committees through- 
out the state. 


"Whatever the cause, it's there," 


Brindisi said "The larger concentra- 
tion of people you have, the problem 
is bound to grow. There is pressure on 
the police, too. What was overlooked a 
couple of years ago today is of more 
concern in apprehending "

Now, 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Ciough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job in Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaip, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, 1 need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. Ciough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared. 


The "blooming 
telephone," she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess, 


Mrs. Ciough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to stow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Ciough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality, 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask in glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and' a telephone. 


She plays tennis, chess, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and goes deep- 
sea fishing.

FDA warns consumers 
of lye covered pretzels 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - C o n - 


sumers were cautioned Wednesday 
that 19,000 cases of pretzels, some dis- 
tributed nationwide, are sprinkled 
with lye crystals that can burn the 
tongue, mouth and throat. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


announced recall of the pretzels made 
by Pepperidge Farm Inc., and dis- 
tributed under other brand names, 
along with 37.000 cases still in the 
company's stock. 


The lye crystals look like the salt 


crystals used on pretzels, the agency 
said In issuing a list of the con- 
taminated brands consumers should 
return to the place of purchase. 


IN THE CHICAGO area, The Her- 


ald checked Kohl's, Domlnicks, Jewel 
and Butera stores. None of the affect- 
ed pretzels were on the shelves. 


Pretzels with the lye crystals were 


made at the Pepperidge Farm plant 
in New Holland. Pa., which now is 
shut down, the FDA said. 


It said earlier this month, two con- 


sumers In Detroit "received chemical 
burns to the mouth and tongue from 
eating lye crystals that were in the 
pretzel bags. Neither consumer was 
hospitalized and both have recovered. 


"Subsequent FDA examination of 


unopened pretzel packages has re-

Carter rebate gets setback

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000.

Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO, Fla. 
(UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"1 would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said 
Orange 


County States Atty. Robert Eagan, 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. l> allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


. "From what we have preliminarily 
found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)'," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Dnvis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments" 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy, we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash.

$20,000 to $25,000 was defeated 20 to 
13, but Hep. James Gorman, D-Calif., 
said he would ask that vote be re- 
considered today. 


The decision came during the first 


day of .committee drafting sessions on 
the tax aspects of Carter's $31.2 bil- 
lion' two-year stimulus program. 


Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore., told 


the committee he intended to com- 
plete work on the package by tonight 
and to cancei any evening engage- 
ments for the next two days. 


T H E TAX-WRITING committee 


clearly showed a preference for giv- 


ing slightly larger permanent tax 
cuts in exchange for denying the re- 
bate to upper-income persons. 


Cotter said giving a $50 a person 


rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
if the administratin had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size of the stimulus 
package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the package." 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram, Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes' — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, tact cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 


• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3,000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
$2,400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

So the village has scheduled a pub-

The village board budget com- 


mittee, sponsor of the hearing at vil- 
lage hall, 901 Wellington Ave., is look- 
ing for "out-of-the-ordinary things" to 
fund, said Edward Kenna, committee 
chairman. 


"OUR POLICY HAS been that we 


never use it for an on-going pro- 
gram," he said.

About $455,500 is available in new 


funds, with the rest of the money left 
over from this year, said George Con- 


ey, village finance director. Last year 
the village received $396,000 in reve- 
nue sharing. 


"This is the ideal opportunity for 


someone who wants something done 
to come to the village board," Coney 
said. "It's the old Christmas list." 


Coney said the board usually funds 


"one-shot items," such as special 
equipment or programs. For instance, 
telemetry equipment for the para- 
medic ambulances was bought with 
revenue sharing funds this year. 


REVENUE SHARING money also 


paid for site work at the public works 
garage, microfilming and a microfilm 
reader. 


Revenue sharing funded 39 village 


projects this year. Kenna said the 
budget committee must recommend 


to the entire board which projects 
should be funded, with the board mak- 
ing the final decision. 


But before that, Kenna wants vil-

Nudes giving complex a.. .er.. .complex! 


He had just evicted one tenant, so 


Jerry DeBruyne was glad to see the 
"exercise equipment distributor" who 
came looking for office space a year 
ago. 


But DeBruyne changed his mind 


quickly: The new tenant moved in one 
afternoon and was busted for prostitu- 
tion that night. 


One year and three raids later, 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Photo Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


"WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . . male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polaroid camera to shoot pictures of a" 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said. 
The others have not yet appeared in 
court. 


The studio cannot be closed unless a 


civil court declares it a public nui- 
sance. The state's attorney's office 
has filed a complaint against County 
Photo Studio I in unincorporated Ley- 
den Township, but that is not neces- 
sary for Studio II because of DeBr- 
uyne's eviction action, she said. 


"I do not think we'll be going after 


County Photo II unless it's not 
evicted," she said. 


DeBruyne, who said he is anxious to 


evict the studio, said it's been difficult 
to get a court date. It seems the case 


file has been lost by the county courts 
until this week, he said. Ms. Kinnard 
said the case should be in court within 
a week. 


"I really believed it to be a legiti- 


mate operation," DeBruyne said. 


When the business first opened, it 


was called the "Pleasure Island Spa." 
Since then, it has changed names 
about five times, DeBruyne said. 


"I don't like it because of the 


stigma it places on me," he added. 
"A few people are insulted to have it 
part of the complex." 


Kenneth Michaels, owner of Mi- 


chaels Patterns, said the business 
bothers him, but not enough to make 
a formal complaint. 


"The only problem is people calling 


here because they don't know their

Clough was 20, divorced, with two in- 
fants to support, in need of a job. She 
enrolled in a typing class. 


Now, 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job in Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, 1 need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within balling distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 


shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs, Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared. 


The 
"blooming 
telephone," she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask in glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and a telephone. 


She plays tennis, chess, bridge,

FDA warns consumers 
of lye covered pretzels 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
C o n - 


sumers were cautioned Wednesday 
that 19,000 cases of pretzels, some dis- 
tributed nationwide, are sprinkled 
with lye crystals that can burn the 
tongue, mouth and throat. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


announced recall of the pretzels made 
by Pepperldge Farm Inc., and dis- 
tributed under other brand names, 
along with 37,000 cases still in the 
company's stock. 


The lye crystals look like the salt 


crystals used on pretzels, the agency 
said in Issuing a list of the con- 
taminated brands consumers should 
return to the place of purchase. 


IN THE CHICAGO area, The Her- 


ald checked Kohl's, Dominicks, Jewel 
and Butera stores. None of the affect- 
ed pretzels were on the shelves. 


PVetzels with the lye crystals were 


made at the Pepperidge Farm plant 
in New Holland, Pa., which now is 
shut down, the FDA said. 


It said earlier this month, two con- 


sumers in Detroit "received chemical 
burns to the mouth and tongue from 
eating lye crystals that were in the 
pretzel bags. Neither consumer was 
hospitalized and both have recovered. 


"Subsequent FDA examination of 


unopened pretzel packages has re- 
vealed the presence of sodium hydro- 
xide (lye) crystals." 


The FDA said lye and water are 


used to "give pretzels their glazed 
look. TWs process, properly carried 
out. to safe because pretzels absorb 
sodium hydroxide and the chemical is 
converted to sodium. carbonate, a 
harmless substance, when the pretzels 
are baked. 


In this case the sodium hydroxide 


apparently was not mixed properly.

Carter rebate gets setback

WASHINGTON CUPD - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate to those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to n in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30,000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27,500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as $1 or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30,000. 


THE COMMITTEE'S decision would 


Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO, Fla. 
(UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials said four persons had been, 


arrested and four others were -being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's. 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. 1. allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 


• al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty. Joseph 
D'Alessandro in Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


"From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to.be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments." 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy, we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash. 


deny any refund to 4.5 million tax- 
payers and would reduce the impact 
of Carter's refund by about $1 billion.

rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant. 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
,if the administrate had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size o£ the stimulus 
package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the package." 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram, Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, taK cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 


• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3.000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
who now claim the current maximum 
$2.400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

He had just evicted one tenant, so 


Jerry DeBruyne was glad to see the

quickly: The new tenant moved in one 
afternoon and was busted for prostitu- 
tion that night. 


One year and three raids later, 


DeBruyne has begun proceedings to 
evict County Photo Studio II from his 
office complex at 2420 Oakton St., 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


"WE DON'T LIKE the stigma it 


puts on the complex," DeBruyne said. 


DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly .does that. Busi- 


ness cards available at the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . . male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "I can't give you my name." 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley, Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polaroid camera to shoot pictures of a 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said. 
The others have not yet appeared in 
court. 


The studig cannot be closed unless a

Grove Village is going to get lots of 
pennies for Tom Mackin's thoughts. 


Mackin, owner of the 7-Eleven 


Store, 565 Landmeier Rd., has seen 
plenty of customers come to his store 
a penny or two short, and he thought 
It might be nice to help them out. 


A small Ice cream cup sits unobtru- 


sively on the store's counter, bearing 
the sign, "If you need a penny, take 
one, If you have a penny, leave one." 


At first, Mackin wasn't sure the de-

Instead, the penny cup has turned a 


profit of $9 in three weeks. "When it 
gets to $10," Mackin says, "I'll donate 
it to some worthy organization in Elk 
Grove." 


"People come in all the time a pen- 


ny short," he says. "When they use 
one, I tell them to pay it back the next 
time they're here, and they almost al- 
ways do." 


And, he adds, they often add a few 


extras. Some people even toss in 
dimes and quarters, he said, but those 
coins are quickly converted to pen- 
nies. 


If Mackin finds coins on the floor, 


they go into the cup, too. 


"You get kind of tired of explaining 


It to everybody, but the regulars come 
In and toss in a few pennies," he says.

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Shaw platform 
urges new talks 
on vandalism 


TOM MACKIN, owner of an Elk 
Grove Village 7-Eleven Store, is 
collecting pennies for his custom- 
ers who come in just a penny 
short. 


Palatine Trustee James L. Shaw 


has proposed another series of anti- 
vandalism conferences between vil- 
lage officials and residents to discuss 
vandalism problems. 


Shaw, seeking reelection on the Re- 


publican ticket, offered the proposal 
in his platform statement released 
this week. 


"While a 17 per cent reduction in 


vandalism is good, I believe we 
should explore new avenues for fur- 
ther solving the problem," he said. 


IN 1974, THE village board spon- 


sored a series of meetings in which 
residents were encouraged to offer 
suggestions for curbing vandalism. 
Village officials cited the crime pre- 
vention program and citizen coopera- 
tion as the major factors in a 17 per 
cent reduction in vandalism in fiscal 
1975-76. 


The village also passed a vandalism 


ordinance last year making parents fi- 
nancially responsible for acts of van- 
dalism by their children. Shaw said 
the ordinance "has proven highly suc- 
cessful in curbing the vandalism prob- 
lems." 


Shaw also suggested the village pro- 


vide more police protection in parks. 
"It is essential that we provide a pre- 
ventive police patrol program to curb 
the acts of vandalism and destruction 


that seem to begin in the parks and 
spread through town," he said. 


Shaw said he also favors creation of 


a water needs Committee composed of 
citizens "interested in actively seek- 
ing solutions to the water problem." 


Shaw also favors: 


• More stringent village regulations 


on storm water runoff; 


• Improving traffic signals at the 


corner of Lincoln Street and North- 
west Highway and at the corners of 
Quentin Road and Illinois Avenue and 
Hicks Road and Cunningham Drive; 


• Reopening Bothwell Street across 


the train tracks; 


• Providing free blood pressure 


checks for senior citizens at the Col- 
fax Street Fire Station; 


• Installation of a sidewalk along 


Colfax Street to the Palatine Post Of- 
fice; 


• Installation of ramps on all street 


curbs in the downtown shopping area; 


• Construction of a fire station in 


the northern section of the Palatine 
Rural Fire District. 


Shaw's comments and those of other 


GOP candidates will be used along 
with input from citizen listen-ins to 
formulate the Republican platform 
next month.

Heckenbach thinks the harassment 


is in objection to his lifestyle and the 
condition on his front yard, at 373 
Maple Ave., which he has admitted is 
messy. 


Heckenbach lives in a house heated 


by wood-burning stoves. He uses kero- 
sene lamps instead of lightbulbs and 
he kept goats, chickens and ducks for 
fresh milk and eggs until the animals 
were killed by terrorists. 


The last incident occurred Feb. 4, 


when a shed containing a dozen chick- 
ens and four ducks was burned to the 
ground In Heckenbach's back yard. 


Raddatz said the attacks on Heckcn- 


bach's lifestyle especially disturb him 
because he lives in a similar manner 
on a farm he owns in Wisconsin. 


"I'm living very much like he is on 


a place up north," Raddatz said.

Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job in Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


Ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, I need you'." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hailing distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. 
Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he 
likes memos prepared, 


The 
"blooming telephone," she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SUE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with'"plow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed ' by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge'her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says, 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask in glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and a telephone. 


(She plays tennis, chess, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and goes deep- 
sea fishing. 


"I'm a fish," she says, "I love any- 


thing to do with water. My friends say 
it's because my horoscope sign is Pis- 
ces." 


SHE'S PLAYED the piano since she 


was 5 and has taken up the classical 
guitar.

and her daughter's. She was admitted 
to membership in Mensa, the brainy 
organization which accepts only 2 per 
cent of the population — those who 
meet its stringent IQ standards.

FDA warns consumers 
of lye covered pretzels 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
C o n - 


sumers were cautioned Wednesday 
that 19.000 cases of pretzels, some dis- 
tributed nationwide, are sprinkled 
with lye crystals that can burn the 
tongue, mouth and throat. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


announced recall of the pretzels made 
by Pepperidge Farm Inc., and dis- 
tributed under other brand names, 
along with 37.000 cases stilt in the 
company's stock. 


The lye crystals look like the salt 


crystals used on pretzels, the agency 
said in Issuing a list of the con- 
taminated brands consumers should 
return to the place of purchase. 


IN THE CHICAGO area, The Her- 


ald checked Kohl's. Dominicks, Jewel 
and Butera stores. None of the affect- 
ed pretzels were on the shelves. 


Pretzels with the lye crystals were 


made at the Pepperidge Farm plant 
in New Holland, Pa., which now is 
shut down, the FDA said. 


It said earlier this month, two con- 


sumers in Detroit "received chemical 
burns to the mouth and tongue from 
eating lye crystals that were in the 
pretzel bags. Neither consumer was 
hospitalized and both have recovered. 


"Subsequent FDA examination of 


unopened pretzel packages has re- 


vealed the presence of sodium hydro- 
xide (lye) crystals." 


The FDA said lye and waler are 


used to "give pretzels their glazed 
look. This process, properly carried 
out, 
is safe because pretzels absorb 


sodium hydroxide and the chemical is 
converted to sodium carbonate, a 
harmless substance, when the pretzels 
are baked. 


In this case the sodium hydroxide 


apparently was not mixed properly.

archbishop 


DETROIT (UPI) — Archbishop Va- 


lerian Trifa, accused of pro-Nazi ac- 
tivities during World' War II, said 
Wednesday he is a victim of a grow- 
ing trend to "invent" war criminals. 


The 62-year-old Romanian Orthodox 


prelate said so-called "Nazi hunters" 
have orchestrated a publicity cam- 
paign that has made him a symbol in 
a fabricated controversy. 


"I don't even know why this (case) 


is an issue," Trifa said in a telephone 
interview from his rectory at Grass 
Lake, Mich. "No matter how you tell 
it, people still don't believe me. I am 
naturally frustrated by this condi- 
tion." 


TRIFA HAS BEEN named as a 


participant in Iron Guard activities in 
his native Romania in the early 1940s. 
The - group was responsible for the 
persecution and murder of thousands 
of Jews and Masons. 


The archbishop could face deporta- 


tion if he loses a federal court battle 
that stemmed from his denial of Iron 
Guard membership on naturalization 
forms when he became a U.S. citizen 
in 1956. At that time, former Iron 
Guard members were barred from 
citizenship. 


Trifa, who rarely grants interviews, 


said his accusers were twisting patri- 
otic actions out of proportion. 


"I was never active in such things 


in Romania," he said. "I did support 
the government. That is obvious. But 
I don't know how I became a symbol 
with absolutely no facts to support the 
allegations. 


"WHAT BOTHERS me is that after 


25 years in this country, things are 
brought up that did hot exist. I don't 
understand 
how 
they 
are 
in- 


venting things that did not happen. 
Maybe they are just trying to invent 
some kind of War criminals. I cannot 
give you an answer." 


Trifa said his problems have been 


compounded .by newspaper reports 
centering on allegations ..rather than 
denials. He said the case Barbeen re- 
ported "like I'm already guilty." " 


He also said he Is becoming increas- 


ingly frustrated by the'i Interference 
the controversy has caused with his 
work as head of the church's episco- 
pate in Grass Lake, a small town in 
south central Michigan. 


"I'm trying to continue my normal 


work but it's difficult to keep going 
when you have to keep defending your- 
self."

asks. 


At home, she learned how to put the 


hair dryer on a shelf and do her iron- 
ing while her hair was drying, she 
says.

Carter rebate gets setback 


by DON PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - The House 


Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day voted to deny President Carter's 
proposed $50 a person rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year and 
to give a smaller rebate lo those 
making more than $25,000 a year. 


The committee voted 17 to 9 in fa- 


vor of a proposal by Rep. William 
Cotter, D-Conn.. to "phase out" the 
rebate gradually as family income 
rose from $25,000 to $30.000. 


Under the proposal someone mak- 


ing $27.500 would receive a rebate of 
$25 for each family member. In some 
cases, checks for as little as SI or per- 
haps a few cents would be mailed to 
those making almost $30.000. 


THE COMMITTEE'S decision would 


Food stamps 
can buy most 
anything 


ORLANDO. Fla. (UPI) - In- 


vestigators disclosed Wednesday they 
have found that food stamps are being 
traded for cash, 'booze, dope, guns, 
cars and even sex. 


"I would venture to say the tax- 


payers are being ripped off by the 
millions of dollars by people selling 
food stamps for cash or buying wine, 
whisky or anything else that a con- 
sumer would want," said Orange 
County States Atty. Robert Eagan. 


Officials said four persons had been 


arrested and four others were being 
sought on food stamp abuse charges, 
mostly felonies, following a month 
and a half investigation by Eagan's 
office. 


THEY WERE THE first arrests un- 


der a Florida law that became effec- 
tive Oct. l, allowing local law enforce- 
ment agencies to prosecute abuses un- 
der the food stamp program, a feder- 
al program administered by the state. 


In a separate development, Lee 


C o u n t y S t a t e ' s Atty, Joseph 
D'Alessandro in.Fort Meyers said he 
would call a grand jury in Lee County 
to investigate fraud in obtaining thou- 
sands of dollars worth of food stamps 
from an emergency program designed 
to help farm workers idled by last 
month's freeze. 


''From what we have preliminarily 


found, it appears fraud is involved in 
about 25 per cent (of all cases)," 
D'Alessandro said Wednesday, adding 
that he would hold off on arrests until 
his investigation had been completed. 


Bill Davis, director of the Division 


of Public Assistance Fraud in Jack- 
sonville, said Eagan's findings in Or- 
ange County weren't unique to the Or- 
lando area. 


"If there is a fast buck to be made, 


someone is going to make it," Davis 
said. "Food stamps are just like mon- 
ey ... 
they are negotiable in- 


struments " 


DAVIS SAID Florida is "one of the 


few states doing anything statewide. 
We're one of the leading states in food 
stamp prosecution," he said. 


Eagan said his agents got a supply 


of food stamps in early January. "We 
hit the streets and whatever we start- 
ed out to buy. we bought." 


He said food stamps — which are 


supposed to be used only to buy un- 
prepared food for human consumption 
— can easily be swapped for cash. 


deny .any refund to 4.5 million tax- 
payers and would reduce the impact 
of Carter's refund by about $t billion. 


An effort by Rep. J. J. Pickle,

T H E TAX-WRITING committee 


clearly showed a preference for giv- 


ing slightly larger permanent tax 
cuts in exchange for denying the re- 
bate to upper-income persons. 


Cotter said giving a $50 a person 


rebate to someone making more than 
$30,000 "is not going to change his life 
style one iota." 


The main idea of the rebate is to 


stimulate spending. 


Laurence N. Woodworth, assistant 


treasury secretary for tax policy, said 
if the administrate had to choose be- 
tween a phase-out of the rebate and 
increasing the size of the stimulus 
.package, "we would prefer a cutoff 
with a phaseout rather than increas- 
ing the size of the.package," 


The committee also indicated it 


would vastly alter Carter's proposed 
business tax cuts, directing the cuts 


toward those industries which actual- 
ly increase employment rather than 
giving cuts to everyone. 


Among other changes in the pro- 


gram, Ullman and others want to tar- 
get the business tax cuts only to in- 
dustries that increase employment. 


The majority of Carter's $31.2 bil- 


lion two-year package is related to 
taxes — $13.8 billion in rebates and 
cuts in fiscal 1977 and $8.1 billion 
in 1978. 


In addition, taK cuts passed last 


year must be extended, and that is 
likely to be done in this bill. 


The package includes: 


• Income tax rebates of $50 a per- 


son and special $50 payments to every 
beneficiary of Social Security, Rail- 


road Retirement and Supplemental 
Security Income. 


• A tax cut for most persons who 


use the standard deduction by doing 
away with the current minimum stan- 
dard deduction and allowing everyone 
to claim a flat deduction — $3.000 for 
married couples and $2,200 for sin- 
gles. This will result in a small tax 
cut for all married couples but will be 
a tax increase for those single persons 
\vlio now claim the current maximum 
S2.400 deduction. 


• A small tax cut for business. 


Each business would be allowed to 
choose either an increase in their in- 
vestment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from the current 10 per cent, or a 
credit equal to 4 per cent of the Social 
Security taxes they pay.

Dist. 26 to seek 74-cent tax hike 


The Hiver Trails Dist. 26 Board of 


Education will ask voters to approve 
a tax increase of 74 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation in the March 19 
referendum. 


If the referendum' is approved, the 


tax rate in the district's education 
fund will increase from its current 
$1.60 per $100 of assessed valuation to 
S2.34 per $100 of assessed valuation. 


The board Wednesday night voted to 


lower the amount it is seeking in the 
referendum from $1.19 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation to 74 cents. 


This increase, if approved, would.be 


spread over the next two years, the 
board decided. A resident whose home 


is assessed at $10,000 would pay $74 
more in school district taxes by 1979 
than is paid now. 


THE BOARD changed its referen- 


dum request because new property 
assessments for the Dist. 26 area in- 
dicate the tax rate needed to raise the 
same amount of money as a Si.19 in- 
crease would bring could be lower. 


A survey of the district's home- 


owners shows the latest assessments 
in Dist. 26 are up an average of 20 per 
cent, business manager Ralph Beau- 
doin said. 


If voters approved the 74-cent tax 


increase, 47 cents of the amount 
.would be levied in 1978-79 and 27 cents 


will be levied in 1979-80, Beaudoin 
said. A resident owning a home as- 
sessed at $10,000 would pay $47 more 
in taxes the first year and $27 more 
the second year. 


The board also agreed to spread the 


tax increase over two years instead of 
.three years as originally planned with 
the $1.19 request. 


SEVERAL board' members said 


they were reluctant to request a 
three-year tax levy because the dis- 
trict's financial condition in the third 
year was uncertain. They also said 
they would prefer to ask voters to ap- 
prove an amount lower than $1.19. 


"The 
revenue picture in education 


changes very frequently. The board is 
concerned about the reliability of pro- 
jections that far out in time," Beau- 
doin said. 


Wednesday's decision, at a special 


board meeting, was the third time the 
board has changed the amount it 
would seek in the tax referendum. 


The board first decided to ask for 


an increase of 62 cents per S100 of 
assessed valuation. This amount was 
changed last month to $1.19 when the 
board learned a recent change in 
state law allows the district to raise 
its tax rate as high as it wants with- 
out losing state aid.

DeBruyne has received complaints 


from other tenants who find their 
neighbors less than desirable. He also 
has not received payment for water 
for more than six months. 


But the main reason for the eviction 


stems from a lease that states the of- 
fice is for a business which handles 
Slim Jim exercise equipment and wa- 
ter beds. 


The studio hardly does that. Busi- 


ness cards available a', the front desk 
advertise the opportunity to "take pic- 
tures of a beautiful model in the nude 
. . . specializing in bondage photo- 
graphy . . . male models available by 
appointment." 


INSIDE THE office, a Slim man 


wearing two diamond rings and a reli- 
gious medal, greets the customers. 
But he has few comments for the 
press. 


"I don't know who the manager is," 


he said. "1 can't give you my name," 


He refused to say what services are 


offered at the studio or what the price 
is. 


But Pat Foley. Cook County Sher-

iff's Dept. vice squad investigator who 
has made "a couple of arrests" at the 
studio, said each customer is loaned a 
Polarojd camera to shoot pictures of a 
nude model. 


Five pictures in 20 minutes cost $20 


or 10 pictures in 30 minutes cost $30, 
Foley said. Arrests for prostitution 
were made when photo sessions led to 
setting prices for acts of prostitution. 


Dorothy Kinnard, a Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney said at least 
six arrests have been made. Two 
women were convicted of prostitution 
and fined $90, but were not jailed. 


Two others who worked at the front 


desk were not convicted, she said.

Carter's dynamo secretary 
She types way to Oval Office 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Susan 


Clough was 20, divorced, with two in- 
fants to support, in need of a job. SJie 
enrolled in a typing class. 


Now, 12 years later, she does her 


typing for Jimmy Carter — as his 
personal secretary. 


Blonde, with sparkling blue-green 


eyes and a sparkling smile, Mrs. 
Clough first landed a clerk-typing job 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., then went to a law 
office in Atlanta. 


A senior partner in the firm helped 


her land a job in Gov. Jimmy Carter's 
office. When Carter left she stayed on 
to work for Gov. George Busbee as a 
speech writer. 


IN SEPTEMBER, as he was start- 


ing his campaign, Carter telephoned: 
"Susan, I need you." 


She helped with his correspondence, 


then Jan. 21 moved into a cozy, sunny 
office a step outside the Oval Office 
and within hulling distance of the 
small study where Carter does most 
of his desk work. 


In her office, a radio is tuned to a 


classical music station. The book- 
shelves are empty — except for 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," a 
government manual, and "The Secre- 
tary's Handbook." The phone rarely 
stops buzzing. 


Mrs. Clough types for Carter, drafts 


replies to some of his mail, advises 
administration newcomers how he. 
likes memos prepared. 


The "blooming telephone," 
she 


says, won't let go. One day she car- 
ried a lunch tray from the White 
House mess to her desk. By the time 
she got around to eating, her ice 
cream sundae was a gooey mess. 


Mrs. Clough says in a month's time 


in vocational school she learned to 
type so fast she has to slow down to 
keep keys from jamming on her elec- 
tric typewriter. 


SHE LEARNED enough shorthand 


to get by. A president rarely has rea- 
son to dictate letters; they are drafted 
for him by others. 


Mrs. Clough (rhymes with "piow"), 


says she is determined not to be over- 
whelmed by where she works. And 
she refuses to submerge her person- 
ality. 


"It's easy to be carried away by a 


feeling of self-importance," she says. 
"I'm not going to do it. Every time 
I've had occasion to bask In, glory, 
something's happened, some hum- 
bling experience." 


She sees to it that there's more to 


life than a typewriter and a telephone. 


She plays tennis, chess, bridge, 


backgammon. She backpacks, hikes, 
swims, sails, canoes and goes deep- 
sea fishing. 


"I'm a fish," she says, "I love any- 


thing to do with water. My friends say 
it's because my horoscope sign is Pis- 
ces." 


SHE'S PLAYED the piano since she 


was 5 and has taken up the classical 
guitar. She wants to learn to ski. 


"Honestly," she laughs. "I think I 


need two lifetimes to learn all the 
things I want to do." 


She sews nearly all her own clothes 


and her daughter's. She was admitted 
to membership in Mensa, the brainy 
organization which accepts only 2 per 
cent of the population — those who 
meet its stringent IQ standards. 


Her friends kid her that she left At- 


lanta "because I'd dated all the bach- 
elors down there." 


For- relaxation she reads novels — 


lots of them. On a weekend, she says, 
she can go through six. In an evening, 
she'll start and finish two. 


She remembers leaving th&Allanta 


p u b l i c Jibrary with both^arms 
wrapped around books.

She says she began systematically 


to read every novel in the librar^-- 
starting with those whose authors' 
names began with "A." She reachfa 
the "F's," - "then I went to work for 
Mr. Carter. 


Her daughter, Carol, 13, started in 


the juveniles at the "A's" and read all 
of them. Carol has stayed in Atlanta 
to finish the year at, the Westminster 
School, where she is on full scholar- 
ship. 


Son, Doug, 14, who at 6-feet-2 towers 


over her, came north with his mother. 
They live in a rented house in nearby 
Maryland. Lonely at the start, Doug 
would call her at the White House af- 
ter school with a son's refrain: "Hey, 
mom. What's there to do?" 


Her children have taken her job in 


stride, but her parents are excited. 
Her father, a retired Army Signal 
Corps lieutenant colonel, used to take 
her along when he traveled around 
the world inspecting secret commu- 
nications installations. 


SHE WAS BORN at Ft. Jackson, 


S.C. "I'm an Army brat," she says. 


Mrs. Clough has given a lot of 


thought to organizing time. She hates 
to waste a minute. She separates pa- 
pers into two piles — those she must 
concentrate on; and those she can 
deal with while talking on the phone. 


She works from about 7:15 a.m. to 


6:30 or 7 p.m., in accordance with her 
efficiency ideas. 


"Why spend an hour in traffic when 


you can wait and get some work done 
and get home in 20 minutes?" she 
asks. 


At home, she learned hoW| to put the 


hair dryer on a shelf and d<j her iron- 
ing while her hair was drying, she 
says. 


But now, with time even more pre- 


cious, she says, she goes to sleep with 
her hair wet.
